THE MINISTRY of Labour and 
Employment has lucked off a sur¬ 
vey that requires establishments 
contributing to the Employees’ 
Provident Fund Organisation 
(EPFO), including from the pri¬ 
vate sector, to furnish informa¬ 
tion on the number of SC and ST 
employees in their ranks. 

The survey being piloted by 
Niti Aayog was initially to be 
restricted to public sector under¬ 
takings (PSUs) but has now been 
extended to cover private firms. 

Through this month, regional 
provident fund offices have been 
sending out queries in a speci¬ 
fied format to companies seek¬ 
ing “employment data of the 
proportion of SC & ST employees 
in total employment”. 

Sources said the data on the 


number of SC/ST employees is 
being collated to provide them 
financial incentives for social se¬ 
curity benefits. 

The objective of this new 
scheme, rolled out in consulta¬ 
tion with the Labour Ministry, is 
for the Centre to eventually foot 
the bill for employee contribu¬ 
tion being made by SC/ST em¬ 
ployees towards their provident 
and pension funds with the 
EPFO. The Labour Ministry is the 
nodal Ministry of the EPFO. 

The communication sent by 
regional provident fund offices 
states: “Ministry of Labour and 
Employment has desired to have 
a sample study of employment 
data of the proportion of SC & ST 
employees in total employ¬ 
ment... the data was requested at 
the first instance with respect to 
PSUs from whom it can be cal¬ 
culated in short time. However, 
the Ministry desired to have

THREE MEMBERS of the family 
of Election Commissioner Ashok 
Lavasa are under the scanner of 
the Income Tax. 

Not only was his wife Novel 
Singhal Lavasa, an ex-banker and 
director in several firms, sent an 
I-T notice in August, his sister 
Shakuntala Lavasa, a paediatri¬ 
cian, too received a notice the 
same month. 

The tax department also 
surveyed the books of accounts of 
Nourish Organic Foods Ltd, a com¬ 
pany in which his son Abir Lavasa 
is a director and holds 10,000 
shares as part of an employee stock 
option plan last financial year. 

When contacted, Abir Lavasa 
said, “A notice, directed to 
Nourish Organic, was issued by 
the I-T department. A survey was 
conducted into the company’s 
books of accounts in August first 
week. The department has not 
sent anything since then.” An 
Income Tax officer said Abir has 
sought adjournments and not 
replied to the department. 

Incidentally, Ashok Lavasa, 
one of the three commissioners 
in the Election Commission, had 
on five occasions opposed the 
clean chit given by the 
Commission to Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi and former BJP 
president Amit Shah on charges 
of violating the Model Code of 
Conduct during the campaign

Bengal: Minister, top 
district officials skip 
meeting with Governor

AS WEST Bengal Governor 
Jagdeep Dhankhar on Tuesday 
expressed dismay over the ab¬ 
sence of a minister and senior of¬ 
ficers of administration and po¬ 
lice at a meeting in Siliguri in 
Darjeeling district where he had 
gone to inaugurate a new chap¬ 
ter of a chamber of commerce, 
the TMC government slammed 
him, saying he “should avoid po¬ 
litical gimmicks every day”. 

“The Governor should not 
misuse the Constitutional juris¬ 
diction and should avoid politi¬ 
cal gimmicks every day. Our 
TMC government is peoples’ 
government and is aware of 
what to do and what not to do,” 
a statement issued by Education 
Minister and TMC Secretary 
General Partha Chatterjee stated. 

“The new Governor, within 
15 days of joining has exposed 
himself that he is not a neutral 
person, by making politically bi¬ 
ased statements against the gov¬ 
ernment officers and govern¬ 
ment departments.... West 
Bengal is a beautiful state. The 
Governor should visit beautiful 
places inWest Bengal and enjoy 
the hospitality of the State 
Government. This is desirable. 
What is not desirable is a 
Constitutional position, unnec¬ 
essarily becoming over-active, 
interfering in all respects of gov¬ 
ernment business and govern¬ 
ment officers,” Chatterjee said. 

Earlier in the day, Dhankar on 
finding that senior government 
officials skipping a meeting said 
in Siliguri: “I think the minister, 
the secretary, the DM (District 
Magistrate) and others had un¬ 
avoidable commitments. I am not 


a political person. I would have 
been happy if state officials had 
been a little more involved. I have 
seen a virtual and total absence of 
state officials here. The DM must 
have gone on leave. The man in 
charge of police was nowhere to 
be seen, too. Maybe, they all had 
unavoidable work today.” 

“I am not judgemental. I wish 
in the next meeting where the 
head of state is present, the gov¬ 
ernment officials would also be 
present,” the Governor added. 

Tourism Minister Gautam 
Deb, District Magistrate Deepap 
Priya P and Police Commissioner 
AtharvTripurari were scheduled 
to be present in the meeting. 

Speaking to The Indian 
Express, Deb said that he had in¬ 
formed the organisers earlier 
that he would not be present at 
the event. “I was invited by the 
chamber of commerce. The 
Governor was also invited by the 
same chamber of commerce. I 
was not invited by the Governor. 
I had already told the chamber 
that I am preoccupied and will 
not be able to attend it. There is 
no question of controversy 
here,” the minister said. 

The Indian Express tried to 
reach out to the District 
Magistrate and Police 
Commissioner but failed to get 
their comments. 

Meanwhile, representatives 
of various political parties met 
the Governor in the city. 
However, Trinamool Congress 
leaders were conspicuous by 
their absence. 

“Representatives of political 
parties gave representations to 
me which I will consider. The 
doors of Raj Bhavan are open to 
everyone irrespective of their 
political affiliations, colour or 
creed,” Dhankhar told reporters.

your PM will take care of it. It 
will be great if they can work 
out something in Kashmir... 
you have a great PM, he will 
solve the problem.” 

After the bilateral meeting 
later, Foreign Secretary Vijay 
Gokhale said the Prime 
Minister shared concerns on 
terrorism in the context of 
Jammu and Kashmir — and 
how it led to the loss of42,000 
lives over the last 30 years in 
Kashmir. 

According to Gokhale, 
Modi told Tmmp that India has 
never shied away from talking 
to Pakistan, but Islamabad has 
not reciprocated. He recalled 
how he had invited the then 
Pakistan PM Nawaz Sharif for 
his swearing-in ceremony in 
2014 and flown to Lahore with 
minimal security later. 

But the attack on Pathankot 
happened soon after that, and 
the accused have not yet been 
brought to justice, Modi told 
the US President. Delhi ex¬ 
pected Islamabad to take con¬ 
crete steps, which did not hap¬ 
pen, Gokhale said. 

Modi also told Trump that 
it was incumbent on the inter¬ 
national community to join 
hands to fight terrorism. In this 
context, he referred to Indian 
Muslims who have a very low 
presence in terrorist groups. 


The US President “acknowl¬ 
edged and noted” it, said 
Gokhale. 

On the issue of mediation, 
Gokhale made it clear that the 
position of the Indian govern¬ 
ment is “very clear... if there are 
issues to be discussed, they will 
be discussed bilaterally”. 

Ahead of the meeting, 
while responding to questions, 
Trump said he had a “very 
good meeting with Khan” the 
previous day. “He (Khan) 
would like to see something 
happen. Something will hap¬ 
pen very fruitful, very peace¬ 
ful, I think that will happen ul¬ 
timately," he said. 

“I really believe these two 
gentlemen will get together 
and work something,” Trump 
said, as Modi looked on. “I re¬ 
ally believe PM Modi and PM 
Khan will get along, once they 
get to know each other. I think 
lots of good things will come 
from that meeting.” 

While the Prime Minister 
was accompanied by External 
Affairs Minister SJaishankar 
and Commerce Minister 
Piyush Goyal, among others, 
Trump was accompanied by 
US Secretary of State Michael 
Pompeo. 

Responding to questions on 
Pakistan being the epicentre of 
terrorism, the US President 


said: “You mentioned Pakistan, 
Iran will have to be on top of 
the list because if you really 
look at the terror states, it’s 
been No.l for a long time.” 

Asked if he had any mes¬ 
sage for Pakistan, since Khan 
has admitted to links between 
the Army and terrorist groups, 
Trump was clear: “The mes¬ 
sage is not for me to give, but 
for PM Modi. And I think he 
gave that loud and clear the 
other day, a pretty loud mes¬ 
sage...! am sure he will be able 
to handle the situation.” 

On the trade front, the 
Foreign Secretary said “signif¬ 
icant progress” has been made 
and differences narrowed. “We 
will have a trade deal very 
soon," Trump said. Gokhale 
said they were “optimistic” 
about the discussions, which 
are ongoing since these were 
“complex” and involved the in¬ 
dustry and jobs. 

“We did not discuss any 
timeline on trade. I am opti¬ 
mistic that we will be able to 
conclude an understanding 
soon,” Gokhale said. He under¬ 
lined that India is looking at a 
“fair and reasonable deal”, 
which will take care of its ac¬ 
cess to US markets as well as 
address some of the US con¬ 
cerns. 

Ahead of the bilateral 


meeting that lasted for about 
30-40 minutes at the UN head¬ 
quarters, Modi said he has met 
Trump three times in the last 
four months since being re¬ 
elected. He said the closeness, 
ease and continuous engage¬ 
ment between the two 
democracies is a “very good 
sign for the world”, as it is a 
friendship “based on values”. 

“I am thankful to Trump 
that he came to Houston. He is 
my friend but he is also a good 
friend of India,” Modi said. 

In his remarks later, Trump 
responded: “My personal 
chemistry is as good as it can 
get. I have great respect, great 
admiration, and I really like 
him. He is a great gentlemen 
and a great leader... And I re¬ 
member India before, there 
was lot of dissension, lot of 
fighting, he got it all together, 
like a father will bring it to¬ 
gether. Maybe he is the father 
of India, we will call him father 
of India,” he said, as Modi, 
Jaishankar and Goyal smiled. 

Asked about the Houston 
event, Trump said Modi was an 
Indian version of Elvis. “He has 
done a fantastic job. What that 
event showed. How much I like 
India and how much I like your 
Prime Minister. They love this 
gentleman. Those people went 
crazy,” he said. 


Co-op bank fraud 

Diliprao Deshmukh and Madan 
Patil (Congress), Ishwarlal Jain 
and Shivajirao Nalawade (NCP). 

The Enforcement Case 
Information Report (ECIR) was 
registered Monday, ED sources 
said Tuesday, adding that the case 
is based on an FIR filed by the 
Economic Offences Wing (EOW) 
of Mumbai Police in connection 
with alleged irregularities in the 
Maharashtra State Cooperative 
Bank. 

The NCP described the ED ac¬ 
tion as “political vendetta” and 
Sharad Pawar said it was 
prompted by the strong support 
for his party across the state: “I 
was never a director of any coop¬ 
erative bank. However, if they 
have filed a case against me, I wel¬ 
come it. I was expecting such an 
action after the response that I re¬ 
ceived during my recent tour of 
Maharashtra.” 

NCP MLA Jitendra Awhad 
said: “The attempt to finish 
Sharad Pawar using agencies like 
ED will not work. Pawar has not 
had an association with a bank 
for the past 50 years. What kind 
of politics is BJP adopting? They 
are threatened by Pawar’s cam¬ 
paign which is leading them to 
behave in this way.” 

Advocate Prashant Patil, Ajit 
Pawar’s lawyer in Pune, said: 
“There was an order of the 
Bombay High Court directing the 
Economic Offences Wing to reg¬ 
ister an HR in the matter. We had 
approached the Supreme Court 
against the order, wherein the 
apex court has held that investi¬ 
gations should be carried out 
fairly without getting influenced 
by the High Court and in accor¬ 
dance with law.” 

“Now, we have got to know 
know through the electronic me¬ 
dia that ED too has registered an 
offence. In whichever case, we are 
ready to cooperate with the in¬ 
vestigating agencies as law-abid¬ 
ing citizens. The Supreme Court 
order in the said matter of MSC 
Bank is binding upon all the in¬ 
vestigating agencies. The MSC 
Bank has taken an official stand 
before Bombay High Court that 
there is no scam and there is no 
loss caused to the bank. We have 
faith upon the fairness of the in¬ 
vestigating agencies,” he said. 

ED sources, speaking on the 
ECIR, said: “A criminal PIL was 
filed on 28.01.2019 before 
Bombay High Court in the case of 
Maharashtra State Cooperative 
Bank scam. Hon’ble High Court, 
after detailed hearing and going 
through the complaint, on 
22.08.2019 directed the EOW, 
Mumbai Police to register an HR. 
The FIR was thereafter filed and 
consequently an ECIR was 
recorded on 23/09/2019 against 
the then Chairman, MDs, 
Directors of Maharashtra State 
Cooperative Bank (MSC), along 
with Mr Sharad Pawar, Mr Ajit 
Pawar, Mr Diliprao Deshmukh, 
Mr Ishwarlal Jain, Mr Jayant 
Patil...” 

“It is alleged that the then top 
executives i.e. Chairman, MDs, 
Directors, CEOs, managerial staff 
of Maharashtra State Cooperative 
Bank (MSC) and office-bearers 
and directors of Sakhar 
Karkhanas (cooperative sugar 
factories or CSFs), Soot Gimis and 
other processing units were given 
loans in a fraudulent manner by 
MSC Bank and, in the process, 
several illegalities were commit¬ 
ted. The scam is pegged at Rs 


25,000 crore,” sources said. 

The loans, sources said, were 
provided to CSFs by officials of the 
MSC Bank who were linked to 
owners of the CSFs. “There were 
several irregularities in the sanc¬ 
tioning of the loans committed, 
only with the purpose of extend¬ 
ing benefits to the directors of the 
lending bank, for personal gains, 
thereby defrauding and cheating 
the bank and its shareholders,” 
sources said. 

Loans were sanctioned to 
CSFs despite weak financials and 
negative net worth, ED sources 
said, adding that no collateral was 
taken in many cases and loans 
were extended on the basis of 
fraudulent and dishonest repre¬ 
sentation to the bank. 

“Thereafter, due to alleged 
mismanagement and underutil¬ 
isation of capacity and increasing 
overhead expenditure, these CSFs 
became sick and were sold by a 
decision taken by the board of di¬ 
rectors at a price much below the 
reserve price to avail wrongful 
gain to the purchaser. The pur¬ 
chasers had personal or political 
links to the board of directors and 
the consent of borrowing units 
were not taken before undertak¬ 
ing such sale,” sources said on the 
ECIR. 

EPFO 

stratified sample data across the 
establishments. Therefore, it is 
kindly requested to collect data 
from other establishments also.” 

Companies have been asked 
to furnish details in a four-col¬ 
umn table that seeks the name of 
the company, total number of 
employees, number of SC em¬ 
ployees, and number of ST em¬ 
ployees. 

The conceptual discussions 
were held by NITI Aayog over the 
last couple of years in the mn-up 
to the survey being launched ear¬ 
lier this month. Some officials are 


learnt to have flagged the possi¬ 
bility of statistical errors in con¬ 
ducting such a survey in the pri¬ 
vate sector, where employees are 
not hired on the basis of reserva¬ 
tion. 

“There is no legal mandate for 
SC/ST hiring in the private sector. 
Such a survey was initially 
planned to be conducted for 
PSUs. For private companies, 
there might be some roadblocks 
as employees may not be forth¬ 
coming with their caste details,” 
sources said. 

Sources indicated that while 
employer contribution would 
still be paid by companies, the 
government will make the EPFO 
payments on behalf of the SC/ST 
employees. “The government al¬ 
ready has data for SC/ST employ¬ 
ees working in the public sector 
companies. After the govern¬ 
ment has data on SC/ST employ¬ 
ees in the private sector, it will be 
able to make targeted transfers 
towards EPFO payments. This 
benefit from the government will 
help lift the financial position of 
SC/ST employees,” sources said. 

The need for data from all es¬ 
tablishments was felt as there 
was a view that a substantial por¬ 
tion of funds allocated for SC/ST 
schemes were going unutilised, 
officials said. 

The EPFO and the Labour 
Ministry did not respond to 
queries from The Indian Express 
on the survey. 

Currently, the government 
has allocated over Rs 1.3 lakh 
crore towards more than 300 
schemes being implemented by 
38 ministries and government 
departments under the “welfare 
for SC/ST” employees head. As 
funds under many of these 
schemes remain unspent, the 
government plans to provide 
benefits to SC/ST employees by 
making their provident and pen¬ 
sion fund payments. 


“Our intent is to improve fi¬ 
nancial status of SC/STs at a faster 
rate. Since it will be difficult to tar¬ 
get SC/ST employees in the unor¬ 
ganised sector, we are first start¬ 
ing with organised sector 
employees enrolled with the 
EPFO,” sources said. 

The guidelines on earmark¬ 
ing government funds for SC/ST 
under various schemes by min¬ 
istries and departments have 
been framed by NITI Aayog. 

As on September 23, govern¬ 
ment data for Development 
Action Plan for Scheduled Castes 
(DAPSC) showed that out of the 
total allocated Rs 77,748.90 crore, 
it has released only 29.19 per cent 
of the allocated amount at Rs 
22,694.77 crore. 

Lavasa 

Private Ltd, a builder firm, that 
constructed a four-storeyed 
building in Gurgaon, co-owned 
by Ashok Lavasa and his wife 
Novel. Tax officials visited the 
builder’s office and residence in 
Gurgaon. “I don’t want to com¬ 
ment on this,” said Satya Priya 
Tyagi, the company’s director, in 
a text message. Kavita Tyagi, his 
wife, said the I-T officials visited 
their residence on August 22. 

The department has assessed 
the value of the building at Rs 7.2 
crore based on the sale of one 
apartment to Shakuntala Lavasa 
at Rs 1.86 crore in 2017-18. It is of 
the view that this investment 
needed “further probe”. Its initial 
probe found Ashok Lavasa 
owned four properties—three in 
Gurgaon and one in Noida — as 
on date. 

On the issue of notices served 
by the tax department, both 
Ashok and Shakuntala Lavasa re¬ 
fused to comment. 

Nourish Organic Foods, in 
which Abir is a director since 
November 14,2017, received Rs 
7.25 crore from Mauritius-based 


India-focused early stage in¬ 
vestor, Saama Capital in March 
2019. RoC records show it was al¬ 
lotted 50,000 shares at Rs 1,500 
a piece on March 29,2019. At this 
price, Abir’s shareholding will be 
valued at Rs 1.5 crore. 

Saama Capital has invested in 
a number of start-ups in India in¬ 
cluding Paytm, ChaiPoint, Vistaar 
(NBFC), Snapdeal and SKS 
Microfinance. 

RoC documents show 
Nourish Organic was promoted 
by Seema Jindal Jajodia, wife of 
Sandeep Jajodia, Chairman and 
Managing Director, Monnet

“I have 
the upmost respect for our judici¬ 
ary. I don’t think this was the right 
decision,” Johnson said in New 
York, where he is attending the 
UN General Assembly. The sus¬ 
pension of Parliament “has been 
used for centuries without this 
kind of challenge”. 

The ruling could not have 
been clearer. Reading a unani¬ 
mous decision by the 11 highest 
judges in the land, Supreme 
Court President Brenda Hale said 
the Prime Minister had acted il¬ 
legally. 

“It is impossible for us to con¬ 
clude, on the evidence which has 
been put before us, that there was 
any reason—let alone a good rea¬ 
son — to advise her majesty to 
prorogue Parliament for five 
weeks,” she said. “We cannot 
speculate, in the absence of fur¬ 
ther evidence, upon what such 
reasons might have been. It fol¬ 
lows that the decision was un¬ 
lawful.” 

The suspension “had the ef¬ 
fect of frustrating or preventing 
the ability of Parliament to carry 
out its constitutional functions 
without reasonable justification”, 
Hale said. 

The judges made clear that 
they were criticisingjohnson, not 
the queen, who as a 
Constitutional monarch was re¬ 
quired to approve his request. 

The mling forced a chastened 
Johnson to cut short his trip to 
New York to fly home overnight 
in time for Parliament’s unex¬ 
pected session, where he will un¬ 
doubtedly face a crescendo of 
calls to resign after his judicial hu¬ 
miliation. 

Corbyn told his party confer¬ 
ence that the court decision 
shows Johnson’s “contempt” for 
democracy and rule of law. He 
said Johnson should resign “and 
become the shortest-serving 
Prime Minister there’s ever 
been”. 

The Prime Minister remains 
on a collision course with 
Parliament over his determina¬ 
tion to sever Britain from the 
European Union on October 31 
even if no divorce deal is reached. 
Parliament has passed a law re¬ 
quiring him to seek an extension 
if there is no deal, but Johnson 
says he will not do that under any 
circumstances. 

Johnson strode to power in 
late July after easily winning a 
Conservative Party leadership 
race to succeed Theresa May. He 
boldly promised Britain would 
leave the European Union by the 
deadline and dominated the 
news in his first weeks at 10 
Downing Street while Parliament 
was on its summer break.

Maharashtra Sadan scam: ACB submits draft charges against Bhujbal, 14 others

THE MAHARASHTRA Anti- 
Corruption Bureau (ACB) on 
Tuesday submitted before a spe¬ 
cial court draft charges against 
NCP leader Chhagan Bhujbal and 
14 others in the Maharashtra 
Sadan scam. 

Special Public Prosecutor 


Pradip Gharat said that the ACB 
has invoked Section 409 (crimi¬ 
nal breach of trust by public ser¬ 
vants) of the IPC against the ac¬ 
cused. It carries a maximum 
punishment of life imprison¬ 
ment. The draft charge has been 
submitted against 15 people, in¬ 
cluding Bhujbal, his son Pankaj 
and nephew Sameer. 

The ACB has claimed that the 
accused — including Bhujbal, 


who was the deputy chief minis¬ 
ter and the PWD minister, along 
PWD engineers, officials and pri¬ 
vate persons — had entered into a 
criminal conspiracy for their ben¬ 
efit, causing wrongful loss to the 
Maharashtra government. 

It has alleged that the contract 
of developing two plots was given 
to Chamankar Enterprises — 
whose officials are also part of the 
list of accused — though they 


were not registered “Class 1-A” 
contractors of PWD. The ACB has 
claimed that serious and valid ob¬ 
jections made to the firm being 
given the project were ignored. 

It added that the plots were to 
be developed by the government 
But by handling it to a private 
firm, the accused benefited. 

The ACB has claimed that 
Bhujbal, in his capacity as a pub¬ 
lic servant “having dominion on 


all public properties belonging to 
and owned by the government of 
Maharashtra” and being aware of 
the status of the two plots pro¬ 
posed for development by a pri¬ 
vate firm, had facilitated the said 
conspiracy for the benefit of the 
accused, including his relatives 
and employees. 

“...all being public servants, 
prepared the false and mislead¬ 
ing feasibility reports and status 


reports on the basis of false and 
misleading financial statements, 
thereby to defraud the govern¬ 
ment of Maharashtra by causing 
wrongful loss to the government 
and the corresponding wrongful 
gain to you,” it has alleged. 

The other charges the accused 
face are criminal conspiracy, 
criminal breach of trust and for¬ 
gery under Prevention of 
Corruption Act.

7 held for hacking into IAF recruitment 
exam, taking test from remote location

SEVEN MEN have been arrested 
by the Delhi Police from 
Mukherjee Nagar for allegedly 
hacking the Indian Air Force’s 
(IAF) online recruitment test for 
non-commissioned officers 
through a remote system, which 
enabled them to take the test on 
behalf of aspirants. The arrest 
was made by the inter-state cell 
(ISC) of Crime Branch, and initial 
investigation has revealed that 
five of them had earlier appeared 


for various competitive exami¬ 
nations, but after failing to crack 
them, started taking exams for 
other aspirants. 

The accused were identified 
as Naresh, the alleged leader of 
the gang, and his accomplices 
Ankush, Rakesh, Aman, Manjeet, 
Vikrant and Hardeep. 

“The arrest was made 
Sunday afternoon after a team of 
ISC received information that a 
group was involved in cheating 
during online recruitment exam 
for group X and Y posts in Indian 
Air Force, held from September 
21 -24. A team led by DCP (Crime 
Branch) Rajesh Deo conducted a

raid in Gandhi Vihar area of 
Mukherjee Nagar, where they 
found the accused sitting in a 
room and taking the exam for 
others,” a senior officer said. 

The accused tried to escape 
after jumping off the balcony of 
the rented flat in the two-storey 
building. One of them received 


serious injuries in his leg and was 
taken to a hospital. Police have 
recovered several computers. 

“During questioning, Naresh 
told police they charged Rs 7-8 
lakh from aspirants. They took 
the test from a remote location,” 
an officer said. 

Explaining their modus 
operandi, a senior officer said 
they hacked the exam server 
with the help of “TeamViewer 
software”, which allows the gang 
to operate any computer from a 
remote location. “During ques¬ 
tioning, they disclosed that they 
struck a deal with the supervisors 
of some examination centres and 


shared the same software with 
them to install on computers. 
Supervisors switched off CCTV 
cameras while hacking the 
server. On the day of the exami¬ 
nation, the candidates would sit 
at the centre but the accused, sit¬ 
ting in their room, would take the 
tests for them,” an officer said. 

Police have identified several 
such aspirants and are conduct¬ 
ing raids to nab them. The IAF 
has been told about the matter. 

Last year, the vigilance wing 
of the IAF had unearthed a cheat¬ 
ing scam where online examina¬ 
tion paper for technical and non¬ 
technical posts was hacked. 


Tihar concedes they don’t have 100% For 5,600 pvt school seats for disabled, 
CCTV coverage: ‘Deterrence lacking’ education dept receives 44 applications

TIHAR JAIL authorities have con¬ 
ceded before the Delhi High Court 
that they do not have 100% CCTV 
coverage in their jails, “thus suffi¬ 
cient deterrence towards any 
wrongdoing is lacking”. 

“That in order to keep a close 
watch/surveillance in the prison, 
CCTV cameras play a pivotal role, 
not only in assisting and maintain¬ 
ing discipline, but also in record¬ 
ing incidents inside prison... At 
present, 100% coverage (except 
minimum area to maintain pri¬ 
vacy) is not there in Delhi pris¬ 
ons...,” jail authorities said. 

It further apprised the bench 
of Chief Justice D N Patel and 


Justice C Hari Shankar that a com¬ 
prehensive proposal for 5,629 
CCTV cameras has been ap¬ 
proved and is under implemen¬ 
tation through Delhi govern¬ 
ment’s PWD. The project is 
estimated to cost Rs 120 crore. 

Authorities also said that “50 
body worn cameras for searching 
teams have been purchased to 
cover searching process”. 

It further admitted that mo¬ 
bile jammers around jails are 
found to be incapable of blocking 
signals inside prison, “...during a 
recent demonstration of equip¬ 
ment by ECIL, it was observed 
that mobile signals were not ef¬ 
fectively blocked inside prison. 
The jammers were also found to 
be incapable of blocking signals 
ofJIO Network,” said the status re-

port filed by Delhi Government’s 
Additional Standing Counsel Anuj 
Aggarwal on behalf of Director 
General (DG) (Prisons), Tihar. 

The DG’s response came 
against the backdrop of a court 
query based on a letter by a pris¬ 
oner in December last year, who 


had alleged inhuman behaviour 
towards inmates at Tihar Jail and 
extortion by jail officials. 

An enquiry by a judicial officer 
had found that jail officials al¬ 
legedly took bribes to provide ba¬ 
sic amenities and also found ram¬ 
pant use of cell phones, tobacco 
and other prohibited items inside 
the prison. The DG, in the reply, 
stated that two officials have been 
suspended. Jail authorities said 
that a “circular has been issued for 
taking stringent action against 
whosoever found in possession of 
prohibited items and for...action 
against officials found indulging 
in illegal activities”. It stated that 
to stop smuggling of prohibited 
articles inside jails, they have sent 
proposal to the Delhi government 
for punitive action.

THE EDUCATION department 
has received applications not 
coming up to even one percent 
of the reserved seats lying va¬ 
cant for children with special 
needs (CWSN) in private schools 
across the city. 

Since last year, all private 
schools recognised by the edu¬ 
cation department are required 
to reserve three percent of all 
seats at entry-level classes for 
special needs children. 

These admissions take place 
through a centralised draw of 
lots conducted by the Delhi gov- 
ernment’s Directorate of 
Education (DoE) — along the

lines of the process for 
Economically Weaker Section 
(EWS) students — through 
which the applicants are allot¬ 
ted schools. 

However, since last year it¬ 
self, a low number of applica¬ 
tions against these reserved 
seats has been a consistent 
problem. 

More than five months into 


the current academic session, 
5,647 of these seats still remain 
vacant due to lack of applica¬ 
tions. 

As a result, the DoE called for 
a fresh round of applications on 
September 9. 

However, it received only 44 
applications — up to 0.7% of the 
vacancies. 

The date for applications has 
again been extended to October 
3, in the hope of attracting more 
applications. 

The primary reason for the 
low number of applications is 
the lack of physical and teach¬ 
ing-learning infrastructure suit¬ 
able for children with special 
needs in city schools, despite di¬ 
rectives from the High Court, 
Delhi government and provi¬ 


sions of the Rights of Persons 
with Disabilities Act, that all 
schools move towards inclusive 
education. 

A day after the DoE called for 
the last round of applications 
earlier this month, The Indian 
Express reported that two spe¬ 
cial needs children who were al¬ 
lotted seats at Delhi Public 
School, Dwarka, but the school 
said their current infrastructure 
did not make admitting them 
“feasible”. 

Disability rights activist Dr 
Satender Singh said, “Given the 
lack of inclusive and accessible 
infrastructure and tools in 
schools, parents will prefer to 
send their children to spe¬ 
cialised schools for children 
with disabilites.”

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Dishonoured cheque: 
Man to pay Rs 2.02 cr 
in case from 22 yrs ago

CONVICTING A 76-year-old of 
giving dishonoured cheques to an 
Indian Air Force squadron leader 
in 1997, a Delhi court imposed a 
cost of Rs 2.02 crore on him. “The 
criminal’s reformation serves a 
great social purpose and society 
itself becomes the greatest ben¬ 
eficiary of this reformation by be¬ 
ing freed from his depreda¬ 
tions...,” the court observed. 

The squadron leader, M Satish, 
had invested Rs 2 crore in a fixed 
deposit scheme run by the con¬ 
vict, Jeevan Kumar, and two other 
accused, N P Gadgil and Arun 
Anand, both directors of M/s 
Western India Industries Ltd. The 
firm has since shut down and 
Satish received bounced cheques. 
Metropolitan Magistrate Dheeraj 
Mor found Kumar guilty, and or¬ 


dered an FIR against Gadgil and 
Anand, who are absconding. 

Wing Commander MI Akhtar, 
the complainant’s counsel, asked 
to send Kumar to two years of rig¬ 
orous imprisonment “so that it 
has a deterrent effect on like- 
minded persons, who embezzle 
the invested amount of innocent 
investors...” Countering this, 
Sumit Kumar, the counsel for the 
accused, sought a lenient sen¬ 
tence, considering his client’s age. 

The court said, “No single the¬ 
ory, whether deterrent, preven¬ 
tive, retributive or reformative, 
can help in eliminating crimes 
and criminals from society. Only 
through an effective combination 
of two or more of these theories, 
an ideal penal programme can be 
drawn to combat crimes.” As the 
convict has faced trial for 22 years, 
the court said it would be harsh if 
he is sent to prison, and imposed 
a cost of Rs 2,01,91,667 on Kumar. 


POLICE ALLEGE DEPT ‘CONNED’ OF Rs 8.5 CRORE 

Police sue firm over ‘faulty’ 
traffic signals, speed cams

NEW DELHI, SEPTEMBER 24 


A CHEATING case has been regis¬ 
tered against a Delhi-based firm 
that allegedly supplied and in¬ 
stalled faulty traffic signals and 
speed violation check camera 
systems across different areas in 
the capital. The FIR was registered 
Monday against Turbo 
Consultancy Pvt Ltd by Delhi 
Police’s Economic OffencesWing 
(EOW), after a complaint was 
filed by the Delhi Traffic Police. 

The FIR stated the “firm 
conned the department to the 
tune of Rs 8.5 crore," and the al¬ 
leged cheating lasted from 2000- 
2017, after which the Vigilance 
Branch conducted an inquiry. The 
traffic signals and cameras were

installed in 2000-2007 at SP 
Marg, Panchsheel crossing, 
Tughlaq Road, Max Mueller Marg, 
Barar Square, Dwarka Sectors 1 
and 2 and Karol Bagh, among 
other places, as per the FIR. 

“After the installation, the 
systems did not work for the pre¬ 
scribed time period. As a result, 


most of the valuable equipment 
acquired at a good cost by the de¬ 
partment lay dysfunctional after 
one-and-a-half years of their 
purchase. These equipment re¬ 
mained idle and unused for 
want of repair and also caused 
serious operational dismption in 
terms of management of traffic, 
prevention of road accidents and 
violations,” stated the FIR. 

A Delhi Police spokesperson 
said, “Based on an inquiry, the 
contract for installing and main¬ 
taining the equipment was 
awarded to Turbo Consultancy 
for 10 years by Delhi Police. It was 
later found the equipment re¬ 
mained idle and unutilised for 
want for maintenance, repair.” 

A spokesperson of Turbo 
Consultancy told The Indian 
Express, “All the allegations are 


false and the equipment was not 
faulty. The department placed or¬ 
ders from 2000 to 2007... that 
shows our equipment and serv¬ 
ices were not poor. We will figure 
out the best course of action.” 

Additional Commissioner of 
Police (EOW) Dr O P Mishra said, 
“We received the complaint on 
Monday from the Traffic Police 
HQ. and an FIR was registered. 
There were some aberrations in 
the contract and false commit¬ 
ments were made by the firm to 
the department due to which 
they suffered heavy losses.” 

The FIR stated the firm al¬ 
legedly “hid facts about its capac¬ 
ity, stocks, the supply of spares 
and technological upgradation 
from traffic police” and “the firm 
didn’t respond to queries and is¬ 
sues faced by the department... ” 


Auto driver held for 
flashing 3 students 
outside JNU gate

A 27-YEAR-OLD autorickshaw 
driver was arrested by Delhi 
Police for allegedly flashing and 
masturbating in front of three 
students of the Jawaharlal 
Nehru University (JNU) outside 
the campus gate. 

An FIR has been registered at 
Kishangarh police station and 
the accused was arrested from 
the spot, a senior police officer 
said. 

Police said the arrested ac¬ 
cused has been identified as 
Akhilesh Kumar, who hails from 
Uttar Pradesh’s Kannauj. 

“The incident took place 
around 10 pm on September 17, 
when the three students were 
returning to their hostel in JNU. 
They noticed the accused had 
unzipped his trousers outside 


gate number 1 of the university, 
and was flashing at them,” said 
a police officer. 

The complainant alleged 
that when they saw him, instead 
of leaving the spot, the accused 
started masturbating in front of 
them. 

“One of the women then 
raised an alarm and informed 
the security guard about the in¬ 
cident. The accused tried to es¬ 
cape from the spot, leaving his 
autorickshaw behind, but he 
was soon caught,” an officer 
said. 

“Police were informed and 
the accused was handed over to 
them. The complainant and her 
friends went to Kishangarh po¬ 
lice station, where an FIR was 
registered against him,” the offi¬ 
cer added. During questioning, 
the accused told police he drove 
somebody else’s auto on a shift 
basis.

100 RWAs sign pact with 
AAP govt on dengue fight 


A ONE-YEAR global foot march 
for “justice and peace,” covering 
10 countries and 14,000 km, will 
start from New Delhi on 
Mahatma Gandhi’s 150th birth 
anniversary on October 2 and 
end at Geneva in September 
next year. 

The initiative, named Jai 
Jagat, urges implementation of 
the United Nations’ Sustainable 
Development Goals (SDGs) in a 
dialogue with UN agencies in 
Geneva. 

Headed by Gandhian 
Rajagopal P V, the march will 
start from Rajghat and travel 
through India for four months 
before heading to Switzerland 
through Iran and some Balkan 
nations. 

Speaking at New Delhi 
Tuesday, Rajagopal said, 
“Through the ideology of Jai Jagat, 
there’s an effort to unite the 
world — how we can all come to¬ 
gether to protect the planet.” 

The organisers said the four 
pillars of advocacy related to the 
UN goals are at the core of the Jai 
Jagat campaign. They are eradi¬ 
cation of poverty, social inclusion, 
climate justice and nonviolent 
resolution of conflicts. 

Organisers estimate that 
10,000 people would join the 
march internationally from coun¬ 
tries including the UK, Spain and 
Sweden. 

An estimated funding of Rs 4 
crore for the march will be raised 
through crowdfiinding.

THE DELHI government has or¬ 
dered civic bodies to halt eviction 
of vendors, rehabilitate those dis¬ 
placed without following due 
norms, and carry out a city-wide 
survey under the Street Vendors 
Act, 2014. 

It is learnt that the govern¬ 
ment has told municipal corpo¬ 
rations that the recent Supreme 
Court order on removal of en¬ 
croachments from footpaths 
“does not relate to vendors”, and 
no official can authorise any evic¬ 
tion citing it. 

The directions were issued on 
September 23 to the commis¬ 
sioners of the three MCDs, chair¬ 
man of NDMC and the Delhi 
Cantonment Board in a meeting 
held in the presence of Principal 
Secretary (Urban Development) 
and advisor to Chief Minister, 
Gopal Mohan. 

“Representatives of the cor¬ 
porations were intimated in 
clear terms that no vendor shall 
be evicted from his place of 
vending. In case of inevitable cir¬ 
cumstances, he will be rehabili¬ 
tated as per police guidelines, ac¬ 
cording to which he has to be 
rehabilitated in the nearest 
vending zone... It was also de¬ 
cided that vendors who have 
been evicted in the past years 
following court orders should be 
included in the survey and con¬ 
sidered for rehabilitation,” offi¬ 
cial documents state. 

CM Arvind Kejriwal at a press 
conference Tuesday said the first- 
of-its-kind city-wide survey is set 
to begin with the government no¬ 
tifying 28 town vending commit¬ 
tees (TVC) under the Street 
Vendors Act, 2014. The survey 
aims to find the total number of 
vendors in the city, and is the first 
step towards regularising them. 

The TVCs, which have repre¬ 
sentatives from vendors, market 
associations, MCDs, police, town 
planners and RWAs, have been

asked to meet within a week and 
undertake the surveys. 

Kejriwal said the registration 
of vendors will be done during 
the survey process and those hav¬ 
ing valid documents will be is¬ 
sued certificates of vending 
within a week. 

The committees were noti¬ 
fied last week. Kejriwal said the 
survey will include all markets in 
the capital, including the Darya 
Ganj weekly book market which 
had to be shifted following a 
Delhi High Court order on re¬ 
moval of markets at Netaji 
Subhash Marg. 

Although the 2014 Act man¬ 
dated creation of TVCs, the 
process faced a series of hurdles 
in the form of litigations. “We had 
begun the process of forming the 
committees right after taking of¬ 
fice. We had formed the rules and 
scheme under the Act. However, 
the court was moved and rules 
were quashed. So we had do it 
again,” Kejriwal said. 

The rules and the scheme, 
which were to be mandated un¬ 
der the Act, were notified by the 
government in 2016 and April 
2019 respectively. 

According to official records, 
the government had notified 27 
committees in September 2018 
as well. However, these didn’t 
withstand judicial scmtiny for not 
having adequate number of street 
vendors on board. 

“There was a need to bring 
vendors under the umbrella of 
law. They have to face extor¬ 
tions. They are forced to pay 
bribes. Since they are not organ¬ 
ised, in many places they unwit¬ 
tingly cause traffic jams,” 
Kejriwal said.

IN AN outreach ahead of the as¬ 
sembly polls, the AAP govern¬ 
ment Tuesday signed agree¬ 
ments with over 100 RWAs with 
the purpose of generating aware¬ 
ness on dengue prevention.

Under the MOU, the RWAs 
will follow a five-point action plan 
to tackle dengue, including dis¬ 
tributing pamphlets, pasting 
stickers outside households to de¬ 


clare them dengue-free. “People 
can paste the sticker after inspect¬ 
ing their homes every Sunday to 
notify others that their house is 
dengue-free,” the MoU states. 

“We have sent the MOU 
drafts to the RWAs along with the 
invites to the event. The RWAs 
were free not to sign any agree¬ 
ment. However, on Tuesday itself, 
we signed MOUs with over 100 
RWAs. The list is still being col¬ 
lated,” Delhi Dialogue and 
Development Commission vice- 
chairman Jasmine Shah told The 
Indian Express. 

The partnership is being con¬ 
sidered a step towards consoli¬ 
dating the AAP's ground connect, 
a model the Congress had mas¬ 
tered under Sheila Dikshit 
through the ‘Bhagidaari’ scheme. 
However, unlike ‘Bhagidaari’, 
the AAP government’s outreach 
does not have any financial 
component as of now.

The Indian Express had on 
November 27,2018, reported 
that more than 38,000 students 
in over 100 schools under the 
North body are forced to sit on 
the floor or mats, as the schools 
had no desks and benches inside 
classrooms. The matter came to 
light after Congress councillor 
from Jahangirpuri, Poonam 
Bagri, raised the issue in a House 
meeting last year. 

The mayor added that of the 
6,000 desks, 3,000 will be large 
and the rest small. 

He added that the benches 
will be supplied in 90 days. 

Chairman of the Education 
Committee Ritu Goel said that at 
present, schools require a total of 
26,789 dual desks. 

She added that the remain¬ 
ing 14,789 dual desks will be 
purchased after provision of suf- 
ficient funds under relevant 
head of account.

THE CHAIRPERSON of the 
National Commission for Safai 
Karamcharis (NCSK) and the 
Delhi Social Welfare Minister 
Rajendra Pal Gautam Tuesday 
had a public spat over sewer 
deaths in the capital. 

The two had a heated ex¬ 
change during a press confer¬ 
ence at the Delhi Secretariat, fol¬ 
lowing the chairperson’s 
meeting with top officials of the 
Delhi government, which in¬ 


cluded Chief Secretary Vijay 
Kumar Dev. 

Gautam told The Indian 
Express that the commission was 
“politicising the issues of sewer 
deaths”, an issue the Delhi gov¬ 
ernment has been trying to 
tackle through a series of meas¬ 
ures, including deployment of 
advanced cleaning machines. 

“He could have raised the is¬ 
sue in the meeting with the offi¬ 
cials. But he wanted to politicise 
the issue,” Gautam said. 

Earlier, chairperson of the 
commission, Manhar Valji Bhai 
Zala, alleged that the Delhi gov¬ 


ernment had failed to extend ad¬ 
equate compensation to the 
families of those who lost their 
lives while cleaning sewers. 

“Since March 2017,38 sewer 
workers have died. When we con¬ 
sider data from 2003, this num¬ 
ber stands at 64. So far, 46 families 
have received compensation of Rs 
10 lakh each," Zala said. 

When Gautam reached the 
presser from a dengue event at 
Talkatotra, the commission 
members raised the issue in 
front of reporters. Gautam ini¬ 
tially tried to respond, but later 
decided to walk out.

NEPHEW OF Bhagat Singh, Major 
General (Retd) Sheonan Singh, 
Tuesday questioned the current 
idea of nationalism, and said the 
Army was a “badly exploited” in¬ 
stitution. He was speaking at the 
launch of a book on the freedom 
fighter at JNU. 

The book, The Bhagat Singh 
Reader, has been edited by retired 
JNU professor Chaman Lai and 
published by Harper Collins. 
Speaking at the launch organised 
by the JNU Teachers’ Association, 
Singh said, “We have created a 
murti (statue) of democracy and 
we are playing musical chairs 
around it. What do you do to sit 
on the chair doesn’t make a dif¬ 
ference, what you do when you 
sit also doesn’t make a difference. 
Revolution would be if we change 
the murti, and not how we run 


around it,” he said. 

“We need to question what is 
nationalism? I’m quite confused... 
Is nationalism praising a man 
who won at musical chair and sat 
on the chair? Or is it running 
around that chair?” said Singh. 

He talked of his three years in 
Sri Lanka. “I’ve been in the Army 
for many years. Let me tell you, 
they are the most badly exploited 
by the government. They have no 
opportunity to say what they 
want to say,” said Singh. 

Historians Harbans Mukhia, S 
Irfan Habib and Sucheta Mahajan 
also attended the launch. 
“Whatever Bhagat Singh wrote... 
whatever he did, is so far away 
from all those who carry his name 
on posters, and use it to advance 
their politics... Nationalism for him 
was not the nationalism some of 
us talk of today... Religion for him 
was irrelevant, and religion is so 
central to the nationalism that has 
been defined today," said Habib.

We will speak to his fam- 
ily members to further deter¬ 
mine details,” said an officer 
from Rai Police Station. 

The body of the student, hail¬ 


ing from Madhya Pradesh, was 
handed over to the family 
Tuesday morning. 

According to police, the stu¬ 
dent for the pastfewyears, mostly 
kept to himself. Pursuing a busi¬ 
ness course from the university, 
he did not have a lot of friends in 
college, the family told police. 

A statement by the college 
read: “The third year B.B.A 
(Hons) student from the Jindal 
Global Business School died by 
suicide. His parents and the po¬ 
lice have been duly informed. 
We are deeply shocked and sad¬ 
dened that a young life has 
ended in this tragic manner. Our 
deepest condolences are with 
his classmates, friends, teachers, 
parents and other members of 
JGU community. JGU is observ¬ 
ing a three-day mourning on the 
campus.” 

The student shared his room 
with two others, who were away 
at the time, said police. 


On Yamuna banks, ‘school under bridge’ 
to make sure each child gets an education

WITH STUDENTS who made it to 
Delhi University and others com¬ 
ing back to teach younger ones, a 
school under the flyover on the 
banks of the Yamuna has been 
helping out-of-school children 
mainstream into regular school 
for years. 

On Tuesday afternoon, 
around 130 girls sat under the 
overhead Metro tracks near the 
river bank, facing five blackboards 
painted on the base wall of the 
overhead structure. This is the 
second shift of The Free School 
under the Bridge,’ which has 
around 300 children attached to 
it at the moment — boys study in 
the morning shift. These are chil¬ 
dren of the farming community 
which cultivates on the banks of 
the Yamuna in the capital. 

This year, around 30 children 
from this ‘school’ were enrolled 
into MCD and government 
schools at Shakarpur. Rajesh 
Kumar, a shop owner who has 
been running this set-up on his 
own initiative, said he had en¬ 


rolled the first group of students 
— a bunch of 60-odd children 
from river bank — in 2007. 

"I started by teaching children 
not enrolled in school for an hour 
a day under a eucalyptus tree, 
amid the agricultural fields, in 
2006.1 was frustrated by my ef¬ 
forts at teaching alone, so I ap¬ 
proached the MCD primary 
school at Shakarpur for help and 
asked them to take the children 
off my hands. At first they made 
fun of me, but then a masterji 


came, saw what I was doing, and 
asked me to bring them to the 
school. That year itself, around 60 
children were admitted,” he said. 

Now, a sizeable number of 
children attending it are already 
students of either government or 
MCD schools, and come here for 
free ‘tuition classes’. Some out-of- 
school children are still being pre¬ 
pared to join a class appropriate 
for their age at a mainstream 
school. 

One of the primary reasons 


this area has had a large number 
of students not enrolling in school 
is the lack of a public school in the 
vicinity — going to school in 
Shakarpur is a long walk from the 
children's homes by the river. 

Sania, who now studies at the 
Shakarpur Sarvodaya Kanya 
Vidyalaya, goes to school by bicy¬ 
cle. “If I ride really fast, I can reach 
in half hour,” she said. 

Kumar says among the chil¬ 
dren who had studied at this 
school, one is currently a student 
at Delhi University’s Dyal Singh 
College, two are students at Pusa 
Industrial Training Institute, and 
one is working at Ashoka Hotel. 

However, one of the teachers 
— there were six that afternoon, 
all of whom teach for free — has a 
special connection to the 'school' 
since she herself had studied 
there, and completed school from 
the Shakarpur government 
school this year."I wanted to do a 
B.Ed as I think teaching is the best 
thing one can do, but I could not 
pursue it because my family did¬ 
n't allow me. They are trying to 
get me married. I am teaching 
here to remain in touch with 
studies,” said 19-year-old Amrita.

Tripura Cong chief 
resigns, says party 
asked him to drop his 
SC plea seeking NRC

PRADYOT MANIKYA Debbarma, 
the president of the Congress’s 
Tripura unit and sole heir to the 
erstwhile Manikya royal family, 
on Tuesday said that he has re¬ 
signed from the party. 

Among the primary reasons 
for his resignation was the 
Congress leadership asking him 
to drop his petition in the 
Supreme Court seeking an NRC in 
Tripura, the leader has alleged. 

“I was told by Luizinho Faleiro 
(the Congress party in-charge of 
Northeastern states) to drop the 
case or else step down as state 
president. I cannot compromise 
on my people or the security of my 
country,” Debbarma told The 
Indian Express over the phone. 

“People in the BJP control the 
Congress in Tripura today. I do not 
understand the soft stand of the 
Congress party on issues,” he 
added. 

In a Facebook postonTuesday 
morning, Debbarma wrote, 
“Woke up today after a long time 
feeling relaxed. I start this day 
without having to listen to crimi¬ 
nals and liars. Not having to worry 
about which colleague will back 
stab you, not having to indulge in 
groupism and backchat. Not hav¬ 
ing to listen to ‘High Command’ 
on how to accommodate corrupt 
people in high positions.” 

He continued, “When I woke 
up relaxed this morning I realised 
how my health and my life was 
being affected because I was not 
ready to allow wrong elements in 
society get into posts and position 
which would destroy our state. I 
tried and perhaps I lost but then 
how could I win when I was alone 
in this fight from the beginning?” 

Before the Lok Sabha polls this 
year, Debbarma was appointed as 
the Congress’s Tripura unit presi¬ 
dent. He had earlier played a cru¬ 
cial role in protesting against the 
Citizenship (Amendment) Bill. His 
appointment as the state 
Congress chief was supposed to 
consolidate a large chunk of tribal 
voters who expressed disen¬

In his resignation letter ad¬ 
dressed to Faleiro, shared with The 
Indian Express, Debbarma wrote, 
“Irreconcilable differences, down¬ 
right disregard for local issues in 
order to cater to some individuals’ 
personal narrative and utter con¬ 
tempt for my manner of function¬ 
ing by you and your team has left 
my conscience with no other op¬ 
tion but to resign as the President 
of the Tripura Pradesh Congress.” 

“Perhaps the biggest error on 
my part was my silent acquies¬ 
cence to your instructions of con¬ 
sulting with members of the BJP, 
who till date continue to be MLAs 
in the saffron party. It was deeply 
worrying that a National General 
Secretary of the Congress Party 
was openly interacting with 
members of the BJP and talcing in¬ 
structions from them on how to 
conduct day to day affairs of the 
State Unit. My silence was a mis¬ 
take and I regret not having paid 
heed to my conscience, though I 
am firmly doing so now.” 

He further wrote, “...the last 
straw was when you humiliated 
me in front of several senior lead¬ 
ers and asked me to either resign 
or withdraw my Supreme Court 
petition on the NRC, which when 
asked to be given in writing, you 
refused. Despite my repeated at¬ 
tempts to explain that I am not 
against any community, you 
stated that the party position in 
Tripura would be different from 
the rest of the Northeast.” 

Debbarma wrote, “Rahul 
Gandhi has been my leader but to¬ 
day I feel quite lost without him in 
this party. But I owe more to my 
people and will continue to work 
in that direction independent of 
the Congress,” he wrote. 


Pak in mind, PM says: Don’t

INDIA TUESDAY used the oppor¬ 
tunity to hit out at the China- 
Pakistan nexus at an interna¬ 
tional forum as Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi stressed the 
need to “avoid politicisation” of 
mechanisms like sanction list¬ 
ings and the Financial Action 
Task Force (FATF). He called for 
such mechanisms to be en¬ 
forced. 

Modi made these comments 
in a closed-door session while 
speaking at the Leaders’ 
Dialogue on Strategic Responses 
to Terrorist and Violent 
Extremist Narratives, which is 
being organised by Jordan and 
New Zealand, among other 
countries at the United Nations 
headquarters in New York. 

After the meeting, Ministry 
of External Affairs Secretary 
(west), A Gitesh Sarma, said: 
“The Prime Minister said that 
terrorists should not be allowed 
to get funds and arms. For this 
objective to be realised, we need 
to avoid politicisation of mecha¬ 
nisms like UN listings and FATF. 
These mechanisms need to be 
enforced.” 

Pakistan has in the past ac¬ 
cused India of politicising these 
mechanisms, pointed to the list¬ 
ing ofJaish-e-Mohammed (JeM)

chief Masood Azhar. Delhi, how¬ 
ever, has raised the issue of 
politicisation of the listing 
regime, even as the FATF is likely 
to take a decision on Pakistan’s 
blacklisting by the end of 
September. China is currently 
the chair of FATF. 

At the forum in New York 
Tuesday, Sarma quoted Modi as 
saying that a terrorist attack any¬ 
where in the world “should be 
considered terrorism — not good 
or bad terrorism. Not more or 
less”. 

“The Prime Minister called 
for qualitative upgradation in the 
ongoing cooperation and intel¬ 
ligence sharing through bilateral 
and regional frameworks,” he 
said. 

Sharing India’s experience, 
Sarma said, Modi told the meet¬ 
ing that democratic values, di¬ 
versity and inclusive develop¬ 
ment are the most important 
weapons against ideologies that 


promote terrorism, extremism 
and radicalism. 

The Prime Minister, he said, 
called for global solidarity and 
readiness against terrorism in 
the same way as the world has 
shown solidarity against chal¬ 
lenges like climate change. Modi 
also reiterated his call for a global 
conference on international ter¬ 
rorism — an idea he had first 
floated during his visit to 
Maldives in June. 

Tuesday’s meeting also took 
stock of the Christchurch Call to 
Action to eliminate terrorists and 
violent extremist content online. 
India has supported the 
Christchurch call to sanitise cy¬ 
berspace from content that pro¬ 
motes and eulogises terrorism, 
hate and violence, Sarma said. 

India’s “rising stature” and 
“strong democratic credentials” 
have been increasingly resonat¬ 
ing in multilateral fora. Here, it was 
exemplified by French President

Emmanuel Macron’s opening 
statement where he expressed 
appreciation for India’s associa¬ 
tion to the Christchurch call, par¬ 
ticularly as a democracy that rep¬ 
resents over a billion people.

Police say two more suicides as 
fear over NRC grips Bengal

TWO PERSONS committed sui¬ 
cide allegedly after failing to pro¬ 
cure requisite certificates to 
prove their citizenship, officials 
said here on Tuesday amid 
growing fears among people 
that National Register of Citizens 
(NRC) could be implemented in 
West Bengal. Hundreds of peo¬ 
ple also queued up at govern¬ 
ment and municipal offices 
across the state for necessary 
documents. 

According to police, a 25-year- 
old man and a 50-year-old com¬ 
mitted suicide at Dhupguri and 
Jalpaiguri areas of north Bengal. 
While one took his life by hang¬ 
ing himself, the other had jumped 
into a well, police said, adding that 
no suicide note was found. 

“Family members and neigh¬ 
bours of both the men have 
claimed that they were de¬ 
pressed over not being able to 
gather proper documents 
needed to prove their citizen¬ 
ship. We have started an inves¬ 
tigation into both the cases,” a 
senior officer of West Bengal 
Police said. 

With the two suicides, the 
number of those who died over 
NRC panic in the state rose to 
eight, police said. 

Last Sunday, a 42-year-old 


man was found hanging from a 
tree at Falta in South 24 Parganas 
district. His family members had 
claimed that he took his life as he 
feared that his name might not 
figure in the NRC if it is imple¬ 
mented in the state. 

The growing fear about the 
implementation of NRC began 
after more than 19 lakh people 
were excluded from the citizen¬ 
ship list in Assam last month. 

Meanwhile, large queues 
were seen outside Kolkata 
Municipal Corporation (KMC) 
headquarters and other division 


offices in the city and BDO offices 
in other parts of Bengal as peo¬ 
ple waited for their turn in 
search of land and other neces¬ 
sary documents. 

“I have come to the KMC of¬ 
fice to collect my birth certificate 
as I had lost it long back. I have 
heard that we need to have our 
birth certificates to prove that we 
are citizens of this country in 
case NRC is implemented in 
Bengal,” said 75-year-old Ajit 
Ray, who was seen standing out¬ 
side the civic body’s headquar¬ 
ters in the city. 


DON’T PANIC OVER

Kolkata: Chief Minister 
Mamata Banerjee on Tuesday 
reiterated that she will not al¬ 
low the implementation of 
National Register of Citizens

Indian Army’s 
statement on Balakot 
baseless, says Pak

PAKISTAN ON Tuesday rejected 
as “completely baseless” the 
Indian Army chiefs statement 
on the reactivation of a Jaish-e- 
Mohammed (JeM) terror camp 
in Balakot that was destroyed by 
the IAF in February this year. 

Speaking at an event in 
Chennai on Monday, Army chief 
General Bipin Rawat has said 
Pakistan has reactivated the 
Balakot camp and about 500 in¬ 
filtrators were waiting to sneak 
into India. The response to the 
terror camp working again may 
go beyond India’s previous re¬ 
sponse by way of an air strike, he 
told reporters at the Officers 
Training Academy in the Tamil 
Nadu capital. 

Reacting to his statement, 
Pakistan’ Foreign Office said the 
Indian Army Chiefs statement is 
“completely baseless”. 

The allegation of “infiltra¬ 
tion” from Pakistan reflects “a 
desperate attempt” of India to di¬ 
vert international attention from 
the “humanitarian crisis” in 


Jammu and Kashmir, it said, 
adding that New Delhi will not 
“succeed in misleading the 
world community through these 
diversionary tactics”. 

Tensions between India and 
Pakistan spiked after India on 
August 5 revoked Jammu and 
Kashmir’s special status and bi¬ 
furcated it into two union terri¬ 
tories. 

Reacting to India’s move on 
Kashmir, Pakistan downgraded 
diplomatic ties with New Delhi 
and expelled the Indian High 
Commissioner. Islamabad has 
been trying to internationalise 
the Kashmir issue but India has 
asserted that it was an “internal 
matter”. 

Early this year, tensions flared 
up between India and Pakistan 
after a suicide bomber of 
Pakistan-based Jaish-e- 
Muhammed (JeM) killed 40 
CRPF personnel in Kashmir’s 
Pulwama district. 

Amid mounting outrage, the 
Indian Air Force carried out a 
counter-terror operation, hitting 
the biggest JeM training camp in 
Balakot, deep inside Pakistan on 
February 26.

SENIOR CONGRESS leader and 
Leader of Opposition in Rajya 
Sabha Ghulam Nabi Azad on 
Tuesday described the situation 
in Kashmir as “very bad”, adding 
that “there was no sign of free¬ 
dom of speech”. 

When asked about his four- 
day visit to Kashmir, the former 
CM said, “Bahut kharab, bahut 
kharab (very bad, very bad). I was 
not allowed to visit even 10 per 
cent of the places I wanted to go.” 

About the ground report, he 
said he would file it when he re¬ 
turns to Delhi after a two-day 
stay in Jammu. To another an¬ 
other question on the Valley, he 
said, “There is no sign of freedom 


of speech.” 

Later in the day, he met dele¬ 
gations from different sections 
of society including students, 
traders, farmers, other backward 
classes, Christians and Congress 
workers.

Congress moves EC 
against Haryana CM

THE CONGRESS on Tuesday 
asked for the Election 
Commission of India (EC)’s inter- 
vention on Haryana Chief 
Minister Manohar Lai Khattar’s 
action of allegedly writing to 
farmers in his state, asking for 
them to vote for the BJP. 

The Opposition party said 
that in the poll-bound state, 
Khattar “has been writing letters 
to thousands of farmers in 
Haryana requesting them to vote 
for BJP advertising their ‘achieve¬ 
ments’ and further promising to 
increase their income by 2022.” 

Calling Khattar’s move a “bla¬ 
tant violation of the Model Code 
of Conduct” the party asked ECI 
to take steps against Khattar. 

The party also mentioned 


hoardings advertising the state 
government’s achievements in 
the state. It said in the memoran¬ 
dum that “hoardings, advertise¬ 
ments, etc. featuring the present 
Chief Minister of Haryana and 
projecting his government’s 
‘achievements’ are being dis¬ 
played prominently at public 
places and most notably, petrol 
pump stations, State 
Government Hospitals”. 

Congress asked ECI to direct 
Khattar government that “no ad¬ 
vertisements should be issued in 
newspapers and other media...at 
the cost of public exchequer”. 

In another memorandum 
Congress asked for “immediate 
retirement” of Mumbai Police 
Commissioner Sanjay Barve. It 
said that Ministry of Home Affairs 
had extended his tenure beyond 
his retirement, which was due on 
August 31. 


BJP’s Demand For Long, State Govt Recently Identified 10 Acres For Project 

Kovind to visit Odisha, lay foundation for Paika memorial

PRESIDENT RAM Nath Kovind 
will visit Odisha’s Khordha dis¬ 
trict on September 27-28 to lay 
the foundation stone of a memo¬ 
rial dedicated to the 1817 Paika 
Rebellion against the British. 

The BJP had been demanding 
that the state government iden¬ 
tify land for the Paika memorial 
— a project planned and pro¬ 
posed by the central government. 
Earlier this month, the state gov¬ 
ernment identified 10 acres for 
the memorial in Khordha. 

Thanking the state govern¬ 
ment, Union minister 
Dharmendra Pradhan had said 
the memorial would be a “pil¬ 


grimage centre” for Odias. 

Over the last two years, top 
BJP leaders have been paying 
homage to Paika Rebellion 
leader Bakshi Jagabandhu. 
“History is living inspiration,” 
Prime Minister Narendra Modi 
had said during an event to hon¬ 
our descendants of the Paika 
Rebellion in Bhubaneswar in 
2017. “This capability, valour, sac¬ 
rifice and meditation (of figures 
like Bakshi) should be leamt, un¬ 
derstood and lived by future 
generations.” 

Bakshi (Commander) 

Jagabandhu Bidyadhar 
Mahapatra Bhramaraber Ray 
was the military chief of the then 
Khordha Raja, who roused and 
led Paikas (peasant militia) and 
Kandhs (tribals) in a military at-

tack on the British in 1817. He had 
lost his Rorang Garh estate due to 
procedural errors in revenue 
payment to the British. After 
seven years of evading arrest, in 
May 1825, he surrendered in 
Cuttack and was granted a pen¬ 
sion till he died in 1829. 

Historians since the nine¬ 
teenth century have presented 


the Rebellion and its leader 
Jagabandhu through different 
lenses. Assigning Paika Rebellion 
the status of a “freedom move¬ 
ment”, historian B C Ray wrote 
in 1959 that “nowhere in India 
on the regional level, in the pre¬ 
nationalist age, a freedom move¬ 
ment was so carefully planned 
and so vigorously launched”. 

Professor Chandi Nanda, 
who in 2017 co-edited a com¬ 
pendium on Paika Rebellion, ex¬ 
plained the roots of this “valoris¬ 
ing” narrative on Jagabandhu. 
“After independence, national¬ 
ist historians initially ignored 
Bakshi along with many regional 
rebels against the British. 
Regional sentiment and pride 
was thought to be retrograde at 
a time when a newly formed na- 


tion was to be united,” he 
said.’’When history became a 
state sponsored project, another 
group of historians revived 
Bakshi Jagabandhu by empha¬ 
sising his martial prowess and 
ability to lead a coalition of 
groups.” 

However, Yamini Mubayi, in 
a 1998 research paper on the 
Rebellion, surmised Jagabandhu 
carried an “acknowledgement of 
British overlordship. (His protest 
was an) appeal to their sense of 
justice, (as) he was deprived of 
possessions and status.” 

Regional historians such as 
Harekrushna Mahtab and S C De, 
writing in 1957, argued that 
Jagabandhu was a pragmatist 
who “knew that it was futile to 
try to dislodge the British. He 


took up arms to direct the atten¬ 
tion of authorities to gross injus¬ 
tices they had perpetrated on a 
peaceful population”. 

Colonial historians, like G 
Toynbee and W W Hunter, had 
tried to cast the Rebellion as a 
backlash against “foreigners” 
(Bengalis), who benefitted from 
the existing rules on land sales 
and litigation system changed 
after the Maratha conquest of 
‘Orissa’. 

Contesting that 1817 was 
more anti-Bengali than anti¬ 
colonial, Nanda said, “Bakshi also 
rose against the colonial power, 
attacking colonial symbols like 
government offices at Banpur, 
killing reportedly 100 people 
and looting (Rs 15,000) from the 
government treasury.”

RBI puts restrictions on PMC Bank; 
panic among depositors at branches

THE RBI on Tuesday slapped re¬ 
strictions on Punjab & 
Maharashtra Co-operative Bank 
Limited (PMC Bank), a leading 
cooperative bank headquartered 
in Mumbai, for various irregular¬ 
ities. The move created panic 
among thousands of depositors. 

In its directions to the bank, 
which has a deposit base of Rs 
11,617 crore, the central bank 
said depositors will be allowed 
to withdraw only Rs 1,000 of the 
total balance in every savings 
bank account or current account 
or any other deposit account. 
Hundreds of customers rushed 
to PMC Bank branches across 
Maharashtra as soon as the an¬ 
nouncement came. There was 
chaos around the branches as 
customers were unable to with¬ 
draw more than Rs 1,000. 

The RBI also said the bank will 
not be able to grant or renew any 
loans and advances, make any in¬ 
vestment, incur any liability in¬ 
cluding borrowal of funds and ac¬ 
ceptance of fresh deposits, 
disburse or agree to disburse any 
payment whether in discharge of 
its liabilities and obligations with¬ 
out prior approval in writing from 
the Reserve Bank of India. 

Though the RBI did not dis¬ 
close the specific lapses on the 
part of the bank, banking sources 
cited under-reporting of non¬ 
performing assets (NPAs) as the 
main reason for the regulatory 
action. While the bank reported 
3.76 per cent of advances as 
gross NPAs in March 2019, the 
actual NPA level is likely to be 
much higher, sources said. 

The bank’s Managing 


Director Joy Thomas took “re¬ 
sponsibility” for the “irregulari¬ 
ties”. “I, Joy Thomas, MD, regret 
to inform you that your PMC 
Bank has been put under regu¬ 
latory restriction... due to irreg¬ 
ularities disclosed to the RBI. As 
the MD of the bank, I take the re¬ 
sponsibility and assure all the 
depositors that these irregulari¬ 
ties will be rectified before the 
expiry of six months,” he said. 

“All efforts are made to re¬ 
move the restrictions by rectify¬ 
ing the irregularities. I know it is 
a difficult time for all of you and 
any apology may not restore the 
pain you are undergoing,” 
Thomas said in a text message to 


the customers. 

Meanwhile, worried depos¬ 
itors flooded social media with 
complaints. “What will happen 
to the customers of PMC Bank. 
It’s our hard earned money... 
Customers in shock and pain. 
Who will answer? The bank or 
the RBI?” said a depositor. 

Shailesh Prabhudesai, who 
mns an IT firm in Ratnagiri, said, 
“The RBI should have acted against 
the bank’s employees instead of 
punishing account holders.” 

The RBI has told the bank not 
to enter into any compromise or 
arrangement and not to sell, 
transfer or otherwise dispose of 
any of its properties or assets ex¬ 


cept as notified in the RBI direc¬ 
tions dated September 23,2019. 
The RBI directions will remain in 
force for a period of six months 
from the closing of business of 
the bank on September 23,2019, 
it said. The audit of the bank is 
likely to be over by then and the 
RBI is expected to take measures 
to strengthen its operations. 

According to the RBI, the di¬ 
rections should not be constmed 
as cancellation of banking li¬ 
cence. 

PMC Bank has 137 branches 
across seven states with 81 
branches in Mumbai, Navi 
Mumbai, Thane and Palghar re¬ 
gions. The bank reported net

MP honey trap

Chinmayanand case: Court admits 
law student’s bail plea, seeks SIT reply

“Anticipatory bail application 
was filed by the girl in the court 
of District Judge and it was heard 
by Additional District and 
Session Judge Sudhir Kumar, 
who was today holding the 
charge of the district judge.

court directed SIT to file its reply 
with documents related to the 
case. Without giving any interim 
protection, the court has fixed 
September 26 for the next hear¬ 
ing on the application,” said Anuj 
Kumar, District Government 
Counsel, Shahjahanpur. 

The victim was present in 
court during the hearing along 
with her father on Tuesday. 

The move comes a day after 
the Allahabad High Court re¬ 


jected the student’s application 
seeking a stay against her arrest. 
The court said it was not a proper 
forum and asked the victim to 
apply in an appropriate court. 

The SIT on Tuesday took two 
of the three accused into police 
custody in the extortion case. 
The SIT team reached 
Shahjahanpur jail, where the ac¬ 
cused are lodged, with the court 
order which Monday granted 
their 95-hour custody. 

Meanwhile, Chinmayanand 
was Tuesday shifted to the 
Medical Intensive Care Unit at the 
SGPGI in Lucknow after he com¬ 
plained of angina pain. 
Chinmayanand was brought to 
the SGPGI on Monday from 
Shahjahanpur jail. According to a 
statement issued by SGPGI, 
Chinmayanand’s angiography 
was conducted on Monday and 
no significant blockage was found. 


Vadra opposes ED plea against anticipatory bail in Delhi HC

ROBERT VADRA has opposed the 
Enforcement Directorate’s (ED) 
plea against his anticipatory bail 
in a money laundering case in 
the Delhi High Court, saying the 
agency has “no material” to sup¬ 


port the case against him and 
they are doing a “fishing and rov¬ 
ing” probe. 

Vadra, son-in-law of 
Congress chief Sonia Gandhi, 
also said in his reply filed in the 
High Court registry that there 
was not a single instance of his 
non-cooperation in the investi¬ 
gation and that there was no risk 


of him tampering with any evi¬ 
dence as the ED has already 
seized every document pertain¬ 
ing to the case from him. 

Vadra’s response came on 
the ED’s plea seeking cancella¬ 
tion of the anticipatory bail 
granted to him in April by the 
trial court, saying that they re¬ 
quire his custody as he was not 


cooperating in the investigation. 

Vadra is facing probe in con¬ 
nection with allegations of 
money laundering in purchase 
of a London-based property 
worth 1.9 million pounds. 

Vadra’s role cropped up dur¬ 
ing the investigation of cases re¬ 
lated to alleged arms dealer 
Sanjay Bhandari, who is wanted 


in India for alleged offences rang¬ 
ing from violation of foreign ex¬ 
change rules to black money and 
routing kickbacks in defence 
deals. 

The reply, however, claimed 
that “Vadra has no properties out¬ 
side India whatsoever, nor does 
he have any beneficial ownership 
of any property outside India”. 


RSS will disown any 
member if found guilty 
of violence: Bhagwat

RSS CHIEF Mohan Bhagwat on 
Tuesday interacted with journal¬ 
ists working for foreign media 
organisations in the country. In 
the interaction which lasted 
nearly three hours, Bhagwat em¬ 
phasised that abrogating Jammu 
and Kashmir’s special status will 
help in its integration with the 
country. 

Bhagwat told the foreign 
journalists that Kashmiris were 
earlier “alienated”, but now af¬ 
ter Article 370 has been left inef¬ 
fective, the barriers it had put up 
will be removed. 

Bhagwat told the journalists 
thatfearsofKashmirisabout“losing 
land and jobs should be allayed". 


He explained that the 
National Register of Citizens in 
Assam was to identify Indians 
and not to “expel” people. 

Talking about the incidents 
of lynchings across the country, 
the RSS chief said that his organ¬ 
isation condemns all forms of vi¬ 
olence and will “disown” any 
RSS member if found guilty. 

Bhagwat reiterated the view 
of the RSS on bringing a Uniform 
Civil Code. Regarding the eco¬ 
nomic slowdown, he stated that 
there is no “policy paralysis” in 
the government, but refrained 
from commenting on the econ¬ 
omy, stating that the RSS was not 
an expert on the subject. 

In a statement, the RSS stated 
that around “80 journalists rep¬ 
resenting more than 50 organisa¬ 
tions” attended the interaction. 


STUDY BY NGO ON STATUS OF WOMEN RELEASED 


Men can’t decide for women, women have the power

PITCHING FOR women, RSS chief 
Mohan Bhagwat said that men 
should not take decisions for 
women but support women in 
their pursuit of progress, while 
Finance Minister Nirmala 
Sitharaman called for more ac¬ 
cess and opportunity rather than 
token participation for women. 

“Men cannot take decisions 
for women. Men should not 
think that they know better than 
women to guide them to make 
progress. Women have the 
power and are capable of deci¬ 
sion-making,” Bhagwat said at 
an event to release the report 
‘Status of Women in India’, a 
study by Drishti Stree Adhyayan 
Prabodhan Kendra, an NGO 
working with the RSS. 

Bhagwat, who had earlier 
drawn criticism for his remarks 


on women, said that women are 
multi-taskers. “We have forgot¬ 
ten what women can do. They 
can multitask. Even the one who 
runs the house has a role to play. 
Men are not capable of doing 
such things.” 

He added: “Nature has given 
men power to hunt and strength 
to work hard... but they cannot 
run things. Women can.” 

In 2013, Bhagwat’s remarks 
on husband-wife relations had 
triggered a controversy. “A hus¬ 
band and wife are involved in a 
contract under which the hus¬ 
band has said that you should 
take care of my house and I will 
take care of all your needs. I will 
keep you safe. So, the husband 
follows the contract terms. Till the 
time the wife follows the contract, 
the husband stays with her, if the 
wife violates the contract, he can 
disown her,” he was quoted as 
saying at a rally in Indore. 

The study comes at a time 


when the RSS has decided to fo¬ 
cus on women. In its last coordi¬ 
nation meeting in Rajasthan’s 
Pushkar, the Sangh had decided 
to focus more on women, espe¬ 


cially those from tribal regions, 
in its activities. 

While Bhagwat advised men 
to start making such changes at 
home, if not for the society, 


Sitharaman said what women 
needed was not tokenism. 
“Access makes a big difference to 
women. Getting access to facili¬ 
ties such as education and pri¬ 
mary health have multiplier ef¬ 
fect... Consultation is not 
enough... None of us wants token 
participation... There should be 
genuine access that makes true 
contribution,” she said. 

But, she added, one should 
see how women are using the 
opportunities. “There are two 
sides to it. We have laws making 
it mandatory for women’s par¬ 
ticipation. To be honest, we don’t 
get women for them. It’s not be¬ 
cause there are not capable 
women. There are women, but 
they do not come forward... 
Women should come out of the 
comfort zones, they should leave 
the doubting zones.” 

The study was conducted 
across 29 states and five UTs 
based on the responses of74,095 
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RSS chief 

women, said the organisation. 
The survey found that illteracy 
and school dropout rates are 
high among Scheduled Tribes. 

Other interesting findings are 
that a sizeable number of 
women below 25 years of age 
are entering the spiritual field, 
and increasing age in getting 
married is the practice. There is a 
shift from the joint family struc¬ 
ture to nuclear families, though it 
still exists in western, northeast¬ 
ern regions and Maoist-affected 
areas of Chhattisgarh. It also 
found that schemes, voter card, 
Aadhaar card are implemented 
more effectively in conflict zone 
regions, women in employment 
are still deprived of statutory and 
non-statutory facilities at work¬ 
places, more than one-tenth of 
women take only one major in¬ 
gredient in their meals and that 
age, education and marital sta¬ 
tus is related to the level of hap¬ 
piness. 
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CPM, CPI face 
ethical questions 
over money from 
DMK for LS polls

WHILE THE decision to team up 
with the DMK-led alliance in 
Tamil Nadu helped the CPI(M) 
and the CPI win two seats each 
in Lok Sabha polls, the two Left 
parties seem to be caught up in 
an embarrassing situation now, 
with reports that the Marxist 
party received Rs 10 crore and 
the CPI Rs 15 crore from the 
DMK, according to DMK’s elec¬ 
tion expenditure affidavit sub¬ 
mitted to the Election 
Commission (EC). 

A senior CPI(M) leader with 
knowledge of the transactions 
during the election process said 
the party did nothing illegal, and 
the only question can be about 
ethics in receiving such a large 
amount from a party leading the 
alliance. 

According to the DMK’s affi¬ 
davit, the party spent Rs 79.26 
crore during the polls, including 
Rs 40 crore given to the three al¬ 
liance partners: CPI, CPI(M) and 
Kongunadu Makkal Desiya Katchi, 
which received Rs 15 crore. 

Even though DMK and the 
Left parties mled out any contro¬ 
versy, citing that these were le¬ 
gal transactions, made through 
bank transactions and available 
in public domain, it may be em¬ 
barrassing for the two parties to 
explain to the cadre why they ac¬ 
cepted such large amounts. 

A DMK spokesperson said 
there was “nothing unusual or il¬ 
legal", and there was no scope for 
controversy over an amount that 
was paid to an alliance partner for 


expenses through a legal channel. 

Both CPI(M) state secretary K 
Balakrishnan and CPI secretary 
R Mutharasan said that it was 
not a shady deal but a transpar¬ 
ent one. 

Responding to allegations 
that the party accepted money 
for elections, the CPI(M) 
Politburo in a statement said that 
the controversy surrounding the 
cash transaction is “disinforma¬ 
tion designed to discredit the 
party”. 

“Contrary to the allegation, 
all donations and funds received 
during the period of Lok Sabha 
elections have been reflected in 
the statement of election ac¬ 
counts submitted to the Election 
Commission of India. This in¬ 
cludes donations and contribu¬ 
tions received from all over the 
country, including Tamil Nadu, 
the Politburo stated. 

“Nothing is hidden, as falsely 
alleged,” it emphasised. 

Agreeing that it is “a fact that 
we have to explain this to our 
cadres”, the CPI(M) leader 
quoted above said, “Traditionally 
we have met election expenses 
of our candidates on our own — 
- by collecting money from peo¬ 
ple - but when we strike an al¬ 
liance with a larger party, 
expenses for a single rally of their 
their high-profile leader for our 
candidate’s campaign will be 
around half of our total spend¬ 
ing for the entire campaign. The 
amount we received through 
bank transactions were handed 
over to DMK local leaders in both 
constituencies for campaign ex¬ 
penses, including mega-rallies 
organised by them (DMK).” 


Wakf Board accepts Ram was born at Ram Chabutra

THE SUNNI Central Wakf Board 
on Tuesday accepted that Ram 
was born at the spot known as 
Ram Chabutra which is in the 
outer courtyard of the disputed 
site in Ayodhya, even as the 
Supreme Court questioned why 
the 16th-century Ain-i-Akbari 
was silent on an “important” 
mosque like the Babri Masjid. 

Senior advocate Zafaryab 
Jilani, representing the Board, 
told a five-judge Constitution 
bench hearing the 
Ramjanmabhoomi-Babri Masjid 
dispute case that it had accepted 
the Chabutra as the birthplace of 
Ram as the Faizabad district 
judge had held that the spot — 
60-65 feet from the Babri Masjid, 
which was demolished in 1992 
—was worshipped by Hindus as 


Ram’s birthplace. 

Jilani was responding to 
Justice S A Bobde who asked, 
“You don’t dispute Chabutra as 
the place of birth?” 

The counsel replied, “Earlier 
we had. But the district judge 
said it was worshipped believ¬ 
ing it to be the birthplace.” His 
reference was to the 1885 deci¬ 
sion rendered by the Faizabad 
judge dismissing a suit filed by 
Mahant Raghubar Das seeking 
permission to construct a tem¬ 
ple over the Ram Chabutra. 

The bench headed by Chief 
Justice Ranjan Gogoi and compris- 
ing Justices S A Bobde, D Y 
Chandrachud, Ashok Bhushan 
and S Abdul Nazeer is hearing ap¬ 
peals against the September 30, 
2010 verdict of the Allahabad High 
Court ordering a three-way divi¬ 
sion of the disputed 2.77 acres. 

The bench also sought to 
know why Ain-i-Akbari — writ- 



innnnni 
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ten in the 16th century, the pe¬ 
riod when the Babri Masjid was 
allegedly constructed — did not 
mention the mosque. 

Jilani had sought to rely on 
the book to establish the claim 
that no temple was demolished 
in Ayodhya to construct the Babri 
Masjid. He said the late historian 
Jadunath Sarkar had said that 
Ain-i-Akbari, written by Akbar’s 
court historian Abu’l-Fazl ibn 
Mubarak, had the minutest de¬ 
tails. “If there was any demoli¬ 
tion of a temple in 1528 in 


Ayodhya, it would not have 
missed the book,” Jilani said. 

Justice Bhushan told him that 
the Hindu side’s contention was 
that it did not have all the details. 
Jilani replied that it only had the 
important details. 

“Are you saying the mosque is 
not important?” asked Justice 
Bhushanjilani said, “It became im¬ 
portant only now.Then (in 1528) it 
was just another mosque.” 

Intervening, Justice Bobde 
asked, “...If a mosque was built 
by an emperor, how can you say 
it is of no importance?” Jilani 
replied that it was not built by 
Babur in person but by his com¬ 
mandant Mir Baqi. 

Justice Bobde said that if it was 
on the instructions of Babur, then 
it was importantjilani contended 
that it was the case of the Hindu 
parties that it was built by Babur, 
to which Justice Bobde said “it 
could be wrong”. Jilani said in that 


case their suit must be dismissed, 
but Justice Bobde replied that a 
suit cannot be dismissed just be¬ 
cause some part of it is wrong. 

The Wakf Board counsel said 
that “since the entire case is 
based on faith, we have to ascer¬ 
tain whether it is borne out by 
the facts”. Pointing to the 
Ramcharitmanas composed in 
1574 and Valmiki Ramayana, he 
said these texts mention 
Ayodhya as the birthplace but do 
not specify any particular spot as 
thejanmasthan. 

Justice Chandrachud said this 
argument would amount to as¬ 
suming that all the information 
about the Hindu faith was con¬ 
tained in these two texts. 

Jilani said “there was a temple 
which was called thejanmasthan 
temple to the north of the disputed 
structure” which the Hindus be¬ 
lieved to be the birthplace. 

Justice Chandrachud drew 


attention to witness testimonies 
that Skanda Puran had put the 
spot of Ram’s birth at about 200 
paces west of‘Sita koop’, a well. 
Jilani said the same Hindus had 
believed that thejanmasthan 
temple was the place of birth. 

To this, Justice Bhushan said 
the Allahabad High Court had held 
that thejanmasthan temple he 
was referring to was a recent one. 
But Jilani said the HC was wrong 
as there was mention of it in a book 
published about 150 years ago. 

Justice Bobde also referred to a 
witness testimony about the place 
of birth being in Dashrath Palace 
and asked if such a palace exists. 
Justice Chandrachud pointed out 
that various spots identified as the 
birthplace were in “close proxim¬ 
ity” to the disputed site. 

Jilani, however, contended 
that there was “no witness from 
whom anything can be inferred 
about the exact place of birth”.

Army removed 130 tonnes waste 
since Jan 2018 in Siachen clean-up

ANNOUNCING THE fifth edition 
of the India International Science 
Festival, Union Minister for Earth 
Sciences, Dr Harsh Vardhan, on 
Tuesday said the endeavour of the 
annual festival is to take scientific 
research out of laboratories to the 
people and to industries.

THE ARMY has cleared more 
than 130 tonnes of waste from 
Siachen Glacier, the world’s 
highest battlefield, since January 
2018, according to information. 

The clean-up project, called 
Swachh Siachen Abhiyan, aims 
to keep the glacier clean and also 
preserve the region’s ecology. 

According to a concept note 
prepared by the Army in 
February 2018, a month after the 
programme was launched, 
about 236 tonnes of waste is 
generated at Siachen every year, 
primarily because of the troops. 
The Army is working towards re¬ 
ducing waste generated as well 
as collecting and extracting 


waste from the glacier. 

Out of 130.18 tonnes of waste 
removed from the glacier until 
now, 48.41 tonnes were 
biodegradable garbage, 40.32 
tonnes non-biodegradable and 
non-metallic waste, and 41.45 
tonnes were non-biodegradable 
metallic scrap. 

Among methods already in 
use is a baling machine placed at 
Leh for waste products such as 
cartons, according to information. 
For non-biodegradable, non- 
metallic waste, three incinerators 
have been placed at Bakdung vil¬ 
lage (at 10,000 feet), Partapur 
(10,000 feet), and at the base 
camp at 12,000 feet. The Army, ac¬ 
cording to officials, is also looking 
out for crushers to manage metal¬ 
lic non-biodegradable waste. 

The toughest challenge, ac¬ 


cording to officials, in keeping 
the glacier clean is that at 21,000 
feet, where soldiers sit at their 
highest, sub-zero temperatures 
do not allow microorganisms 
that help degrade waste to exist. 
It means that even biodegrad¬ 
able waste is not broken down 
naturally and the waste piles up. 

The Army’s concept note 
stated: “The process of waste 
generation is essentially rooted 
in the survival of troops present 
on the glacier and their need to 
be operationally prepared and 
logistically supported to under¬ 
take combat operations in such 
terrain and weather conditions. 
Since every item inducted into 
the glacier is a potential source 
of waste, the entire process of 
waste generation needs to be 
viewed holistically...”

UNION MINISTER and BJP’s 
Begusarai MP Giriraj Singh, who 
has been engaged in war of 
words with the JD(U) for indi¬ 
rectly questioning the leadership 
of Chief Minister Nitish Kumar, 
on Tuesday said in Muzaffarpur 
that his political innings would 
come to an end with Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi’s sec¬ 
ond term.

I entered 
politics raising the slogan of ‘ja- 
han hue balidaan Mookerjee, wo 
Kashmir hamara hai’ and now 
this dream is being realised. We 
hope other expectations would 


also be fulfilled in the coming 
years of PM Modi’s tenure. Then 
what is the objective of doing 
politics?” 

The remarks come in the 
wake of an ongoing war of words 
between the minister and some 
senior JD(U) leaders, especially 
after Singh responded to a me¬ 
dia query on “preferential treat¬ 
ment to CM’s home district 
Nalanda”, saying “should I com¬ 
mit suicide then? Should not I 
raise issue of my constituency?” 

The BJP leader had on Sunday 
alleged improper flood manage¬ 
ment in Begusarai. JD(U) minis¬ 
ter Shravan Kumar had advised 
Singh to check his facts and “fo¬ 
cus more on his constituency 
than engaging in blame game”. 

Earlier, Bihar CM Nitish 
Kumar had said that those who 
took a swipe at him “would have 
to hide their faces as the NDA 
would win over 200 seats in the 
2020 Assembly elections”.

A WEEK after all six BSP MLAs in 
Rajasthan approached Assembly 
Speaker C P Joshi seeking to 
merge their legislature party 
with the ruling Congress, BSP 
chief Mayawati dissolved the 
state executive with immediate 
effect on Tuesday. 

The BSP’s Rajasthan in¬ 
charge, Bhagwan Singh Baba, 
told The Indian Express that the 
21-member state executive of 
the party has been dissolved. He 
added that the development 
should not be seen as linked 
with the step taken by the MLAs 
last week. 

According to Baba, Mayawati 
directed the party’s national coor¬ 
dinator Ramji Gautam and Uttar 
Pradesh president Munquad Ali 
to look after organisational affairs 
in Rajasthan and start work on set¬ 
ting up a new state executive as 
soon as possible. 

“Generally, changes are 
made in the party organisation 
after elections. No changes were 
made after the Assembly elec¬ 
tions held last year because the 
Lok Sabha polls were approach¬ 
ing. Now, a new organisational 
unit had to be set up in the state,” 
said Baba. 

He also said that previous 
state executive had 21 members 
but the strength of the new unit 
is yet to be decided by Mayawati. 

Munquad Ali said Gautam 
and he would visit Rajasthan on 
September 26 to hold a meeting 
regarding the formation of the 
new state unit. 

The move by the six MLAs 
last week was a major setback 
for Mayawati and the BSP’s pol¬ 
itics outside Uttar Pradesh. After 
the MLAs approached the 
Speaker, Mayawati had called 
the Congress an “untrustwor¬ 
thy” party that looks to hurt 
those who support it, rather than 
taking on its “main rival”.

TOP COURT SEEKS REMEDY FROM GOVT 

Why should someone be able to 
troll me & spread lies, asks SC 


ATOP member of thejamaat-ul- 
Mujahideen Bangladesh, who 
was involved in the 2014 Burdwan 
blast case in West Bengal and ar¬ 
rested in the Ramanagara district 
of Karnataka in August 2018, has 
led the NIA to materials used for 
making IEDs at a house used as a 
hideout near the Electronic City in 
Bengalum, the NIA said in a state¬ 
ment on Tuesday. 

Jahidul Islam alias Kausar alias 
Muneer Sheikh alias Shujanmiya, 
38, is described as a “senior leader 
of the JMB” in a chargesheet filed 
by the NIA in the Burdwan blast 
case on March 27,2015. 

“Two cuboid shaped batteries 
wrapped with plastic tape and 
electrical wire, one capacitor, 
three switches, one micro lithium 
cell, a plastic transparent box con- 
taining black colour chemical 
wrapped in a white paper, hand 
gloves, identity cards, rent agree¬ 
ment of one of the hideouts and 
handwritten letters in Bengali lan¬ 
guage” were found, the NIA said. 
“A digital camera and silver arti¬ 
cles looted during dacoities in 
Bengalum in 2018 have also been 
seized by NIA on the basis of in¬ 
formation provided by Jahidul 
Islam,” the agency said. 

Kausar also pointed out places 
along the Kamataka-Tamil Nadu 
border where he along with his 
associate Habibur Rehman (28) 
and two others “test-fired three 
rocket shells prepared using a 
crude device duringJune-October 
2017” and a spot where they hid 
the remnants, the NIA said. 

In July, the NIA had raided the 
group’s hideout in north 
Bengalum and found five impro¬ 
vised hand grenades, three fabri¬ 
cated grenade caps, three IED cir¬ 
cuits, one timer device, two rocket 
bends, a 9 mm pistol with live 
rounds, an air gun and other ma¬ 
terials. According to the NIA, 
Kausar was a visitor to the house 
in Burdwan where the blast oc¬ 
curred in October 2014 and is a 
“senior trainer of terrorist camps 
organised by the JMB in India”. He 
was tracked down to Karnataka 
last year after he established con¬ 
tact with an associate in Kerala. 

Ravi Pujari’s 
custody: Gujarat 
police contact 
Senegal 

Ahmedabad: Gujarat Police have 
contacted the Republic of 
Senegal for deportation and cus¬ 
tody of gangster Ravi Pujari, 
against whom at least 20 cases of 
extortion and making threat calls 
are pending in the state, a top po¬ 
lice officer said on Tuesday. 

Pujari, who had been on the 
run for the last 15 years, was ar¬ 
rested from a hotel in Dakar, the 
capital of Senegal, on January 22 
this year. 

Director General of Police 
(CID- Crime and Railways) Ashish 
Bhatia on Tuesday said the police 
contacted the Senegal govern¬ 
ment through the Union Home 
ministry for deportation and cus¬ 
tody of Pujari. 

According to officials, several 
businessmen had received ex¬ 
tortion calls from Pujari, and 
several MLAs of Gujarat 
Congress, including state party 
chief Amit Chavda, had allegedly 
received threat calls from him, 
according to them. 

Independent MLA Jignesh 
Mevani and Gujarat Cooperative 
Milk Federation (GCMF) 
Managing Director R S Sodhi had 
also allegedly received threat 
calls from the gangster.

THE SUPREME Court on Tuesday 
held that police do not have any 
power under the Code of 
Criminal Procedure (CrPC) to 
seize, attach and seal any immov¬ 
able property during investiga¬ 
tion of a criminal case. 

The top court said if a police 
officer is allowed to seize immov¬ 
able property on mere suspicion 
of commission of an offence, it 
would mean giving a “drastic and 
extreme power” to dispossess the 
owner of the property on mere 
conjecture. 

“The reference is answered by 
holding that the power of a police 
officer under Section 102 of the 
Code to seize any property, which

HAVING tapered post-2007, 
Japanese Encephalitis (JE) may 
have started resurfacing at 
Gorakhpur in Uttar Pradesh, with 
an expert in the field claiming 
that JE accounted for nearly 20 
per cent of the encephalitis cases 
reported in the region this year. 

Paediatrician Dr R N Singh, 
who has led the fight against the 
disease, warns that the success 
achieved via sanitation drives is 
in danger of being frittered away. 
This year, according to records of 
the Baba Raghav Das (BRD) 
Medical College and Hospital, 
the main centre for treating the 
disease in the area, the overall 
encephalitis cases dropped but 
22 of the 105 cases at the hospi¬ 
tal were of JE at the beginning of 
the season. 

Most of the 1,300-plus chil¬ 
dren who died of encephalitis in 
Gorakhpur in 2017 were admit¬ 
ted to BRD Hospital. 

Dr Mahima Mittal, who 
heads the paediatric depart¬ 
ment at BRD Hospital, says since 
then, encephalitis cases are on 
the decline in Gorakhpur, giving 
the example of the last two 
years, when numbers came 
down from 2,500 on an average 
to 1,047 in 2018. She attributes 
the decline largely to the state 
government’s sanitation drive. 

However, Dr Singh says that 
even in the BRD figures of last 
year, 13 per cent were of JE, 
nearly double of 5-7 per cent in 
the last eight years. 

Senior officials of the state, 
who spoke on the condition of 
anonymity, share Dr Singh’s con¬ 
cerns. Says an officer, “A door-to-

“Scrub typhus can easily 
be identified with a scar near the 
elbow that seems like a burn 
mark left by a cigarette.”

In early 2006, he, along with 
families of JE victims, petitioned 
the government for a National 
Programme for Eradication of 
Encephalitis, and it agreed to a 
vaccination drive. By then, the 
National Institute of Virology 
(NIV) had also begun an exten¬ 
sive study on JE.

Solicitor General Tushar 
Mehta, who appeared for the 
Centre, told the bench that the 
Ministry was already working on 
drawing up guidelines, but it was 
not possible to fix a time-frame 
for the process.

Mehta also expressed con¬ 
cern over fake clips fuelling hate 
crimes but agreed with the court 
on the need to balance privacy 
with public interest. 

Justice Gupta underlined the 
need to balance the proposed 
guidelines with privacy needs. 

“There have to be strict 
guidelines. But my privacy 
should also be protected. My 
personal information cannot be 
entirely disclosed just because 
some police commissioner 
asked for it.” 


But while the effects of vac¬ 
cination were visible after 2007, 
Dr Singh says, there was also 
“something perplexing”. “In 
spite of virology tests confirm¬ 
ing the decline of JE, the deaths 
and rate of admission at BRD 
Hospital with the symptoms 
registered only a nominal de¬ 
crease.” 

It was in 2012 that the mys¬ 
tery was finally cracked, with 
scientists veering around to the 
NIV view that JE was just one 
part of the encephalitis mix in 
Gorakhpur. The NIV study 
found that it was not just mos¬ 
quitoes spreading JE, but that 
around a hundred of the 1,000 
samples tested showed the 
presence of another pathogen, 
enterovirus. 

“These viruses spread 
through contaminated water 
and cause symptoms similar to 
JE,” the study said. 

About why JE may be com¬ 
ing back, Dr Singh says there 
was one critical flaw in the vac¬ 
cination programme. 

The WHO norms prescribe 
a booster dose one to two years 
after the primary immunisa¬ 
tion, which did not happen in 
Gorakhpur. Officials of the UP 
government admit to this flaw, 
promising correction. 

Giving the example of polio, 
Dr Singh says, “It’s been more 
than seven years that polio was 
eradicated in India. Yet there is 
a vaccination drive against the 
disease. That’s necessary to 
build up herd immunity. 
Encephalitis doesn’t get similar 
attention of policymakers... For 
example, do we know why the 
disease is at its worst in 
Gorakhpur when it has receded 
in Bihar?”

A 21 -YEAR-OLD man was bludg¬ 
eoned to death by three uniden¬ 
tified persons on the Meerut- 
Bulandshahr Highway near 
Hapur Tuesday, police said.

“A case was registered 
against unidentified persons and 
a search is on for them,” said 
SP( Rural) Avinash Pandey.

CBI, ED have not 
found any evidence 
of payment by INX: 
Chidambaram to HC

RAJYA SABHA member and for¬ 
mer Union minister P 
Chidambaram on Tuesday told 
the Delhi High Court that all of¬ 
ficers involved in processing files 
relating to FIPB approval for INX 
Media are out, as they have done 
the “right thing”, but the then 
Finance minister is in “jail”. 

“Being a former Home minis- 
ter and Finance minister is a 
crime in this country,” senior ad¬ 
vocates Kapil Sibal and Abhishek 
Singhvi, representing 

Chidambaram, told Justice 
Suresh Kumar Kait, who is hear¬ 
ing the bail application filed by 
the Congress leader in the INX 
Media case, for which he is cus¬ 
tody in Tihar Jail. 

The court directed 
Chidambaram’s lawyers to file an 
affidavit disclosing the source of 
certain government documents 
relating to HPB approval granted 
to the company, which were be¬ 
ing referred to by his lawyers dur¬ 
ing the hearing of his bail plea. 

Sibal and Singhvi argued that 
so far as allegations of personal 
gains to Chidambaram is con¬ 
cerned, it is submitted that the 
“only alleged overt act is pay¬ 
ment and receipt of alleged ille¬ 
gal gratification of Rs 10 lakh”. 

“It has not even been alleged 
by CBI that any other illegal grat¬ 
ification was actually paid, or any 
such payments have been dis¬ 
covered. Pertinently, even as per 
CBI’s allegation, the said alleged 
payments of Rs 10 lakh has been

made to one Advantage Strategic

tres including police-run centres 
to facilitate the pilgrims intend¬ 
ing to visit Kartarpur Sahib. The 
communique by the Secretary 
(border management) noted 
that concerned divisions of the 
Home Ministry had been di¬ 


rected to “examine the require¬ 
ments of security, fire safety 
equipment and healthcare serv¬ 
ices under the relevant 
schemes/funds”. 

A dedicated portal for pil¬ 
grimage to Kartarpur Sahib is 
likely to be operational by mid- 
October, when people will be 
able to apply for the pilgrimage.

THE CALCUTTA High Court will 
hear former Kolkata police com¬ 
missioner Rajeev Kumar’s antic¬ 
ipatory bail plea on Wednesday, 
in connection to the Saradhachit 
fund case. While requesting the 
court to hear Kumar’s bail plea 
urgently, his counsel claimed that 
the CBI was “hounding" him. 

Before a division bench, 
presided by Justice S Munshi, 
Kumar’s counsel Debasish Roy 
submitted that “the CBI is hound¬ 
ing me (Kumar) like anything." On 
hearing this, Justice S Dasgupta 
said, “Go and surrender.” 

According to sources, Kumar 
was on leave till September 25. 
He has been evading summons 
ever since the Calcutta High 
Court vacated its order granting 


protection to him from arrest in 
connection with the case. 

Meanwhile, the CBI sleuths 
on Tuesday continued their 
search to track down Kumar. The 
officials raided at least five places 
in Kolkata and other districts in 
search of him. 

The CBI claimed that Kumar 
was not cooperating with them in 
the probe and had been evading 
summons on frivolous grounds. 

“It has unnecessarily delayed 
the probe and is affecting the in¬ 
vestigation,” said an official as¬ 
sociated with the investigation. 
Sources claimed CBI is now look- 
ing towards filing another 
chargesheet and may name 
Kumar in the same. He had been 
accused of tampering with cru¬ 
cial evidence related to the case. 

Last week the CBI had sent 
letters to the Chief Secretary, 
Home Secretary and the Deputy 
General of Police, but no one 
could share any details regard- 
ing the whereabouts of 
Kumar.

The section of the Act read, 
“The salary referred to in sub¬ 
section (1) and (2) shall be exclu¬ 
sive of the tax payable in respect 
of such salary (including 
perquisites) under any law relat¬ 
ing to income tax for the time be¬ 
ing in force, and such tax shall be 
borne by the state”. 

The law was enacted during 
the government of VP Singh, 
which was then followed by suc¬ 
cessive governments in the state. 
It was argued in 1981 thatthe state 
government should bear the in¬ 
come tax burden as most minis¬ 
ters were from poor backgrounds 
and had meagre incomes, a 
Congress leader and a colleague 
of the then chief minister V P 
Singh said.

DAYS AFTER it sought to restrict 
the height of idols in the upcom¬ 
ing Durga Puja, the Congress gov¬ 
ernment in Madhya Pradesh on 
Tuesday climbed down on its po¬ 
sition after the BJP MP from 
Bhopal, Pragya Singh Thakur, said 
that the order, and other re¬ 
strictions such as a 10-pm cut¬ 
off on noise and music, 
amount to interference in reli¬ 
gious affairs. 

After 11 men died during 
immersion of a big Ganesh idol 
in Lower Lake, the administra¬ 
tion had asked sculptors and 
organisers of Durga Puja to re¬ 
strict the idol height to 10 feet, 
including the 4-foot frame. 

After opposition by Hindu 
outfits, which argued that idols 
are ready and getting finishing 
touches, the administration 
said the order will become ap¬ 
plicable for future idols. 

In addition to restricting 
the height, the administration 
had sought to curb sound and 
music after 10 pm and asked 
organisers to sign an affidavit 
stating that they will be held 
responsible if some¬ 
thing goes wrong 
ttoffttote l during the festival.

Describing the order to ban 
music played by disc jockeys (DJs) 
after 10 pm as anti-religion, 
Thakur said she will not accept 
any such restrictions and take to 
the streets, irrespective of where 
the order comes from. “If sound 
restrictions are imposed on us, we 
will not let any other sound (be 
played),” she said. 

Asked about the court-im¬ 
posed deadline, she asked, “Why 
are such restrictions imposed only 
on Hindu festivals?” 

Madhya Pradesh CM Kamal 
Nath later said there are no restric¬ 
tions on height of idols across the 
state. “There are no restrictions on 
immersion. The administration 
has made certain mles for immer¬ 
sion in deep water due to security 
reasons,” he said.

Madras HC for bail

AN MBBS student, who is ab¬ 
sconding along with his father 
after being booked in a case of 
alleged impersonation for ad¬ 
mission in Theni Medical 
College, has moved an anticipa¬ 
tory bail plea in the Madras 
High Court, saying his arrest 
would make him a victim of 
media exaggeration. 

The Madras HC on Tuesday 
observed that the charges were 
serious in nature and ad¬ 
journed the case to October 1. 

K V Udit Surya and his father 
V K Venkatesan, a senior gov¬ 
ernment doctor in Chennai’s 
Stanley Medical College, are ab¬ 
sconding since September 17 
after the Theni police booked 
Surya under IPC sections 419, 
420 and 120(B). 

Surya allegedly hired a per¬ 
son to write the NEET 2019 
exam and managed a seat in 
Theni Medical College. An in¬ 
quiry in his college following an 
anonymous complaint last 
week found that it was not 
Surya who wrote the exam and 
that he did not attend the med¬ 
ical counselling either. 

Investigators said they have 
searched Surya’s house in 
Tondiarpet in Chennai last 
week but the family was 
missing. 

Before the case was trans¬ 
ferred to the CB-CID on 
Monday, Theni SP V Baskaran, 
who led the investigation, told 
The Indian Express that the role 
of both the son and father was 
being probed. “We have gone 
through their call records and 
bank transactions. They took 
money from the bank account a 
day before they disappeared. 
We have a tip off that the stu¬ 
dent who originally appeared 
for the NEET exam in the name 
of Surya was from Mumbai. We 
also found evidence of Dr 
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Venkatesan’s frequent trips to 
Mumbai,” Baskaran said. 

According to the Stanley 
Medical College authorities, Dr 
Venkatesan stopped coming to 
work after applying for 10-day 
leave on September 16. 

A detailed investigation by 
the police and state directorate 
of medical education found 
that Surya allegedly sought the 
help of touts to hire a person, 
reportedly from Mumbai, to 
clear the NEET exam after he 
failed to pass it in two attempts. 

Surya was voluntarily al¬ 
lowed to discontinue the 
course after Theni Medical 
College management ques¬ 
tioned him following a com¬ 
plaint that his photo in the col¬ 
lege admission card was 
different from the one in the 
NEET marks card and other 
documents. 

In his letter to the Director 
of Medical Education (DME), 
Surya cited “depression” and 
family problems for his deci¬ 
sion to quit the MBBS course. 
After the issue was reported in 
the media, the government had 
ordered a massive verification 
in the state’s 24 medical col¬ 
leges to find if there were sim¬ 
ilar cases. 

In his plea on September 20, 
Surya said a reporter ap¬ 
proached him stating that his 
photo in the admit card and 
other documents were differ¬ 
ent. He claimed that the media 
reported that there was an im¬ 
personation even after he gave 
a clarification. He said his arrest 
would make him a victim of 
media exaggeration. The bail 
petition said all documents 
were available with authorities 
and that there is no need for 
custodial interrogation. 
However, the government 
counsel maintained that the 
student has to surrender for in- 
quiry and that the case has 
been handed over to the 
CB-CID. 


Use polite manners to 
improve public service 
delivery: DC to officials 
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ABHISHEKSAHA 

GUWAHATI, SEPTEMBER 24 

A DEPUTY Commissioner in 
Meghalaya has put a note of ob¬ 
servations to officials in his office 
on polite mannerisms which 
should be used to “improve the 
overall public service delivery". 

In a note dated September 
20, East Garo Hills DC Swapnil 
Tembe wrote, “While talking to 
people utmost care should be 
taken regarding the tone and 
texture of your voice. The same 
should not be offensive or rude 
in any manner whatsoever. 

“It should be ensured that 
whatever needs to be commu¬ 
nicated is done so in a polite 
manner. In case the public is re¬ 
porting a grievance, patient 
hearing should be given and the 


same should be resolved in an 
amicable manner.” 

Tembe wrote, “If it cannot be 
resolved at your level, please re¬ 
port the same to the branch of¬ 
ficer concerned... At the end we 
must all remember we are pub¬ 
lic servants.” 

According to the memo, it 
had come to the notice of Tembe 
that “various cases of rude be¬ 
haviour and indifference are be¬ 
ing reported by the public in 
general with respect to all 
branches in the DC office”. 

Tembe told The Indian 
Express that it was reported on 
many instances that officials 
were not following proper eti¬ 
quette or not talking properly 
when responding to people. “I 
had advised officials multiple 
times but then decided it is bet¬ 
ter to put it on paper," he said.

Rajasthan human 
rights panel seeks 
police clarification

THE RAJASTHAN State Human Rights 
Commission (RSHRC) on Tuesday 
sought a reply from the state police 
about an incident on Sunday in Alwar 
district, where 13 associates of a 
wanted gangster were paraded 
through a market in their undergar¬ 
ments by the police. 

In its order, the RSHRC referred to 
media reports that 13 accused were pa¬ 
raded under heavy police protection. 

RSHRC chairperson Prakash 
Chandra Tatia, the former Chief Justice 
of Jharkhand High Court, sought a re¬ 
ply from the DGP to clarify how 
“handcuffing and parading prisoners 
in a semi-nude state through public 
road doesn’t amount to deprivation of 
the human rights of the prisoners”. 

The commission also wanted to 
know from the state government 
whether there is a separate punish¬ 
ment for crimes which result in propa¬ 
gating an environment of fear in the 
general public. 

The 13 men were paraded amid 
heavy security on Sunday.

TRANSFER OFjudges is no solu¬ 
tion for complaints against 
them, Supreme Court judge D Y 
Chandrachud said on Tuesday. 

“There is nothing between 
impeachment and transfer. We 
need a system that is more nu- 
anced than what we currently 
have to make judges account¬ 
able,” Justice Chandrachud said. 

The comments come days af¬ 
ter former Madras High Court 
Chief Justice V KTahilramani, in 
an unprecedented move, re¬ 
signed after the Supreme Court 
collegium transferred her to 
Meghalaya HC “in the interest of 
better administration of justice”. 

Speaking at the launch of the 
book ‘How to Save a 
Constitutional Democracy’ by 
Tom Ginsburg, professor of 
Political Science at the University 
of Chicago, Justice Chandrachud 
said, “Independence of judiciary 
is not a concept to insulate it 
from accountability and rules of 
ethical behaviour but to protect 
it from wanton attacks against 
its institutional independence.” 

Cautioning against personal 
attacks on judges over their de¬ 
cisions, he said: “You need to 
trust your judges. We do need a 
more balanced process but the 
final outcome of that process 
cannot be questioned.” 

Senior advocate Aravind 
Datar, who also spoke during the 
discussion, said the judiciary is 
the bulwark of freedom and in¬ 
dependence in the country. “In 
my experience, it is the judiciary 
that will save constitutional 
democracy," he said. 

Datar cited the example of 
the United Kingdom Supreme 
Court’s verdict that declared

British Prime Minister Boris 
Johnson’s decision to suspend 
Parliament as unlawful. 

On threats to India’s consti¬ 
tutional democracy, Justice 
Chandrachud said, “The debate 
around federalism has progres¬ 
sively sharpened. Democratic 
erosion does not take place in 
one sweep but happens slowly. 
Small instances, when left un¬ 
guarded, pose a threat to consti¬ 
tutional democracy. Judges have 
to look at how these small as¬ 
pects are implemented.” 

On the problem of a large 
number of vacant posts of judges 
in higher judiciary, Justice 
Chandrachud said conventional 
methods are no longer adequate 
to deal with slow appointments. “I 
see no reason to not appoint ad 
hoc judges in high courts with 
large vacancies. Even the Supreme 
Court had three ad hoc judges 
when the Kesavananda Bharati 
case was being heard to take care 
of day-to-day work of the court 
since 13 judges were hearing that 
case for months,” he said. 

He spoke in favour of increas¬ 
ing retirement age of HC judges 
and said the present retirement 
age, 62, is “very young", when they 
are “at the peak of their mental 
abilities”. “If you are good enough 
to serve as a Supreme Court judge 
till 65, why are you only good 
enough to serve as ajudge of a high 
court till 62 years," he asked. 


IN AN unusual move, the 
Ministry of Home Affairs (MHA) 
has terminated the services of a 
joint secretary four days after 
granting him an extension of 
one-and-a-half years. 

An MHA order issued on 
Monday stated that services of R 
K Mitra, Joint Secretary, Police 11 
division of MHA, were being re¬ 
stricted to September 30. 

A Central Secretariat Service 
officer, Mitra had retired last year 
but was given an extension by 
the government till September 
30 this year. His wife, Srirupa 
Mitra Chowdhury, had unsuc¬ 


cessfully contested the Lok Sabha 
elections on a BJP ticket from 
South Malda in West Bengal. 

Mitra is also looking after the 
issue of grant of Non-Functional 
Financial Upgradation (NFFU) to 
officers of the Central Armed 
Police Forces (CAPF). The issue 
has been a matter of concern for 
the MHA, as the date set by the 
Supreme Court is only a week 
away and the tussle between IPS 
and CAPF officers has delayed 
the process to a point where the 
ministry is exposed to possible 
contempt. On September 19, 
Mitra was given an extension of 
one-and-a-half years, which was 
revoked on September 23. 

“This ministry’s order of even 
number dated 19.09.2019 re¬ 


garding extension of engage¬ 
ment of engagement of Dr RK 
Mitra as advisor in the Ministry 
of Home Affairs stands with¬ 
drawn. Accordingly the period of 
engagement of Dr RK Mitra...will 
cease to exist on 30.09.2.19,” the 
MHA order stated. 

When contacted over phone, 
Mitra said, “I am at the airport. 
Please do not disturb me. “ 

During the Lok Sabha polls, 
West Bengal Chief Minister and 
Trinamool Congress chief 
Mamata Banerjee, without 
naming Mitra, had alleged that 
the officer was influencing de¬ 
ployment of central forces in 
Bengal to help the BJP. 

Banerjee had alleged, “Day 
before yesterday, a woman has 


been nominated by BJP in Malda 
South seat. I do not want to 
name her. Her husband is also a 
retired officer. He is monitoring 
deployment of all central forces 
sitting in the Home Ministry. He 
is briefing the forces about 
favouring the BJP and working 
against the TMC...” 

A similar instance had taken 
place under the previous NDA 
government — then National 
Investigation Agency I-G, 
Sanjeev Singh, was given an ex¬ 
tension of a year for Central dep¬ 
utation and was subsequently 
repatriated to his parent cadre. 
Singh had headed investigations 
into terror cases allegedly in¬ 
volving members of Hindutva 
outfits.

UP woman doctor found dead 


Lucknow: The body of a 27-year- 
old junior doctor, who was a sec¬ 
ond-year MD student at the 
Uttar Pradesh University of 
Medical Sciences in Saifai of 
Etawah district, was found hang¬ 
ing from a ceiling fan in her room 
on the campus Tuesday. The de¬ 
ceased was identified as 


Vandana Shukla, daughter of 
senior BJP leader K K Shukla. 

While no suicide note was 
found, the police suspect it is a sui¬ 
cide. The postmortem report of the 
woman, who is from Ghaziabad, 
confirmed ante-mortem hanging 
as the cause of death. Police are 
probing the matter. ENS 


AHEAD OF the Assembly elec¬ 
tions, the opposition parties — 
Congress and Nationalist 
Congress Party (NCP) — have al¬ 
leged corruption and violations 
of norms, including Central 
Vigilance Commission (CVC) 
guidelines, in awarding the work 
of the proposed Chhatrapati 
Shivaji Maharaj Memorial proj¬ 
ect in the Arabian Sea and de¬ 
manded a judicial probe in the 
matter. 

On Tuesday, Congress and 
NCP, addressing the media 
jointly, also accused the BJP-led 
government of failing to take the 
much-touted project to its con¬ 
clusion. “Two senior accounts of¬ 
ficers wrote three letters to CAG’s 
Accountant General of 
Maharashtra highlighting sev¬ 
eral irregularities in the project 
while it was being awarded to 
the contractor. One of the ac¬ 
counts officer has clearly said ne¬ 
gotiation with the lowest bidder 
on cost that led to change in 
scope of work is a violation of 
CVC norms,” said Sachin Sawant, 
general secretary and Congress 
spokesperson. 

Sawant further said that the

accountant had warned that cost 
reduction through negotiation 
may result in substandard work 
and any reduction in scope of 
work may impact the project ad¬ 
versely. 

NCP chief spokesperson 
Nawab Mallick further alleged 
that the BJP used Chhatrapati 
Shivaji Maharaj’s name to 
come to power in the state but 
didn’t lay a single brick of the 
project. “Despite no work 
done, who in the government 
was pressuring the senior of¬ 
ficers from the accounts de¬ 
partment to clear the contrac¬ 


tors’ bills,” asked Mallick, 
adding that an expense of Rs 
80 crore has been shown as 
spent on the project. 

The project is being exe¬ 
cuted by the Public Works 
Department, which is led by 
senior cabinet minister and BJP 
president Chandrakant Patil. 
Responding to the opposition’s 
allegations, Patil said, “The 
charges levelled by the 
Congress-NCP spokespersons 
are hollow and baseless. The 
opposition for 15 years could 
not take the project even one 
step ahead. They know their 
failure. This nitpicking is an out¬ 
come of their frustration and 
disappointment for failing to do 
anything for the Shivaji 
Memorial.” 

Patil further said that the al¬ 
legations that the government 
has sanctioned funds for the 
project without laying a single 
brick are absolutely wrong. 
“Chhatrapati Shivaji Maharaj’s 
descendants along with their 
followers have all come to the 
BJP, which has badly hurt the 
Congress-NCP, which could not 
honour Shivaji.

Gujarat scraps 
‘no-detention’ 
policy for 
classes 5 and 8

THE BJP government in Gujarat 
on Tuesday scrapped the no-de- 
tention provision of the Right to 
Education (RTE) Act, which 
mandated not holding back stu¬ 
dents who fail exams in Class 5 
and Class 8. The decision will be 
effective from the current aca¬ 
demic session (2019-20). 

Announcing the decision in 
Gandhinagar on Tuesday, 
Education Minister 

Bhupendrasinh Chudasama said 
that the state government had 
been appealing to the Centre to 
reconsider the “no-detention” 
policy, which was amended in 
January this year. 

In accordance with the 
Centre’s recent amendment to 
the RTE Act 2009 regarding the 
no-detention policy, the stu¬ 
dents of Classes 5 and 8 will have 
to appear for annual exams and 
repeat the course if they fail 
twice, the minister said. 

“Due to the no-detention pol¬ 
icy, quality of education was badly 
affected, about which teachers, 
students and parents were con¬ 
cerned," Chudasama said. 


THE INCOME-TAX department 
has attached “benami” assets 
worth Rs 230 crore of retired IAS 
officer Net Ram, who had served 
as secretary to former Uttar 
Pradesh chief minister 
Mayawati, official sources said 
on Tuesday. 

They said a total of 19 im¬ 
movable properties spread 
across Delhi, Noida, Kolkata and 
Mumbai have been attached by 
the department. 

A provisional order of attach¬ 
ment against Net Ram was is¬ 
sued last week by the Delhi in¬ 
vestigation unit of the 
department under Section 24(3) 
of the Prohibition of Benami 
Property Transactions Act, 1988, 
they said. 

The attached properties are 
both commercial and 
residential. 

Investigation revealed that 
the officer had invested his 
“undisclosed cash" in various be¬ 
nami properties through a com¬ 
plex, multi-layered web of com¬ 
panies and entities controlled by 
him with the assistance of his 
close aides using his close rela¬ 
tives as fronts, they alleged. 

The officer, who served in top 
positions during BSP supremo 
Mayawati’s chief ministership, 
was first raided by the tax de¬ 
partment in March this year. The 
department had seized cash 
worth over Rs 1.64 crore, Mont 
Blanc pens valued at Rs 50 lakh 
and four luxury SUVs, and had 
claimed to have recovered docu- 
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ments related to ‘benami’ assets 
of the officer worth Rs 300 crore. 

The Delhi unit of the depart¬ 
ment subsequently took over the 
case to probe it under the anti- 
benami law that had been lying 
inoperative since 1988 and was 
enforced from November, 2016 
by the Modi government. 

Benami properties are those 
in which the real beneficiary is 
not the one in whose name the 
property has been purchased. 

Violators of this law attract a 
rigorous imprisonment of up to 
seven years and fine of up to 25 
per cent of the fair market value 
of the property. 

The act allows for prosecu¬ 
tion of the beneficial owner, the 
‘benamidar’, abettor and the in¬ 
ducer to benami transactions. 

It says that the assets that are 
held benami after final prosecu¬ 
tion are liable for confiscation by 
the government without pay¬ 
ment of compensation. 

Net Ram was secretary to 
then Uttar Pradesh Chief 
Minister Mayawati during 2002- 
03, her third stint in power in the 
state.

Soon after the 
EC announced the schedule 
for the state polls but not the 
by poll last Saturday, Bhosale 
had met Chief Minister 
Devendra Fadnavis. 

With the Satara seat be¬ 


ing with Shiv Sena as per its 
reported seat-sharing 
arrangement with the BJP, 
BJP spokesperson Keshav 
Upadhaye said the matter is 
being discussed between 
the two allies. Sena leader 
Sanjay Raut said, “It will be 
sorted out... let’s see what 
we get in return in lieu of the 
Satara seat.” 

Meanwhile, NCP is likely 
to field Srinivas Patil, a for¬ 
mer MP, from the seat. Party 
leaders said they are also 
looking at the option of 


fielding Patil’s son. 

Bhosale, while speaking 
about NCP chief Sharad 
Pawar on Tuesday, said, “If 
Sharad Pawar contests from 
Satara, I will not.” He then 
joked, “The only condition is 
Pawarsaheb should lend his 
Delhi bungalow and his ve¬ 
hicle to me...” 

“Yesterday (Pawar) I re¬ 
spected him, even today I 
respect and in future, too, I 
will respect him... He is a 
like a father figure to me,” 
he added.

WITH BYPOLLS scheduled in 
two Assembly constituencies in 
Rajasthan next month, both the 
Congress and BJP are hoping to 
secure wins in the constituen¬ 
cies with a handsome margin. 

The ruling Congress is hop¬ 
ing to win the by-elections to put 
behind its loss in the Lok Sabha 
polls, where it lost all 25 parlia¬ 
mentary seats in the state to the 
BJP and its allies. 

However, the party faces an 
uphill task as it had lost in two 
constituencies — Khinwsar in 
Nagaur district and Mandawa in 
Jhunjhunu district — in the 
Assembly polls in December last 
year. The toughest task for the 
Congress will be to win the 


Khinwsar Assembly con¬ 
stituency, which is a stronghold 
of Rashtriya Loktantrik Party 
chief Hanuman Beniwal, who 
won the seat thrice in Assembly 
polls held since 2008. 

The seat was vacated after 
Beniwal allied with the BJP in the 
Lok Sabha elections and became 
the MP from Nagaur. 

“It is a very tough task for the 
Congress to win Khinwsar be¬ 
cause of the support that 
Beniwal has there. Some of the 
potential candidates who are be¬ 
ing considered to be fielded are 
Savai Singh Choudhary and for¬ 
mer minister Harendra Mirdha,” 
said a senior Congress leader on 
condition of anonymity. 

Choudhary had contested 
from the seat, which has a major¬ 
ity of Jat voters, in December and 
was defeated by Beniwal by a 


margin of more than 16,000votes. 

A senior BJP leader who did 
not wish to be named said that 
much like the Lok Sabha elec¬ 
tions, the party could choose to 
not field a candidate and instead 
let Beniwal field an NDA candi¬ 
date on RLTP ticket. 

Sources said that someone 
from Beniwal’s family can also 
be given a ticket. 

For the by-election in the 
Mandawa constituency, the 
Congress can once again field 
former MLA Rita Choudhary, 
who was defeated by BJP’s 
Narendra Kumar by a narrow 
margin of 2,346 votes in the 
Assembly elections. 

The bypoll was necessitated 
after Kumar got elected to the Lok 
Sabha from Jhunjhunu parlia¬ 
mentary seat. Both the con¬ 
stituencies will vote on October 21.

IN MUMBAI on Sunday, Union Home 
Minister Amit Shah held India’s first 
Prime Minister Jawaharlal Nehru re¬ 
sponsible for the existence of Pakistan- 
occupied Kashmir as he had “declared 
an untimely ceasefire” to the hostilities 
after Pakistan had invaded Kashmir in 
October 1947. He said that had Nehru 
taken the matter to the United Nations 
under Article 51 of the UN Charter, in¬ 
stead of Article 35, the outcome would 
have been different. 

The ceasefire 

The ceasefire was brokered by a 
United Nations Mission. According to 
UN records, on January 1,1948, the 
Government of India reported to the 
Security Council “details of a situation 
existing between India and Pakistan ow¬ 
ing to the aid which invaders, consisting 
of nationals of Pakistan and tribesmen 
from the territory immediately adjoin¬ 
ing Pakistan on the north-west, were 
drawing from Pakistan for operations 
against Jammu and Kashmir”. Pointing 
out that J&K had acceded to India, the 
“Government of India considered the 
giving of this assistance by Pakistan to 
be an act of aggression against India... 
The Government of India, being anxious 
to proceed according to the principles 
and aims of the Charter, brought the sit¬ 
uation to the attention of the Security 
Council under Article 35 of the Charter.” 

Pakistan denied this on January 15, 
1948, and said India’s complaint under 
Article 35 contained a threat of direct at¬ 
tack against it. Under the same article, 
Pakistan brought to the Security 
Council’s attention “a situation existing 
between India and Pakistan which had 
already given rise to disputes tending to 
endanger the maintenance of interna¬ 
tional peace and security” and accused 
India of a “genocide of Muslims”, “fail¬ 
ure to implement agreements between 
the two countries”, “unlawful occupa¬ 
tion ofjunagadh” and “India’s actions in 
Jammu & Kashmir”. 

Article 35 

Articles 33-38 occur in Chapter 6 ti¬ 
tled “Pacific Settlement of Disputes”. 
These six Articles lay out that if the par¬ 
ties to a dispute that has the potential 
for endangering international peace and 
security are not able to resolve the mat¬ 


ter through negotiations between them, 
or by any other peaceful means, or with 
the help of a “regional agency”, the 
Security Council may step in, with or 
without the invitation of one or another 
of the involved parties, and recommend 
“appropriate procedures or methods of 
recommendation”. Specifically, Article 
35 only says that any member of the UN 
may take a dispute to the Security 
Council or General Assembly. 

Article 51 

This Article occurs in Chapter 7 titled 
“Action With Respect to Threats to the 
Peace, Breaches of the Peace, and Acts of 
Aggression”. The chapter assumes that 
the Security Council is already seized of 
the situation. 

Article 51 essentially says that a UN 
member has the “inherent right of indi¬ 
vidual or collective self-defence” if at¬ 
tacked, “till such time that the Security 
Council has taken measures necessary 
to maintain international peace and se¬ 
curity”. It says that exercise of this right 
must be immediately reported to the 
Security Council by the member, and 
“shall not in any way affect the author¬ 
ity and responsibility of the Security 
Council under the present Charter to 
take at any time such action as it deems 
necessary in order to maintain or restore 
international peace and security”. 

The outcome 

The decision to set up a United 
Nations Mission was taken on January 
20. The UN invoked Article 34 to man¬ 
date the mission to investigate facts of 
the situation, and to exercise any “me¬ 
diatory influence.Jikely to smooth away 
difficulties”. 

The title of the agenda before the 
Security Council was also changed from 
the “Jammu & Kashmir question” to the 
India-Pakistan question. The five-mem¬ 
ber Mission, which had members nom¬ 
inated by India and Pakistan, and three 
others, eventually brokered the cessa¬ 
tion of hostilities from January 1,1949, 
and the establishment of a ceasefire line 
on July 27,1949, which left Pakistan with 
the areas of Jammu & Kashmir that were 
under its control on that day. It was this 
ceasefire line that came to be termed the 
Line of Control in the Simla Agreement 
of 1972.

FOR GRETA Thunberg, 16, it has taken just 
one year to traverse the distance from being 
a regular ninth-standard student in 
Stockholm to becoming the most recognised 
face of climate change activism who can give 
world leaders a dressing-down at a United 
Nations summit. Along the way to her widely 
publicised speech at the UN climate confer¬ 
ence on Monday, she has found a cult follow¬ 
ing, mingled with heads of states, given a TED 
talk, sailed across the Atlantic to spread cli¬ 
mate awareness, been interviewed by count¬ 
less media organisations, and has a detailed 
Wikipedia page. Earlier this year, she has also 
been nominated for the Nobel Peace Prize. 

The background 

Born to an actor father and a singer 
mother, Thunberg, then 15, shot to fame in 
August last year, when she sat against the 
outer wall of the main building of Swedish 
Parliament. She carried a sign that read 
“School strike for the climate” in Swedish. 
She herself had decided to skip school to de¬ 
mand from her country’s lawmakers more 
concrete and urgent action on climate 
change. For a child her age in Sweden, attend¬ 
ing school is compulsory. She was, in effect, 
breaking the law by not attending. 

By her own account, Thunberg first heard 
of the climate change problem when she was 
eightyears old, and wondered why no one was 
doing anything about it, or why fossil fuels 
were not being made illegal. Then in May 2018, 
she won an essay competition on climate 
change organised by a Swedish newspaper. 
Her essay was published, after which a few cli¬ 
mate activists contacted her. One of them sug¬ 
gested to her the idea of a school strike. 

“I like the idea of a school strike. So I de¬ 
veloped that idea and tried to get the other 
young people to join me, but no one was re¬ 
ally interested. So I want on planning the 
school strike all by myself.,” she wrote in a 
Facebook post in February this year.

THE AVERAGE global temperature for 2015- 
2019 is on track to be the warmest of any 
equivalent period on record, and July 2019 
was the hottest month on record globally, a 
report released ahead of the UN Climate 
Action Summit 2019 in New York has found.

It has also found that green¬ 
house gases have reached “new highs”, heat¬ 
waves were the “deadliest” meteorological 
hazard in this period, and tropical cyclones 
led to the largest economic losses.

GLOBAL TEMPERATURE: The average 
global temperature for 2015-19 is currently 
estimated to be 1.1 °C above pre-industrial

record-breaking fires and other devastating 
events such as tropical cyclones, floods and 
drought have had major impacts on socio-eco¬ 
nomic development and the environment. 

GREENHOUSE GASES: Levels of carbon

The 
growth rate of carbon dioxide averaged over 
three consecutive decades (1985-1995,1995-

from the US and the European Union have 
declined over the past decade, while growth 
in China’s emissions have slowed signifi¬ 
cantly compared to the 2000s.

strongly at annual rates in excess of 5%, al¬ 
beit starting from a much lower base of per 
capita emissions.” 

HEATWAVES: The report notes that heat¬ 
waves affected all continents and set many 
new national temperature records. It also 
mentions the heatwave that struck the sub¬ 
continent in mid-2015 where 2,248 deaths 
were reported in India, and 1,229 in Pakistan. 
“The 2019 summer saw unprecedented 
wildfires in the Arctic region with 50 mega¬ 
tons of carbon dioxide emitted into the at¬ 
mosphere in June alone,” the report says. 

PRECIPITATION: The effects of climate 
change were also seen on precipitation levels 
in the 2015-2019 period when compared to 
the five years preceding that. The average pre¬ 
cipitation totals were higher in the latter pe¬ 
riod than in the former in large regions in 
southern South and North America, eastern 
Europe and most of Asia. “In contrast, less pre¬ 
cipitation fell in large parts of Europe, south¬ 
west and southern Africa, northern North 
America and a large part of South America, the 
Indian Monsoon region, and northern and 
western Australia,” the report states. 

SEA ICE: Arctic summer sea-ice extent has 
declined at a rate of approximately 12% per 
decade during 1979-2018, the report said. The 
four lowest values for winter sea-ice extent oc¬ 
curred between 2015 and 2019. Overall, the 
amount of ice lost annually from the Antarctic 
ice sheet increased at least six-fold between 
1979 and 2017. Glacier mass loss for2015-2019 
is the highest for any five-year period on record.

Five takeaways from Britain top court’s ruling on PM and Parliament

ELEVEN JUDGES of the highest court in the 
United Kingdom have delivered an extraor¬ 
dinary unanimous judgment, striking down 
as unlawful a recommendation by Prime 
Minister Boris Johnson to Queen Elizabeth 
to suspend Parliament for five weeks ahead 
of Britain’s scheduled October 31 exit from 
the European Union. 

The Justices, sitting on the largest per¬ 
missible Bench of the 12-judge Supreme 
Court, gave presiding officers of both 
Houses of Parliament the freedom to recon¬ 
vene the Houses immediately. 

The court ruled on “whether the advice 
given by the Prime Minister to Her Majesty 
the Queen on 27 or 28 August, that 
Parliament should be prorogued from a 
date between 9 and 12 September until 14 
October, was lawful and the legal conse¬ 
quences if it was not”.

It said the PM’s action was unlawful and 
the prorogation of Parliament was “void 
and of no effect”; it also underlined that the 
question was ‘justiciable’, clarifying an im¬ 
portant aspect of the rules of engagement 
among the Legislature, Executive, and 
Judiciary in Britain’s unwritten Constitution. 

Here are five takeaways from Tuesday’s 
historic verdict. 

Courts do have the authority to 
intervene in ‘political’ matters 

The issue was essentially whether 
Johnson had the right to prorogue 
Parliament, and whether Britain’s courts had 
the power to stop him. The government ar¬ 
gued that the courts had no business jump¬ 
ing in because the decision to prorogue 
Parliament lay “in the territory of political 
judgment, not legal standards”. 

But the court said it was “firmly of the 
opinion” that the question of the “lawfulness 
of the Prime Minister’s advice to Her Majesty 
is justiciable”. Courts “have exercised a su¬ 


pervisory jurisdiction over the lawfulness of 
acts of the Government for centuries”, the 
official summary of the judgment said. 

In their full judgment, the Justices rea¬ 
soned: “Although the United Kingdom does 
not have a single document entitled ‘The 
Constitution’, it nevertheless possesses a 
Constitution, (which) ...includes numerous 
principles of law, which are enforceable by 
the courts in the same way as other legal 
principles... It is (the courts’) particular re¬ 
sponsibility to determine the legal limits of 
the powers conferred on each branch of gov¬ 
ernment, and to decide whether any exer¬ 
cise of power has transgressed those limits. 
The courts cannot shirk that responsibility 
merely on the ground that the question 
raised is political in tone or context.” 

The prorogation of Parliament 
was not business as usual 

The court asked, according to the sum¬ 
mary judgment, whether the prorogation 
had “the effect of frustrating or preventing 


the ability of Parliament to carry out its con¬ 
stitutional functions without reasonable 
justification”. It ruled that “this was not a 
normal prorogation”. 

The “prolonged suspension of parliamen¬ 
tary democracy took place in quite excep¬ 
tional circumstances: the fundamental 
change which was due to take place in the 
Constitution of the United Kingdom on 31 
October”, the summary judgment said. 
“Parliament... has a right to a voice in how that 
change comes about. The effect upon the fun¬ 
damentals of our democracy was extreme.” 

PM’s advice to the Queen to 
suspend House was unlawful 

The court underlined that “the 
Government exists because it has the con¬ 
fidence of the House of Commons”, and 
asked whether “the Prime Minister’s action 
had the effect of frustrating or preventing 
the constitutional role of Parliament in 
holding the Government to account”. 

“The answer”, the Justices said, “is that of 


course it did” — and that the action was, 
therefore, unlawful. The prorogation “pre¬ 
vented Parliament from carrying out its 
constitutional role for five out of a possible 
eight weeks... It is impossible for us to con¬ 
clude... that there was any reason — let alone 
a good reason — to advise Her Majesty to 
prorogue Parliament... from 9th or 12th 
September until 14th October... It follows 
that the decision was unlawful.” 

As of now, UK’s Parliament 
is not suspended at all 

The summary said: “This court has al¬ 
ready concluded that the Prime Minister’s 
advice to Her Majesty was unlawful, void and 
of no effect. This means that the order in 
council to which it led was also unlawful, void 
and of no effect and should be quashed. This 
means that when the royal commissioners 
walked into the House of Lords it was as if 
they walked in with a blank sheet of paper. 
The prorogation was also void and of no ef¬ 
fect. Parliament has not been prorogued.” 


Parliament can, in fact, 
reconvene immediately 

“As Parliament is not prorogued”, the 
court said, “it is for Parliament to decide 
what to do next”. Also, because it is not pro¬ 
rogued, it need not be recalled; and it has 
not voted to adjourn or go into recess. 

Therefore, the court said in its full judg¬ 
ment, “Unless there is some Parliamentary 
rule to the contrary of which we are un¬ 
aware, the Speaker of the House of 
Commons and the Lord Speaker can take 
immediate steps to enable each House to 
meet as soon as possible to decide upon a 
way forward.” 

Soon afterward, Speaker John Bercow 
said the House of Commons would sit at 
11.30 am on Wednesday. 

Speaking in New York, Johnson said that 
he would “obviously” respect the verdict, 
and “of course Parliament will come back” 
— but “I have to say that I strongly disagree 
with what the Justices have found.”

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The test ahead 

Fifty days on, lockdown and detentions persist — zero 
body count can’t be an index of normalcy in J&K 

I T IS NOW 50 days since the Centre revoked the special status ofjammu and Kashmir, 
and announced the decision to bifurcate the state into two Union Territories. In this 
time, the government has set up a raft of committees to oversee the bifurcation of 
territory, and material and manpower resources. The bureaucracy in the state is 
working apace to identify sectors that will receive speedy attention for the government to 
implement its development agenda. But much else remains undone. Kashmir Valley, where 
more than half of the state’s population lives, is virtually cut off from the rest of the coun¬ 
try. A communication blockade imposed since August 5, the day the government an¬ 
nounced its decisions, continues to this day. Landlines have been restored but with their 
penetration not as high as mobile phones, this move has not made a difference to the sit¬ 
uation. The markets remain closed as a result of a bandh by members of the public. The gov¬ 
ernment’s assertion that militants have imposed a curfew across the Valley contradicts its 
own justification for keeping the cellphones and internet disabled, which is that it has 
crippled the communication networks of militants. All mainstream politicians, and any¬ 
one else with the slightest ability to mobilise public opinion, remain under detention. 

The government’s case is that these measures have prevented deaths. But this cannot 
be the only index by which to assess “normalcy” in Kashmir. As the state’s DGP told this 
newspaper, peaceful yes, but that is not the same as normal. Implicit in the justification 
of no deaths is the admission that locking up people and cutting off their phones was the 
only way to implement what the government anticipated would be unpopular decisions, 
the argument being that there would have been protests and the law enforcers would 
have been pushed to use strong methods to restore order. In the last few weeks, several 
government functionaries have made the surprising declaration that the Centre’s deci¬ 
sions have the backing of the majority of the people in the Valley. The only test of the pop¬ 
ular mood will come when those who have been detained are released, phones restored, 
and people are allowed to communicate as free citizens do in any democracy. 

After the next 40 days, the map of J&K will change, likely irrevocably. There may even 
be an announcement of elections in the two UTs. But before all that, the government 
needs to lift the restrictions it has imposed in the Valley, and ready a plan to deal with the 
consequences that it seems to fear. Good governance, the government’s promise for Naya 
Kashmir, cannot take place in an environment in which people have to be locked up and 
their voices cannot be heard. 


Raise the bar 


PM’s pledge to raise India’s renewable energy commitments 
should occasion a debate on the challenges faced by the sector 


O N MONDAY, AT the Global Climate Action Summit in New York, Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi, made several announcements that underscored India’s com¬ 
mitment towards addressing pressing environmental challenges. He talked 
about his government’s plans to curb plastic use and invited countries to join 
the Coalition For Disaster Resilient Infrastructure. But the centrepiece of the prime minis¬ 
ter’s speech was his announcement on upscaling India’s renewable energy ambition. “By 
2022, we plan to increase our renewable energy capacity to much beyond 175 GW, and later 
to 450 GW,” he said. The prime minister’s reiteration of a clean energy path for the country’s 
development is welcome. And, there is little doubt that the country has made big strides in 
renewable energy (RE) in the last five years. At the same time, however, the PM’s speech 
should also occasion a stocktaking of the challenges faced by the sector. 

Increasing the share of non-fossil fuels in the country’s energy mix is the bedrock of 
India’s commitments under the Paris Climate Pact. The country pledged an installed elec¬ 
tricity capacity of 175 GW by 2022 — a more than five-fold capacity increase in seven 
years. In the last four years, India has more than doubled its RE capacity. This impressive 
achievement notwithstanding, the country will need to step up its pace. To meet its Paris 
Pact target, India will need to add more than 20 GW of RE installation a year, more than 
double the rate achieved in the past four years. Developments in the solar energy sector 
give an inkling of the challenges likely to be faced when the RE ambitions are upscaled. 
According to the clean energy research outfit, Mercom, the country added 8.3 GW of so¬ 
lar capacity last year. This is a 13 per cent dip from 2017. The fall in pace of adding solar 
installations has continued this year. Land acquisitions are a major worry for large-scale 
solar projects, the Mercom report noted. The loss in momentum could well be temporary. 
But policymakers should ill-afford to ignore it given that solar installations constitute 
nearly 60 per cent of the country’s RE energy mix under its Paris commitments. 

PM Modi’s New York announcement is consistent with India’s goal of generating 40 
per cent of its electricity by renewables by 2030. When it comes to RE, the gap between 
installed capacity and actual electricity generation can be large, especially when weather 
conditions are not congenial. Conversation about REs in the country have largely been 
about installed capacity. In the spirit of the PM’s New York speech, the discourse on RE 
needs to go one notch higher. 


Welcome, Fleabag 


Emmy awards marked the end of one era of US television, 

beginning of a new one 


T HE 2019 EMMY awards marked, in a sense, an end of an era. The so-called “golden 
age of television" in America began with The Sopranos, a show on HBO and has 
seemingly come to a close—at least in terms of the manner and means of viewer 
engagement — on HBO as well. The final season of Game of Thrones bagged a 
bunch of awards, including the prestigious one for Best Drama Series. But the up-and-com- 
ers that made a strong showing at the awards — Fleabag and The Marvelous Mrs. Maisel — 
signal an era of their own, one at least as promising as the one that has gone by. 

Given the fact that the final season of Game of Thrones (GoT) was, in no uncertain terms, 
a dramatic disaster, the honour by the television academy must be seen as representing 
something more than just its appeal to fans and critics. The show remains the most am¬ 
bitious, in terms of scale and budgets, in serialised fiction and proved that television can 
indeed sustain budgets thus far reserved for the big screen. Spin-offs from George RR 
Martin’s fictional universe are now in the offing, as are re-tellings ofj R RTolkein’s tales 
from Valinor, Middle Earth and Numenor. However, Fleabag remains the story of the 
night. Irreverent and funny, the show is by women, and about women. It straddles with 
brilliance the conflicts of sexuality, identity and love. It is not based on big budgets and big 
names, but sharp writing and good acting. Phoebe Waller-Bridge, the writer and star of 
the show, has a bunch of trophies. 

While GoT is among the last shows that made a name with appointment viewing, 
Fleabag, available on a streaming platform, will be binge-watched. That it has been recog¬ 
nised by the mainstream is a sign that television as we knew it is almost gone. But, more 
importantly, even a decade ago, an adult comedy with a funny woman character unafraid 
to be gross would be something appreciated on the edge of popular culture. Now, it is at 
the centre.

Bank mergers do not address the crux of the crisis: The 
nexus between lenders, borrowers and election funding 


INDIA’S ECONOMIC CRISIS that is finding ex¬ 
pression in low-growth rates and high unem¬ 
ployment rates is partly due to the decline of 
investments, which is partly due to the fact 
that companies cannot get access to loans as 
easily as before. This is a direct consequence 
of the huge level of the banks’ Non 
Performing Assets (NPAs), which have 
jumped from Rs 1.2 trillion in 2012 to 9.5 tril¬ 
lion in 2018. Public banks represented 70 per 
cent of these NPAs. Last month, after a year of 
reflection, the Centre announced reforms in 
the banking system, which are mostly about 
the merger of weak banks. But “reform” could 
actually be the wrong word if nothing else is 
done, because last month’s decision does not 
address the crux of the matter. 

To understand what is at stake in the NPA 
story, one needs first to understand why the 
public sector banks lent so much money to 
companies which are today unable to pay it 
back. In the 2000s, when the UPA held office, 
everybody thought that double digit growth 
rates were there to stay. But this euphoria was 
not the only factor and the dubious practice 
did not stop in 2014. 

In 2015, a 57-page report of Credit Suisse 
gave a detailed account of the formidable 
debts accumulated by a dozen big Indian 
companies. Incidentally, soon after that, the 
RBI declared 12 Indian companies responsi¬ 
ble for 25 per cent of the NPAs—a list that re¬ 
mained secret. The Credit Suisse report 
showed that companies facing heavy debts 
continued to borrow from the banking sys¬ 
tem. The Adani group’s debt, for instance, in¬ 
creased by 16 per cent in 2015. 

The piling up of the NPAs has to do with 
the relationship between the country’s mlers 
and the heads of the public banks. A retired 
bank CEO, Anjan Basu, has reportedly testi¬ 
fied that CEOs of public banks tend to be un¬ 
der structural pressures as members of the 
Government of India ask them to lend some 
money to industrialists.

But why do governments in India insist 
that loans be given to industrialists, even when 
their projects are not good enough to generate 
the money needed to repay the bank? This 
question has much to do with the curse of 
crony capitalism. As we’ve shown recently in 
Business and Politics in India (a book I co-ed- 
ited with Atul Kohli and Kanta Murali), the 
nexus between businessmen and politicians 
is based on a classic exchange of favours: The 
former help the latter to get access to credit in 
return for hinds for election campaigns. 

Politics has become a very costly activity 
in India. According to several estimates — in¬ 
cluding those by the Centre for Media Studies 
and the Association for Democratic Reforms — 
India’s 17th general elections were the costli¬ 
est ever in the history of democracies, with 
the parties spending $7.2 billion (more than 
double what was spent 10 years ago). The BJP 
spent between 45 and 55 per cent of this — 
approximately 3.6 billion dollars — while the 
Congress spent 15 to 20 per cent. Cash, dmgs, 
liquor and precious metals worth nearly Rs 
3,500 crore were reportedly seized by enforce¬ 
ment agencies in the mn-up to the Lok Sabha 
polls — nearly three times the amount seized 
five years ago, with the BJP beating all records 
in this regard. 

Political parties were able to amass money 
due to a scheme pushed through by the Modi 
government in 2016, authorising businesses 
and individuals to make anonymous contri¬ 
butions to political parties — electoral bonds. 
The BJP reportedly reaped 95 per cent of the 
contributions through such bonds which for¬ 
mer Chief Election Commissioner S Y Qureshi, 
described as “legalisation of crony capitalism”. 

What was this money for? Mostly adver¬ 
tisements. Between February 7 and March 2, 
Alt News scrutinised the Ad Library Report of 
Facebook to find out that pro-BJP and pro¬ 
central government pages represented 70 per 


cent of the total ad revenue made public by 
Facebook. Of the top 10 political advertisers, 
eight were related to the BJP and spent Rs 2.3 
crore on Facebook ads — the Congress Party 
coming a poor third, behind the BJD. But 
many pages supported the BJP without de¬ 
claring their links with the party. The total 
amount of money spent on Facebook ads by 
the BJP and supporting pages was over Rs. 2.7 
crore in one month. But even more money 
was to be spent in the following weeks and 
months. Between February 20 and April 24, 
2019, the BJP spent about Rs 6 crore on polit¬ 
ical ads on Google platforms, 10 times more 
than the Congress. On Facebook, the BJP offi¬ 
cially spent Rs 1.32 crore between early 
February and April 20. While this is higher 
than any other party’s expenditure, this fig¬ 
ure still conceals some other publicity initia¬ 
tives. Unofficial BJP Facebook pages, such 
‘Bharat ke Mann Id Baat’, ‘Nation with NaMo’ 
and ‘My First Vote for Modi’ cumulatively 
spent Rs 4.50 crore in the same period. 

A reform of the banking system worth 
that name would imply more than the amal¬ 
gamation of weak banks: A protection of the 
banks’ CEOs from political interferences — 
which also result recurrently in campaigns 
of loan waivers. Such an immunisation may 
be achieved via a dose of privatisation (some¬ 
thing compatible with the programme of the 
BJP, market-oriented on paper) as the private 
banks are not as badly affected by the NPAs 
as the public ones. But it can also result from 
the enforcement of a more rigorous manage¬ 
ment autonomy under the aegis of a robust 
regulator. Of course, the objective would be 
reached more easily if politicians were not 
allowed to spend so much money at the time 
of elections. But this change would imply an 
even more robust regulator!

A New Approach 

Awareness campaigns are needed to deal with climate change 


WE ARE DELIGHTED that Prime Minister 
Narendra Modi made an impassioned ap¬ 
peal for the reduction in the use of chemicals 
in agriculture. Though, in time, the PM will 
realise it is easier to announce new ap¬ 
proaches than to get the agriculture system 
to embrace the appeal. This does not have to 
be. Public policy and allocation of funds can 
play a critical role and change the trajectory. 
The biggest threat to India is climate change. 
Many civilisations disappeared and empires 
have collapsed due to shifting rainfall pat¬ 
terns or prolonged drought. 

In the run-up to the climate change sum¬ 
mit, these points were raised by the IPCC. 
Over 100 million hectares in India is in the 
process of serious degradation, desertifica¬ 
tion and salinisation. Situated in the tropics, 
India has witnessed a many-fold increase in 
extreme weather events since 1950 and will 
be severely impacted by production vari¬ 
ability. Soils are being lost upto 100 times 
faster than they can form and high temper¬ 
atures increase the incidence of pests and 
diseases. These will necessitate using more 
chemicals on the farm. Without the active 
participation of stakeholders and aid of in¬ 
digenous and local knowledge, we cannot 
address these issues. 

These alternative approaches require a 
paradigm shift towards principles of agroe¬ 
cology and weaning farmers by repurposing 
subsidies for ecosystem services. This re¬ 
quires a combination of different kinds of 
crop planting practices, different forms of 
mechanisation, aggregation and distribution 
of commodities. It is not easy and the myopic 
outlook of policymakers discourages them 
from believing it is feasible. As a society, we

are not yet ready to commit to lifestyle trade¬ 
offs and more significantly, commoditisation 
of the food systems will impose stiff barriers 
in changing the status quo. 

The bull run in commodity prices ended 
by 2013. Since then, food prices have gener¬ 
ally remained subdued, instilling a sense of 
complacency amongst the public and those 
that influence policy. Consequently, there has 
been a steady but subtle shift in the narra¬ 
tive from agriculture to food, from yield to 
sustainability, from productivity to prosper¬ 
ity and from quantity to quality. Policies are 
being formulated where rather than sup¬ 
porting agriculture production, farmer liveli¬ 
hoods are to be supported by schemes like 
PM Kisan. Additionally, public funding for re¬ 
search and the subsequent deployment of 
funds for fundamental research and human 
resources has reduced in real terms. This is 
worrying as it comes at a time when scien¬ 
tists are warning of impending challenges in 
food availability arising from climate change. 

Policymakers are blissfully unmindful of 
their own inadequacies. India’s population 
will peak in 20 years and wild claims are be¬ 
ing made that it will have a problem of 20 per 
cent surplus production. The recent surge in 
surpluses are deceiving and too meagre to jus¬ 
tify such smug satisfaction. Ironically, deci¬ 
sion-makers are simultaneously targeting an 
increase in food production by 50 per cent by 
2050. Sadly, this has become the cornerstone 
of our national policy and the metric for meas¬ 
uring farmer prosperity. To expect a system 
that nurtures the problem to transform itself 
is as ridiculous a notion as “zero budget farm¬ 
ing” demonising “organic farming”. 

Unrestrained profiteering by agri-busi¬ 


nesses is expediting climate change. Starved 
of funds, the exhausted public research sys¬ 
tem has taken a similar and easier path to 
maximise farm yields by monocropping and 
use of chemicals, encouraging agricultural 
practices that emit human-induced green¬ 
house gases. Economists will disagree but 
farm-gate prices have to rise substantially to 
account for the real cost of growing food for 
farmers to change practices and for agricul¬ 
ture to sequester carbon. Present practices 
extract a heavy environmental footprint, 
completing a vicious circle that makes agri¬ 
culture more problematic while agriculture 
itself also intensifies climate change, com¬ 
pelling yields to be maximised. 

As a result, millions of acres of a few cereal 
crops are planted. This is at variance with 
conserving biodiversity, which is essential 
for safeguarding the global commons. 
Worse, higher yielding seeds are quickly 
adopted by farmers — now over 80 per cent 
of most crop production comes from a hand¬ 
ful of varieties in each crop type. Additionally, 
growing ecologically unsuitable crops in par¬ 
ticular ecosystems is literally killing the 
planet. But policymakers are failing to grasp 
that food systems are breaching a breaking 
point of unsustainability. Policies on food 
production are not reflecting the exigency 
for change. 

It’s absolutely essential to invest billions 
in a decade-long awareness campaign to re¬ 
duce wastage of food and change consumer 
behaviour. If not, climate change prophesies 
will come true.

Wasting an opportunity 

Some municipal authorities, civic-minded citizens are trying to encourage 
segregation of waste. But there is a disturbing pushback against this effort

THE HRST RULE of waste management all over 
the world is that households must keep their 
wastes separate before it is collected from the 
doorstep. The Solid Waste Management Rules 
2016 in our country prescribe the same. If we 
do not mix wet waste with dry waste, the bur¬ 
den of solid waste management on our mu¬ 
nicipalities reduces significantly. The wet 
waste can be composted locally; the dry recy¬ 
clable waste can go for recycling and what re¬ 
mains can be safely disposed. Our cities will 
then be really cleaned up as opposed to just 
be made to look clean. 

Some municipal authorities and civic- 
minded individuals (mostly women) are in¬ 
culcating good habits among city dwellers of 
not mixing waste. But there is a disturbing 
pushback to this campaign from three forces 
which are implicitly misguiding people that 
there are “smart” ways of handling mixed 
waste, which make segregation unnecessary. 

First, the good news. Tamil Nadu has 
achieved 100 per cent segregation in 20 of its 
50 smaller municipalities, and 80 to 90 per cent 
in the rest. However, the capital city of Chennai 
is lagging, segregating only 50 per cent of its 
waste. Waste collection is organised daily for 
wet waste and once a week for dry waste. This 
is extremely important because the unmixed 
transportation and processing of wet and dry 
waste encourages citizens to keep their waste 
unmixed too. Wet waste, which is more than 
half the total waste, is used for composting or 
biomethanation in a decentralised manner. It 
reduces, at one stroke, the need for long-dis¬ 
tance transportation of waste by half. 

In Bengaluru, citizens have taken up the 
cause themselves. Shanthi Tummala and her 
team of waste warriors have achieved about 
90 per cent segregation in the HSR Layout 
ward, which has 30,000 households. They 
have an awareness-building programme and 
also a strict penalty of Rs 500 when mixed 
waste is handed out. The ward now houses 
India’s first compost learning centre where 
different models of home and lane compost¬ 
ing are showcased, and residents can come 
for training. The Purva Venezia apartment 
complex with about 1,300 households has 
been segregating their waste 100 per cent for 
the last seven years and produces compost of 
excellent quality. This is being used by farmers 
to improve their yields. 

There are fledgeling efforts even in South 
Delhi to persuade people to keep their wastes 
unmixed. Bhavreen Kandhari, a homemaker 
and an environmental activist, together with 
a few like-minded residents of Defence 
Colony, are hard at work building awareness 
for keeping wet waste separate. They are 
working with South Delhi Municipal 
Corporation (SDMC) to gain access to bio- 
composters in the colony. Charu Gupta, a 
homemaker and Priti Wadhwa, a chartered 
accountant by profession, of Greater Kailash 
I, have got together to persuade residents of 
areas in and around the colony to keep their 
waste unmixed. They have tied up with Pick 
My Trash, a joint initiative of the NGO Chintan 
and Safai Sena (a registered group of waste 
collectors) for recyclables to be picked up from 
the locality and transported to a material re- 
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covery facility at regular intervals. More 
households are coming forth, slowly but 
surely, to segregate their waste at source and 
participate in this effort. It is heartening to see 
homemakers becoming community makers. 
SDMC itself has decided to experiment. In 
Punjabi Bagh, they have set up a composting 
plant (1TPD) and a biomethanation plant (5 
TPD), which would require segregating wet 
waste from dry waste. 

The pushback comes, first, from seemingly 
superior technology, which is actually retro¬ 
grade. Earlier in these columns, we talked of 
the perils of waste-to-energy plants which 
rely on the incineration of mixed waste (Toxic 
plants’, IE, January 30). Such plants in India 
have been either non-starters or highly pol¬ 
luting failures. Even so, several cities are pro¬ 
moting incineration of mixed waste. Each 
state would be well advised to set up a high- 
level technical committee, with environmen¬ 
tal experts, to lay down a policy on this issue. 

Two additional factors which push the sys¬ 
tem away from segregating wastes have to do 
with waste management practices. The prac¬ 
tice of entering into waste transport contracts 
with private parties in which payment for 
waste transportation is made on a tonnage ba¬ 
sis provides an incentive to maximise the 
weight of waste any which way. They add wet 
waste, at times malba, and also get their 
doorstep waste collection staff to mix what¬ 
ever is given to them separately. 

The rapidly growing use of compactors is 
the other villain. Compactors are expensive 
machines that squeeze and compress the vol¬ 
ume of waste. Whether installed at the dhalao 
or in the mobile truck, they enable more waste 
to be carried per trip and, thus, reduce trans¬ 
portation costs. Kolkata Municipal 
Corporation was the first in 2012 to use com¬ 
pactors at dhalaos. A national daily announced 
this as “The city took a step ahead towards be¬ 
coming a vat-free metropolis”. Vat in this con¬ 
text is not a tax but a dustbin in a public space. 
The central message was that garbage was 
now going to be out of sight, and there will be 
no stench and vector-borne diseases in the 
vicinity. There has been a rapid increase in the 
purchase of compactors in many cities, includ¬ 
ing Delhi. Lucknow has purchased 20 com¬ 
pactors, and Ludhiana is proposing to pur¬ 
chase 39 compactors with funds from the 
Smart City Mission. 

Compactors are the antithesis of segrega¬ 
tion. The compacted waste is unfit for any re-

source recovery or safe disposal. Use of com¬ 
pactors on mixed waste makes it almost im¬ 
possible to extract the recyclable dry waste 
such as plastics, metal, paper and cardboard 
from the mixture.

After the compacted waste is transported 
and dumped, the lack of aeration at the site 
results in the decomposing wet waste gener¬ 
ating methane, a potent greenhouse gas that 
causes global warming. As waste pickers rou¬ 
tinely light fires at landfill sites to extract scrap 
metal, the presence of methane gas stokes the 
fire further, and the presence of PVC plastic in 
the compacted waste means that the burning 
of plastics would release carcinogenic dioxins 
and furans. 

A much smarter alternative for municipal¬ 
ities under the Smart Cities Mission would be 
to promote decentralised composting of wet 
waste, tie-up with local “kabadiwalas” or 
NGOs for recyclable dry waste, and work on 
safe disposal of the rest. The savings from 
eliminating costly secondary transport can 
easily fund the constmction and operation of 
decentralised centres for the processing of wet 
and dry waste. Compactor-based waste man¬ 
agement is vendor-driven and should be dis¬ 
couraged. The Ministry of Housing and Urban 
Affairs should either stop financing com¬ 
pactors under the Mission or at least offer mu¬ 
nicipalities similar levels of support for more 
sustainable methods of waste management. 

There was a similar pushback on alterna¬ 
tives to landfilling when Municipal Solid 
Waste Rules 2000 were notified. Almitra Patel, 
a member of the Supreme Court Committee 
which provided the basis for those Rules, re¬ 
calls a lecture tour by a manager of New York’s 
largest landfill at the time to promote landfill¬ 
ing in India. Today, New York plans near-zero 
waste to landfill by2030, which is in line with 
our Rules 2000. The difference is that they are 
working towards it, while we are far from en¬ 
forcing the Rules.

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Upheaval in Israel 

The impending political change of guard has implications beyond Jerusalem 


AFTER HIS DOUBLE defeat in the legislative 
elections, Benjamin Netanyahu is exploring 
all the possibilities to retain his decades-old 
doctrine in Israel. He even appealed to his 
nearest rival, Benny Gantz, to form a Unity 
Government, but the proposal was rejected. 
No party could get the majority number of 61 
in the 120-member Knesset. The picture was 
almost the same when no party could prove 
majority after the first election held in April, 
and the nation again went to the polls on 
September 17. The new results witnessed a 
typical change in the voting pattern of the Arab 
Israeli who had almost boycotted the elections 
earlier—more than 50 per cent of the minor¬ 
ity population had not used their voting right. 

But this time, the Arab-Majority Joint List 
Party, with 13 seats, is being seen as a king 
maker. Netanyahu’s Likud party (31 seats) and 
his rival Blue and White party — headed by 
former military chief of staff, Benny Gantz (33 
seats) — need to reach the figure of 61 to form 
a government. Hopefully, the parties won’t 
prefer to go to the polls thrice and will attempt 
a coalition. It is now clear that the Blue and 
White party will not form the Unity 
Government, which includes all the religious 
right-wing parties and would intend to form 
a broad Unity Government led by Gantz. The 
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right-wingers were accused of bribery and 
corruption during the campaigns. The nation- 
alist Yisrael Beiteinu party — headed by 
Avigdor Liberman, a former defence minister 
—also holds eight seats, and would play a de¬ 
cisive role in government formation. But he 
has made it clear that it cannot join the gov¬ 
ernment with the Arab-majority Joint List 
party: Hence, the Gantz leadership can ally ei¬ 
ther with the Arab List party having 13 seats or 
with Liberman’s party which has eight seats: 
The same Liberman had prevented Netanyahu 
from forming a coalition after the April elec¬ 
tion because he refused to back down on a dis¬ 
pute with religious parties over exempting ul¬ 
tra-orthodox men from the military services. 

Apart from this, Gantz can count on the 
support of Labour, which has six seats, and the 
Left-wing Democratic Union with five seats. 
In contrast, Netanyahu can count on the sup¬ 
port of parties like Shas, United Torah Judaism 
and Yamina along with other ultra-orthodox 
right wing parties. This coalition might gather 
the support of 55 seats, but will remain shy of 
the majority. But it is not the first time when 
Israel has witnessed a deadlocked election. In 
1984, the then prime minister, Yitzhak Shamir, 
from the Likud bloc, and the opposition leader, 
Shimon Peres from Labor Party, had formed 



the government of National Unity. 

This election result is important for the rest 
of the world. The whole world was upset due 
to the illegal and aggressive policies imposed 
by Netanyahu cabinet. It had passed a new 
Settlement Bill which legalises Israeli settle¬ 
ment homes on private Palestine land in the 
West Bank. Around 120 formal settlements 
have been established on disputed territories. 
More importantly, Donald Trump seems to 
have been favourable to such acts of Israel. 
Before the April elections, Tmmp had formally 
recognised Israeli sovereignty over the dis¬ 
puted Golan Heights which had created ten¬ 
sions in the west Asian region. 

This controversial move by the US presi¬ 
dent was just a tactic to help Netanyahu re¬ 
tain power, which did not work. The US 
recognition in December 2017 of Jerusalem 
as Israel’s capital, the shifting of the US em¬ 
bassy from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem, and many 
such incidents, have caused controversy over 
the last three years. All such moves are 
against UN resolutions. The controversial 
Jewish Nation-State Bill, 2018, which offi¬ 
cially defines Israel as the national homeland 
for the Jewish people, was termed as 
“Apartheid” by the international community 
including the EU and the Arab nations. 


Despite knowing the sensitivity of Golan 
Heights, West Bank and Jerusalem, Trump’s 
repeated steps to boost Israeli settlements in 
these disputed territories are against the 
spirit of UN resolutions. The US has always 
been protecting Israel in the UNSC: 
According to statistics from 1991 to 2011, the 
US used 15 out of 24 vetoes to protect Israel 
alone. Tmmp has enjoyed around 25 per cent 
of the Jewish vote in the last general 
elections. Many of his key advisors are 
Jewish too. David Friedman, a staunch sup¬ 
porter of West Bank, was appointed the US 
Ambassador to Israel under the new US 
regime. Trump’s son in-law, Jared Kushner, 
is allegedly involved in projects of the settle¬ 
ments along the West Bank. 

As far as a new Israeli regime is concerned, 
it will also work on the same idea of “one na¬ 
tion theory". But the world community would 
definitely expect from Israel’s new prime min¬ 
ister that he puts all his efforts into maintain¬ 
ing peace on a decades-long crisis under the 
two nations theory. The world also expects 
that under the new leadership, Israel will not 
contravene the resolutions of the UN and EU.

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The reluctant 
politician 

Deen Dayal Upadhyaya, a swayamsevak, 
was pitchforked to lead the Jana Sangh at a 
critical juncture in the party’s history 


SYAMA PRASAD MOOKERJEE walked out 
of Jawaharlal Nehru’s cabinet due to ideo¬ 
logical differences and started the 
Bharatiya Jana Sangh (BJS) in 1950. When 
he approached the RSS for support, the 
leadership decided to second some of its 
best pracharaks, including Deen Dayal 
Upadhyaya, Atal Bihari Vajpayee, Lai 
Krishna Advani, Sundar Singh Bhandari and 
Nanaji Deshmukh. Upadhyaya, who would 
have turned 103 today, became the general 
secretary of the BJS in the party’s very first 
session in December 1951 and worked in 
that capacity for 16 years. 

The emergence of BJS was a historic de¬ 
velopment. The BJS was not just another 
political outfit but a party with a distinct 
philosophy and programme. The Congress 
was the dominant party at that time. The 
Hindu Maha Sabha, Ram Rajya Parishad 
and Swatantra Party were no match to the 
ruling establishment. The communists and 
socialists too lacked a national appeal and 
charismatic leadership. The BJS was estab¬ 
lished to offer a quintessential^ Indian al¬ 
ternative to the Nehru’s politics and polit¬ 
ical philosophy. 

For Upadhyaya, politics wasn’t just for 
capturing power. He would insist on practis¬ 
ing value-based and principled politics. The 
central thmst of his politics was national in¬ 
terest. He was, in fact, a reluctant politician. 
His mentor, M S Golwalkar of the RSS, once 
said: “Deen Dayalji was the most reluctant 
politician, and had many times expressed 
his distress at the kind of work he has been 
entrusted with. He would rather prefer to 
go back to his previous work as a sangh 
pracharak. I told him that I could see nobody 
else who would do the work as well as he 
could. It needed an unshakable faith and 
complete dedication for a man to remain in 
this mess and yet be untouched by it.” 

That parties could so easily and unin- 
hibitedly form alliances without any com¬ 
mitment to principles and programmes 
came as a rude awakening to Upadhyaya. 
The changing contours of India’s political 
landscape were unacceptable to this ideal¬ 
ist. He once said: “Different parties have dif¬ 
ferent viewpoints. People don’t take them 
into account. Out of goodwill they some¬ 
times feel that certain political parties 
should get together. But there are certain 
fundamental issues that justify separate 
existence of the parties. Goodwill alone is 
not enough. That is why we have decided 
that we won’t live in any imaginary world 
and enter into an alliance whose success is 
doubtful. It would be good to work together 
on issues where a consensus is possible; 
otherwise we should operate from our re¬ 
spective platforms.” 

The general elections in 1967 saw the 


Congress decline in a number of states. 
Upadhyaya was forced to abandon ideal¬ 
ism for pragmatism and realpolitik as the 
possibility of forming non-Congress coali¬ 
tion governments emerged in many states. 
The Samyukt Vidhayak Dal (SVD) experi¬ 
ment — a non-Congress alliance of 15 par¬ 
ties — provided an opportunity for the BJS 
to become a part of the ruling establish¬ 
ment in several states. But it also raised the 
hackles of many party workers who saw 
the arrangement as a compromise with 
party ideology and beliefs. “Let not the Jana 
Sangh delude itself that by cohabiting with 
communists, we will be able to change 
them. Kharbooja chakkoo par gire, ya 
chakkoo kharbooja par; katega to kharbooja 
hi —whether the melon falls on the knife or 
the knife falls on the melon, it is the melon 
that gets cut,” argued a party leader. 

Upadhyaya had to use a combination of 
wisdom and realpolitik to convince the 
cadres about the efficacy of the SVD exper¬ 
iment. “It is an irony of the country’s polit¬ 
ical situation that while untouchability in 
the social field is considered to be evil, it is 
sometimes extolled as a virtue in the polit¬ 
ical field. If a party does not wish to prac¬ 
tise untouchability towards its rival in the 
political establishment, it is supposed to be 
doing something wrong. We, in the Jana 
Sangh, certainly do not agree with the com¬ 
munist strategy, tactics and political cul¬ 
ture. But that does not justify an attitude of 
untouchability towards them. If they are 
willing to work with us on the basis of is¬ 
sues, or as part of a government commit¬ 
ted to an agreed programme, I see nothing 
wrong in it. The SVD governments are a 
step towards ending political untouchabil¬ 
ity. The spirit of accommodation shown by 
all parties, despite their sharp differences, 
is a good omen for democracy,” he argued. 

Upadhyay became president of the BJS 
at the party conclave in Kozhikode in 
December 1967. In the RSS scheme of 
things, pracharaks are expected only to 
work as the organisational backbone, 
never to come to the forefront. However, 
in the case of Upadhyay, an exception had 
to be made because of the peculiar situa¬ 
tion that developed in the party at that 
juncture. Several years later, Golwalkar 
would throw some light on the thinking 
of the RSS leadership at that time. “He 
(Deen Dayal) really never wanted this high 
honour, nor did I wish to burden him with 
it. But circumstances so contrived that I 
had to ask him to accept the president post. 
He obeyed like a tme swayamsevak, which 
he was,” said Golwalkar. 

But this arrangement was short-lived. 
Two months after becoming the president, 
on February 11,1968, Upadhyay’s body was 
found by the side of the railway track near 
Mughal Sarai station in Uttar Pradesh. He 
was just 52. He was the second top Jana 
Sangh leader to die under mysterious cir¬ 
cumstances — the first being the founder, 
Syama Prasad Mookerjee, who also died 
mysteriously on June 23,1953. Mookerjee 
too was 52 at the time of his demise.

26 dead, 300 injured in PoK after 
quake jolts northeast Pakistan

A POWERFUL 5.8-magnitude 
earthquake jolted Pakistan-oc¬ 
cupied Kashmir (PoK) and sev¬ 
eral cities in the north-eastern 
parts of the country on Tuesday, 
killing at least 26 people and 
wounding over 300 others. 

According to US Geological 
Survey, the epicentre of the quake 
was near New Mirpur in PoK, 
which was severely affected by 
the quake. The depth of the quake, 
which occurred at 4.02 pm (local 
time), was at 10 kilometres. 

According to the Home 
Department, 26 people were 


killed and over 300 injured in 
Mirpur and surrounding areas 
due to the powerful quake. 

Pakistan Meteorological 
Department’s earthquake centre 
said the 5.8-magnitude earth¬ 
quake was located near the moun¬ 
tainous city of Jehlum in Punjab 
province. However, Minister for 
Science Fawad Chaudhry said that 
the intensity of the quake was 7.1. 

Some houses collapsed in 
Mirpur following the earth¬ 
quake, Deputy Commissioner 


Raja Qaiser said. Parts of a 
mosque also collapsed in the 
area. Emergency has been de¬ 
clared in hospitals across PoK. 

TV channels showed footage 
of heavily damaged roads in 
Mirpur, with many vehicles over¬ 
turned. Several cars fell into the 
deep cracks on the roads. The 
building of the state-run 
Broadcasting House in Mirpur 
was badly damaged. 

Several cities including 
Peshawar, Rawalpindi, Lahore, 


Skardu, Kohat, Charsadda, Kasur, 
Faisalabad, Gujrat, Sialkot, 
Abbottabad, Mansehra, Chitral, 
Malakand, Multan, Shangla, 
Okara, Nowshera, Attock and 
Jhang felt the tremor. 

Prime Minister Imran Khan, 
who is in New York to attend the 
UN General Assembly, expressed 
grief over the loss of human life. 
He directed all the concerned de¬ 
partments to provide immediate 
assistance to the quake-hit areas. 
President Arif Alvi also expressed 
deep sorrow over the loss of lives. 

Pakistan Army Chief General 
Qamarjaved Bajwa directed “im¬ 
mediate rescue operation in aid of 
civil administration” for victims of 
earthquake in PoK. PTI 


Eight babies 
die in Algeria 
hospital fire, 
officials say

EIGHT BABIES were killed when 
a fire ripped through a maternity 
hospital in eastern Algeria before 
dawn on Tuesday, emergency 
services said. 

“We managed to rescue 11 
babies, 107 women and 28 staff’ 
after the 3.50 am (0250 GMT) 
fire in the hospital in Oued Souf, 
500 kilometres (300 miles) 
southeast of Algiers, spokesman 
Captain Nassim Bernaoui said. 

“Unfortunately we regret the 
deaths of eight babies, some 
from burns and others from 
smoke inhalation,” he said, 
adding that the entire hospital 
had been evacuated. 

Dozens of fire engines were 
deployed to bring the blaze un¬ 
der control. 

The cause of the fire was not 
immediately clear, Bernaoui 
said. 

According to Algerian public 
television, preliminary enquiries 
suggested an electric anti-mos- 
quito device short-circuited and 
caused the fire. 

Images of charred children’s 
wards were published by local 
media. Private television chan¬ 
nel Ennahar TV aired footage of 
Oued Souf residents protesting 
outside the hospital watched by 
the security forces.

US PRESIDENT Donald Tmmp on 
Tuesday denounced Iran’s 
“blood lust” and called on other 
nations to join the United States 
to pressure Iran after attacks on 
Saudi oil facilities, but said there 
is a path to peace. 

“America knows that while 
anyone can make war, only the 
most courageous can choose 
peace,” Trump said in an address 
to the United Nations General 
Assembly annual gathering of 
world leaders. 

In his third annual UN ap¬ 
pearance, Trump offered a more 
subdued tone compared to the 
bombast of his previous 
speeches to the UN in 2017 and 
2018, looking to convey a more 
reassuring presence as he asks 
Americans for a second term 
next year despite a fresh push 
for his impeachment among 
some Democrats. 

The President implored the 
world’s leaders to prioritise their 
own nations, stressing the bene¬ 
fits of strong borders and one- 
on-one trade deals while reject¬ 
ing sweeping transnational 
organisations and alliances. 

“The future does not belong 
to globalists. The future belongs 
to patriots. The future belongs 
to strong, independent na¬ 
tions,” Trump told a murmur¬ 
ing crowd at the General 
Assembly. “Globalism exerted a 
religious pull over past leaders 
causing them to ignore their 
own national interests. Those 
days are over.” 

The response to Tmmp in the 
chamber was relatively muted, 
a year after the crowd laughed 


when he boasted about his 
achievements and gasped in 
2017 when he threatened to 
wipe out North Korea. 

On Iran, Tmmp said, “All na¬ 
tions have a duty to act. No re¬ 
sponsible government should 
subsidize Iran’s blood lust. As 
long as Iran’s menacing behav¬ 
ior continues sanctions will 
not be lifted, they will be 
tightened.” 

Trump had a stern message 
for China and its President, Xi 
Jinping, with whom he is 
locked in a trade war that is 
damaging both their 
economies. He said the world 
is watching how Beijing han¬ 
dles mass demonstrations in 
Hong Kong that have height¬ 
ened fears of a potential 
Chinese crackdown. 

“Hopefully we can reach an 
agreement that will be benefi¬ 
cial to both countries. But as I 
have made clear I will not accept 
a bad deal for the American peo¬ 
ple,” Trump said. 


TRUMPSLAMMED 
FOR TROLLING GRETA 
THUNBERG SPEECH 

New York: US President Donald 
Trump stirred up fresh outrage 
on social media Monday with a 
tweet mocking an impassioned 
speech made by 16-year-old ac¬ 
tivist Greta Thunberg at the UN 
climate summit in New York. 

Thunberg accused world 
leaders of betraying her genera¬ 
tion by failing to act on rising 
emissions, repeating the words 
“how dare you” four times. 

“She seems like a very 
happy young girl looking for¬ 
ward to a bright and wonder¬ 
ful future.

More Democrats seek to begin impeachment proceedings

freeze nearly $400 million in aid 
to Ukraine a few days before a 
phone call in which he pressured 
the Eastern European nation’s 
leader to investigate the family 
of political rival Joe Biden, a rev¬ 
elation that comes as more 
Democrats move toward im¬ 
peachment proceedings. 

Trump, in remarks to re¬ 
porters at the United Nations on 
Tuesday, said he held up the aid 
to fight corruption and urge 
European nations to share in 
helping out Ukraine. 

“I’d withhold again,” Trump 
said. “And I’ll continue to with¬ 
hold until such time as Europe 
and other nations contribute to 
Ukraine.” He named Germany

tries that should “put up money.” 

The matter, which is now part 
of a whistleblower complaint, 
has sparked questions about 
whether the president improp¬ 
erly used his office to pressure a 
foreign country to help his own 
reelection prospects. Democrats 
are demanding more informa¬ 
tion about the whistleblower’s 
allegations, and more than a 
dozen have for the first time 


raised the prospect of impeach¬ 
ing the President. They include a 
group of moderate House fresh¬ 
men in competitive districts. 

At issue is a summer phone 
call with Ukraine President 
Volodymyr Zelenskiy, in which 
Trump is said to have pushed for 
investigations into Biden and his 
son. In the days before that call, 
Trump ordered that aid to 
Ukraine be frozen, according to 
two people familiar with but not 
authorized to discuss private 
conversations. They spoke on 
the condition of anonymity. 

Trump has insisted he did 
nothing wrong and has denied 
that any requests for help in 
procuring damaging information 
about the Bidens were tied to the 
aid freeze. Biden is among the 
leading candidates in the 
Democratic presidential primary. 

The United States began pro¬ 
viding military aid to the govern¬ 
ment of Ukraine shortly after 
Russia illegally annexed Ukraine’s 
Crimean peninsula in 2014. AP 


Harare’s Main Water Treatment Plant Shut Down 

Zimbabwe’s capital runs dry as taps cut off for 2 million people

THE MORE than 2 million resi¬ 
dents of Zimbabwe’s capital 
and surrounding towns are 
now without water after au¬ 
thorities shut down the city’s 
main treatment plant, raising 
new fears about disease after a 
recent cholera outbreak while 
the economy crumbles further. 

Officials in Harare have 
struggled to raise foreign cur¬ 
rency to import water treatment 
chemicals; about $2.7 million is 
needed per month. Meanwhile, 
water levels in polluted dams 


are dropping because of 
drought. 

“Everyone living in Harare is 
affected, they don’t have wa¬ 
ter,” City Council spokesman 
Michael Chideme said Tuesday, 
as residents turned to options 
such as bottled water or wells. 

Chideme called it a danger¬ 
ous situation because of the 
risk of water-borne diseases. 
“Maybe the situation will be re¬ 
solved by tomorrow but we are 
not sure,” he said. 

The capital now frequently 
records cases of diseases such as 
typhoid due to water shortages 
and dilapidated sewer infra¬ 
structure. Some residents are 


forced to get water from shal¬ 
low, unsafe wells and defecate 


in the open.

Twenty-six people died last 
year in a cholera outbreak, lead¬ 
ing President Emmerson 
Mnangagwa to express public 
dismay that Zimbabweans 
were suffering from a “me¬ 
dieval” disease. 

The country once was a 
bright spot in southern Africa 
and a regional breadbasket but 
the economy has collapsed in 
recent years, and foreign cur¬ 
rency is hard to come by. Prices 
for many basic items continue 
to rise, and the public health 
care system falters as some 
doctors and others say they can 


hardly afford the commute 
to work. 

As services largely collapse, 
many Harare residents in recent 
months have found themselves 
lining up at wells in the middle 
of the night for water or lighting 
their homes by candle or 
mobile phone. 

The deepening frustrations 
have exploded more than once 
into protests that have swiftly 
been followed by sometimes vi¬ 
olent government crackdowns.

Align conditions 
for the return of 
Boeing 737 MAX: 
IATA to regulators 

US FAA says individual nations will 
decide when the plane can fly again

AT A time when aviation 
regulators across the world 
have indicated that they 
would be running assess¬ 
ments of the Boeing 
737 MAX independent of 
the US Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA), the 
International Air Transport 
Association (IATA) has called 
for an alignment among reg¬ 
ulators for re-entry of the 
grounded aircraft. 

“The real point is to re¬ 
store mutual trust among 
regulators and a complete 
alignment to ensure that the 
single certification system 
works properly as it has for 
the past 70-80 years. That is 
the key priority,” said 
Alexandre de Juniac, direc¬ 
tor general and CEO of IATA 
- a trade body representing 
290 airlines across the 
world. 

Regulators including the 
European Aviation Safety 
Agency (EASA), UAE’s 
General Civil Aviation 
Authority and even India’s 
Directorate General of Civil 
Aviation (DGCA) have indi¬ 
cated conducting their own 
validation tests before clear¬ 
ing the aircraft — which saw 
two fatal crashes within five 
months, killing 346 people 
on board. 

“You lose the effective¬ 
ness of the single system of 
certification which is based 
on one authority responsi¬ 
ble for certification and mu¬ 
tual recognition in the other 
part of the world, which is 
the key element. It will 
make everything complex 
and create a mistrust in the 
old system, which I think is a 
big problem. That is the rea¬ 
son we are urging regulators 
to align their conditions and 
schedules,” de Juniac told re¬ 
porters during a conference 
call on Tuesday.

about DGCA’s plans for con¬ 
ducting independent tests 
on Boeing’s 737 MAX, which 
counts Indian budget carrier 
Spicejet as one of its cus¬ 
tomers. 

A DGCA official had 
said that while it was still 
early days to spell out India’s 
plan of action, a validation of 
the plane will be conducted 
to ensure all safety parame¬ 
ters are met. India had 
grounded the aircraft model 
in March “until appropriate 
modifications and safety 
measures are undertaken to 
ensure their safe opera¬ 
tions”. 

On Monday, the US FAA 
had pointed out that it still 
has no timeframe to lift the 
grounding of the aircraft, 
and that individual coun¬ 
tries will decide when the 
plane can fly again. 

“Our first priority is 
safety, and we have set no 
timeframe for when the 
work will be completed. 
Each government will make 
its own decision to return 
the aircraft to service, based 
on a thorough safety assess¬ 
ment,” the US FAA said in a 
statement. 

The FAA’s comments fol¬ 
lowed a meeting held by the 
US aviation watchdog with 
international regulators in 
Montreal, and indicate a 
deadlock between various 
regulators on the decision to 
allow the aircraft’s re-entry 
into service.

RESERVE BANK of India (RBI) 
Governor Shaktikanta Das on 
Tuesday said the reduction in cor¬ 
porate tax rates announced by the 
government is a “very bold meas¬ 
ure” which makes Indian compa¬ 
nies competitive from taxation 
standpoint. In its biggest booster 
dose to a slowing economy, the 
Centre on Friday announced a cut 
in corporate taxes for domestic 
companies to 22 per cent and for 
new domestic manufacturing 
companies to 15 per cent, hoping 
it will kickstart stalled private in¬ 
vestment and fuel growth. 

“It is a very bold measure, and 
it is a highly positive step. India’s 
corporate tax now becomes very 
competitive compared to other 
emerging market economies in 
ASEAN and other parts of Asia. So 
far as international investors are 
concerned, so far as FDI is con¬ 
cerned, I think India stands defi¬ 
nitely in a very competitive posi¬ 
tion, and would be able to attract 
higher investments,” Das said, as 
per a PTI report. “Domestic in¬ 
vestors will now have more cash, 
enabling them to undertake more 
capital expenditure. They can in¬ 
vest more and some of them can

AS MANY as nine states have re¬ 
ported a decline in banks’ credit 
outstanding to agriculture and al¬ 
lied activities during the financial 
year ended March 2019, despite 
a rise in the overall credit offtake 
to the sector across the country. 

Though the overall agri credit 
outstanding rose from Rs 13.69 
lakh crore in March 2018 to Rs 
15.29 lakh crore in March 2019, it 
was largely boosted by a huge rise 
in credit flow of over Rs 97,278 
crore to Maharashtra which 
topped the list, according to fig¬ 
ures provided by the Reserve 
Bank of India (RBI) under the 
Right to Information (RTI) Act. 

According to the RBI figures, 
the agri credit outstanding of 
Uttar Pradesh — the largest pop¬ 
ulated state — declined to Rs 
91,628 crore in the year-ended 
March 2019 from Rs 97,707 crore 
in the previous year. Karnataka’s 
agri credit portfolio slumped to 
Rs 78,517 crore as of March 2019 
from Rs 90,195 crore in the previ¬ 
ous year. Punjab’s agri credit out¬ 
standing fell to Rs 66,766 crore 
from Rs 72,020 crore in the pre¬ 
vious year. Other states that 
recorded a decline in agri credit 
outstandings are Goa, Jharkhand, 
Mizoram, Nagaland, Sikkim, and 
Telangana, as well as the Union 
Territory of Chandigarh. 

Maharashtra’s farm credit 
portfolio jumped to Rs 426,649 
crore from Rs 329,371 crore in the 
previous fiscal. Uttarakhand also 
showed a big jump in farm out¬ 
standings to Rs 23,703 crore from 
Rs 9,476 crore a year ago. 

The RBI said that State Bank of 
India’s (SBI) farm credit portfolio 
was the largest with outstandings 
of Rs 314,433 crore as of March 
2019, followed by Punjab 
National Bank (Rs 81,500 crore) 
and Canara Bank(Rs 71,169 crore). 

According to bankers, 
Madhya Pradesh, Rajasthan and 
Chhattisgarh proposed farm loan 
waivers last year, which could 
lead to disruption in repayment 
cycle. As much as Rs 1.73 lakh 
crore of farm loans are outstand¬ 
ing in Madhya Pradesh, Rajasthan 
and Chhattisgarh, as per the RBI 
data. Maharashtra, Uttar Pradesh 
and Punjab announced waivers 
in 2017, while Karnataka an¬ 
nounced a waiver in 2018. 

The RBI’s Internal Working 
Group (IWG) to review agricul¬ 
tural credit, headed by Deputy 
Governor MKJain, has raised sev¬ 
eral concerns on the farm front as 
lakhs of small and marginal farm¬ 
ers are yet to be covered by the 
banking system.

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initiatives and schemes aimed at 
financial inclusion, only40.90 per 
cent of small and marginal farm¬ 
ers could be covered by the 
scheduled commercial banks 
(SCBs), the panel said in its report. 

It has proposed a host of steps, 
including replacing the interest 
subvention scheme with Direct 
Benefit Transfer (DBT) and crop 
loans only through kisan credit 
card (KCC) mode to boost and im¬ 
prove the reach of institutional 
credit even, as it asked the Central 
and state governments to avoid 
loan waivers.

The Centre has been fixing the 
target for agricultural credit every 
year. During 2018-19, the 
Government of India set the tar¬ 
get of Rs 11,00,000 crore for agri¬ 
cultural credit. As on March 31, 
2019, commercial banks achieved 
119.9 per cent of their target 
whereas cooperative banks and 
regional rural banks (RRBs) 
achieved 93.26 per cent and 
105.78 percent, respectively. 

The KCC has emerged as an in¬ 
novative credit delivery mecha¬ 
nism to provide adequate and 
timely bank credit to farmers un¬ 
der a single window for their cul¬ 
tivation and other needs, includ¬ 
ing consumption, investment and 
insurance. The KCC has now been 
extended to farmers involved in 
animal husbandry and fishery to 
enable them to meet their work¬ 
ing capital requirements.

OVER A week after the US food 
and drug regulator raised con¬ 
cerns over popular heartburn 
drug ‘ranitidine’ being contam¬ 
inated with cancer-causing sub¬ 
stances, India’s top drug regula¬ 
tory body has begun looking 
into the issue in India. 

The Central Drugs Standard 
Control Organisation (CDSCO) 
Monday wrote to state regula¬ 
tors asking them to “communi¬ 
cate to the manufacturers of 
ranitidine API (active pharma¬ 


ceutical ingredient) and formu¬ 
lations under your jurisdiction 
to verify their products and take 
appropriate measures to ensure 
patient safety.” 

In its letter, a copy of which 
The Indian Express reviewed, the 
regulator has also asked states 
to inform it of any action taken 


in this matter “at the earliest”. 

“It has been reported from 
other countries that some ran¬ 
itidine medicines contain a ni- 
trosamine impurity called N-ni- 
trosodimethylamine (NDMA) at 
low levels,” stated Drugs 
Controller General of India 
(DCGI) VG Somani in the letter. 


The letter, however, does not 
call for any halting of supplies, 
which means the products — 
known popularly through 
brand names like ‘Aciloc’, 
‘Zinetac’, ‘Rantac’, ‘R-Loc’ and 
‘Rankin’ — will continue to be 
marketed in the country. 

On September 13, the US 
Food and Drug Administration 
(US FDA) said in a release it had 
learned that some ranitidine 
medicines, including those 
commonly known under the 
brand name Zantac, contained 
“low levels” of NDMA. It added 
it was evaluating whether these 
levels of the substance posed a 


risk to patients. 

“Although NDMA may 
cause harm in large amounts, 
the levels the FDA is finding in 
ranitidine from preliminary 
tests barely exceed amounts 
you might expect to find in 
common foods,” the US watch¬ 
dog added. 

While the US FDA too has 
not called for individuals to stop 
taking ranitidine at this time, 
some Indian drug makers have 
decided to halt supplies of their 
ranitidine products until inves¬ 
tigations are concluded. 

Dr Reddy’s Laboratories on 
Sunday told PTI that it was sus¬ 


pending supply of its ranitidine 
“worldwide” as a precaution. 

NDMA, an environmental 
contaminant found in water 
and foods, is the same impurity 
that the US FDA had investi¬ 
gated in blood pressure drugs 
valsartan and losartan over the 
last year. 

However, in that case, recalls 
of batches of these drugs were 
called due to the levels of the 
contaminants being at ‘unac¬ 
ceptable’ levels. In India, raniti¬ 
dine is an over Rs 680 crore 
market, according to pharma¬ 
ceutical market research firm 
AIOCD PharmaTrac.

GOOGLE DOES not have to apply 
Europe’s “right to be forgotten” 
law globally, the continent’s top 
court ruled on Tuesday in a land¬ 
mark case that pitted privacy 
rights against freedom of speech. 

The victory for the U.S. tech 
titan means that, while it must 
remove links to sensitive per¬ 
sonal data from its internet 
search results in Europe when 
required, it does not have to 
scrap them from searches else¬ 
where in the world. 

The case has been viewed as 
a landmark test, in an age of an 
internet that knows no borders, 
of whether people can demand

a blanket removal of information 
about themselves from searches 
without stifling free speech and 
legitimate public interest. 

It has also been seen by poli¬ 
cymakers and companies 
around the world as a test of 
whether the European Union 
can extend its laws beyond its

own borders. 

“Currently, there is no obliga¬ 
tion under EU law, for a search 
engine operator who grants a re¬ 
quest for de-referencing made 
by a data subject... to carry out 
such a de-referencing on all the 
versions of its search engine,” the 
Court of Justice of the European 



Union said in its ruling. Google 
welcomed the decision, saying: 
“It’s good to see that the court 
agreed with our arguments.” 

The popular internet search 
engine has previously warned of 
the dangers of overreach by 
Europe. In a blog post two years 
ago, it said there should be a bal¬ 
ance between sensitive personal 
data and the public interest and 
no country should be able to im¬ 
pose rules on citizens of another. 

The right to be forgotten was 
enshrined by the same European 
court in 2014 when it ruled that 
people could ask search engines 
like Google to remove inade¬ 
quate or irrelevant information 
from web results appearing un¬ 
der searches for their names. 

Google, a unit of Alphabet 


Inc, has since received 845,501 
requests to remove links, and re¬ 
moved 45 percent of the 3.3 mil¬ 
lion links it was asked to scrap. 

UK rights group Article 19, 
which campaigns for freedom of 
speech and information, ap¬ 
plauded Tuesday’s judgment, 
which also said Google had 
some leeway in deciding 
whether to scrap links because 
of the balance between privacy 
rights and public interest. 
“Courts or data regulators in the 
UK, France or Germany should 
not be able to determine the 
search results that internet users 
in America, India or Argentina 
get to see,” it said. 

“The court is right to state 
that the balance between pri¬ 
vacy and free speech should be 



taken into account when decid- 
ing if websites should be de¬ 
listed - and also to recognise that 
this balance may vary around 
the world.” 

But Patrick Van Eecke, global 
chair - data protection practice 
at law firm DLA Piper, said it 
would limit the impact of a suc¬ 
cessful right to be forgotten ap¬ 
plication as it will be ring-fenced 
to searches performed within 
the European Union. 

“This might obviously be 
frustrating for people who will 
see that people from outside 
Europe will still be able to find 
the de-listed search results when 
performing the same search on 
Google in New York, Shanghai or 
any other place in the world,” he 
added.

large global players for commer¬ 
cial mining to boost output. 

“Many of our coal-based 
power plants in power sector are 
today gasping for breath. Some of 
them are in NCLT, some are pro¬ 
ducing 15 per cent some 20 per 
cent, some of them are not pro¬ 
ducing at all," Garg said.

THE AHMEDABAD zonal unit of 
Directorate General of GST 
Intelligence (DGCI) said it has de¬ 
tected multiple units at the 
Kandla Special Economic Zone 
(SEZ) at Gandhidham fraudu¬ 
lently claiming input tax credit 
against exports of sin goods. 

According to DGCI, a few 
units in Kandla SEZ, in con¬ 
nivance with about 20 exporter 
firms based in the National 
Capital Region (NCR), had con¬ 
spired wherein low-grade ma¬ 
terial like scented zarda, tobacco 
extract, filter khaini etc, were 
manufactured without payment 
of tax by few Noida-based units 
or were procured from the local 
market at the rate of Rs 150 - 350 


per kilogram and were shown to 
be exported to the SEZ-based 
units at the rate of Rs 5000 to Rs 
9,000 per kilogram. 

DGCI has identified more 
than 25 suppliers from states 
such as Assam, Bihar, Delhi, 
Haryana, Madhya Pradesh and 
Uttar Pradesh, who issued fake 
invoices of over Rs 1,000 crore, 
to the NCR-based exporters, 
without supply of goods, to facil¬ 
itate refunds. 

While the said suppliers are 
either non-existent or are being 
indirectly controlled by the ex¬ 
porters themselves, according to 
the intelligence unit, subse¬ 
quently, refund of accumulated 
income tax credit, in excess of Rs 
400 crore have been claimed by 
the said exporters from the GST 
authorities of the concerned ju¬ 
risdiction.

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ISLAMIST EXTREMISM 

Radicalisation in reverse 

How Britain exports Islamist extremism to Bangladesh 



British citizens have been implicated in the planning, funding and promotion of terrorism in Bangladesh, to the alarm of the country’s security services, ap 


SINCE THE FIRST wave of Bangladeshi mi¬ 
grants arrived in Britain in the 1970s, foreign- 
born preachers have held sway in the com¬ 
munity. For a while the most visible 
consequence to outsiders was when 
Bangladeshi restaurants stopped selling alco¬ 
hol, after conservative clerics such as Delwar 
Hossain Sayeedi came to preach temperance 
to the diaspora in the 1990s (some curry 
houses found a theological loophole in the 
form of “bring your own booze”). Recent 
years have seen more serious worries about 
the influence of foreign extremists. In 
February Shamima Begum, an east-London 
schoolgirl, was stripped of her British citi¬ 
zenship after running away to join Islamic 
State (IS) in Syria. 

Yet in Dhaka, amid a rising tempo of ter¬ 
rorist attacks, officials are asking who is rad¬ 
icalising whom. Bangladesh’s government 
often blames outsiders for its problem with 
radical Islam. But here it has a point. British 
citizens have been implicated in the plan¬ 
ning, funding and promotion of terrorism in 
Bangladesh, to the alarm of the country’s se¬ 
curity services. “We do not know what is 
driving radicalisation in Britain,” says a sen¬ 
ior officer in Bangladesh’s Counter-Terrorism 
Intelligence Bureau, “but it is contaminating 
our society.” 

Britain’s exporting of radical Islam goes 
back a long way. Syed Golam Maula, the 
founder of the Bangladeshi chapter of Hizb- 
ut-Tahrir, an Islamist movement that is 
banned in Bangladesh but not in Britain, was 
introduced to the organisation while study¬ 
ing in London in the early 1990s. In 2015 
Sheikh Hasina Wajed, the prime minister, 
complained to her opposite number, David 
Cameron, that British citizens were promot¬ 
ing radicalism in her country. Her comments 
came after religious extremists targeted gay 
activists, atheist bloggers and religious mi¬ 
norities. Touhidur Rahman, a Briton of 
Bangladeshi origin, was accused of (but 
never charged with) planning the murder of 
two secular bloggers. 

Earlier this year Bangladeshi police ar¬ 
rested Rizwan Haroon, who had previously 
lived in Britain, on suspicion of using a 
school in Dhaka to recruit youngsters to IS. 
He is awaiting trial. According to America’s 
FBI, Siful Haque Sujan, a Bangladeshi-born 
British citizen believed to have been killed in 
Syria in 2015, was a leading figure in IS who 
used eBay to send money to operatives in 
Britain and America. An American military 
report found that he had set up shell compa¬ 
nies in Bangladesh, Britain and Spain to 
move funds and drones on behalf of the ter¬ 
rorist organisation. 

Britons are by no means the only difficult 
part of the Bangladeshi diaspora. One of the 
perpetrators of a deadly attack in 2016 on the 
Holey Artisan Bakery in Dhaka was 
Canadian. But intelligence agencies are par¬ 
ticularly interested in Britain, whose 600,000 
people of Bangladeshi origin make up the 
largest Western chunk of the diaspora. Some 
half a billion dollars in remittances are sent 
to Bangladesh from Britain each year, accord¬ 
ing to the World Bank, more than from any 
other Western country (though much less 
than from the Gulf states, where many 
Bangladeshis toil). 

Cash from Green Crescent, a now-de- 
funct British charity, was connected by 
Bangladeshi security services to the Holey 


Bakery attack. In 2009 Bangladeshi forces 
raided a madrassa funded by Green Crescent 
and found weapons and extremist literature. 
They claim the charity’s British founder, 
Faisal Mostafa, has links to Jamaat-ul- 
Mujahideen, a terrorist outfit, which he de¬ 
nies. He has twice been acquitted of terror¬ 
ism offences in Britain. “Green Crescent is 
likely just the tip of the iceberg,” says Rakib 
Ehsan of the Henry Jackson Society, a think- 
tank. “We have no way of tracing even a frac¬ 
tion of the charitable funds that go from the 
UK to Bangladesh.” 

The home and away communities are 
“surprisingly linked...much more so than 
other diaspora communities,” says 
Kamaldeep Bhui, an extremism expert at 
Queen Mary University of London. Most 
British-Bangladeshis come from a single re¬ 
gion, Sylhet, and 70% live in London, so ties 


are strong. This has fostered the continuity 
of cultural norms and for a long time 
“shielded” Bangladeshis from extremist 
ideas, argues Tahir Abbas of Leiden 
University. “British Bangladeshis weren’t so 
much on the map in terms of these issues — 
until Islamic State,” he says. Perhaps 100 of 
the 800 or so Britons who have joined IS are 
of Bangladeshi origin. Bangladeshis are dis¬ 
proportionately represented on Britain’s ter¬ 


rorist watch-list, according to officials in both 
countries. Last year one, Naa’imur Rahman, 
was convicted of plotting to kill the then 
prime minister, Theresa May. 

Terror without borders 

Ali Riaz of Illinois State University argues 
that the government’s response to 9/11 
lumped together all Muslims, making many 
identify more with their religion than their 


nationality or ethnic origin. This has made 
them vulnerable to the universalist messages 
of groups like IS. Disillusioned youngsters “try 
to reclaim elements of their past, of their 
country of origin — religion can be the easiest 
thing to grab hold of,” says Mr Bhui. Some be¬ 
come more orthodox than their parents. 
Orthodoxy is not the same as extremism, he 
notes, “but extremist groups can hide easily in 
orthodoxy." It does not help that Bangladeshis 
are the poorest ethnic group in Britain. 

In Dhaka, keeping tabs on happenings in 
Tower Hamlets is hard. Some suspects are 
wanted in Bangladesh but operate freely in 
Britain, a source of frustration for Bangladeshi 
intelligence services. Despite what counter¬ 
terrorism chiefs describe as a high level of co¬ 
operation, the flow of information is hindered 
by the two intelligence services’ very different 
cultures. Bangladeshi spooks freely haul peo¬ 


ple in for questioning, tap phones and tail sus¬ 
picious folk (including Economist corre¬ 
spondents). Torture is common; extra-judi¬ 
cial killing is neither unusual nor even much 
covered up. This reduces Britain’s willingness 
to share information. “We respect the cul¬ 
tures of the countries we work with and we 
limit our expectations,” says the Bangladeshi 
counter-terrorism officer. 

The ideas, money and recruitment essen¬ 
tial to extremism no longer move neatly from 
one country another, notes Mr Riaz, but in a 
“confusing whirlwind”. The challenge facing 
British and Bangladeshi intelligence is far 
more complex than when preachers such as 
Mr Sayeedi, who is now behind bars in 
Bangladesh, were banishing booze from east 
London’s curry houses.

High and mighty 

El Alto shares Evo Morales’s indigenous identity, 
not his socialism

EL ALTO hovers over La Paz, Bolivia’s ad¬ 
ministrative capital, like the blade of a guil¬ 
lotine. In 1781 Tupac Katari, an indigenous 
leader, laid siege to Spanish La Paz 500 me¬ 
tres (1,600 feet) below. In the early 2000s 
protests by altenos forced out of office two 
Bolivian presidents: Gonzalo Sanchez de 
Lozada, who sought to export Bolivia’s gas 
through Chile, a rival, and Carlos Mesa, his 
successor, who resisted their demands to 
nationalise gas reserves. That paved the way 
for the election in 2005 of Evo Morales, 
Bolivia’s first indigenous president, and a 
member of the Aymara people, who regard 
El Alto as their capital. 

Mr Morales is counting on its support as 
he tries to persuade Bolivians to extend his 
13 years in office in an election due in 
October. But altenos are independent- 
minded. Some resent his decision to run in 
defiance of a referendum vote in 2016. But 
their reservations run deeper. Mr Morales 
is a leftist, and El Alto is an entrepreneurial 
place that likes low taxes and lax regulation. 
Its support of his socialism is selective. 
Bolivia’s most revolutionary city is in some 
ways its most liberal. 

El Alto, at 4,150 metres the world’s high¬ 
est city, has thrived during Mr Morales’s 
presidency. With a population of 900,000 
it is Bolivia’s second-largest, after low-lying 
Santa Cruz, and its fastest-growing. The city 
got its start in the early 20th century when

migrants began arriving from the altiplano, 
the Andean highlands of western Bolivia. 
They established neighbourhoods governed 
by practices brought from their villages, 
such as rotating leadership. In 1957 these 
joined to form the neighbourhood council, 
which took on the role of the state. 
Alongside workers’ organisations, it dug the 
first wells and built roads. It also provided 
law and order, which has sometimes meant 
executing suspected criminals. The coun¬ 
cil, now called Fejuve, still helps with the 
provision of infrastructure on the city’s 
growing fringes. El Alto was incorporated 
as a city separate from La Paz in 1985. 

In the “gas war” of 2003 rebels on the 
clifftop blocked roads that connect La Paz 
to much of the rest of Bolivia. Mr Sanchez 
de Lozada sent in the army. After nearly 60 
people were killed, he fled the country. The 


insurrection helps define the city today. 
Roger Chambi, an Aymara activist, points 
out to a visitor the building housing Radio 
San Gabriel, where insurgent leaders held 
a hunger strike. El Alto’s defiant slogan — 
“On its feet, never its knees” — appears 
everywhere. 

Politics now seems less urgent. “Right 
now, it’s all about the economy,” says Mr 
Chambi. El Alto is the hub of an interna¬ 
tional network that trades in goods of all 
kinds, many of them smuggled. These link 
the city’s rich merchants, called qamiris, to 
manufacturers in China. They often extend 


to other Bolivian cities and into Brazil and 
Argentina. Perhaps four-fifths of altenos 
work in the informal economy. Bolivia’s 
“shadow economy” is the world’s largest as 
a share of GDP, according to the IMF. 

El Alto’s commercial heart is the vast, 
open-air 16 de Julio market, open on 
Thursdays and Sundays. Nearly untaxed 
and unregulated, traders pay their union 
for permits to open stalls selling every¬ 
thing from herbal cures to car parts. 
Aymara women guard the wares, bowler 
hats tipped forwards. Many qamiris own 
market stalls. Beyond the market, small 


businesses spill onto the streets. Multi¬ 
storey dwellings are springing up. Owners 
leave the brick exposed in the (mistaken) 
belief that this exempts them from tax. 
Plots of land appear in city records as 
empty, another ruse to avoid tax. Artful 
dodging earns respect. When he worked 
briefly as a bartender, “I did everything I 
could not to sell beer with receipts,” says 
Mr Chambi. 

The garish facades of “chalets” relieve 
the brick-brown streetscape. The qamiris 
who own them may not pay taxes, but un¬ 
like Bolivia’s longer-established elite they 


don’t buy property in Miami, says Mr 
Chambi. They bankroll fiestas that take 
place every weekend. Once a year one 
qamiri gets the expensive honour of paying 
more than anyone else for Gran Poder, a car¬ 
nival in La Paz. 

Outsiders often see El Alto as a reflection 
of their biases. Leftists celebrate the com¬ 
munal features of its economy. They include 
aini: help from neighbours for building or 
business, which the beneficiary is expected 
to reciprocate. The fiestas are a way of giv¬ 
ing food and drink to the poor. Anarchists 
admire El Alto’s self-regulation, liberals its 
vigorous capitalism. The city seems to com¬ 
bine all these. Pablo Mamani, a sociologist, 
describes El Alto as a city “with broad soli¬ 
darity”, but “absolutely liberal” in economic 
matters. 

El Alto tends to vote for Mr Morales and 
cheered his nationalisation of gas reserves 
in 2006. It likes subsidies and public works, 
but demands that the state keep its dis¬ 
tance. “El Alto expects a lot from the state,” 
says Mr Mamani. That goes along with an 
ethic of self-reliance. In Aymara culture, 
“one has to work for oneself.” 

Altenos give Mr Morales little credit for 
their prosperity. Many are sceptical about 
his run for re-election (in which Mr Mesa 
will be his main opponent). They remem¬ 
ber the Aymara practice of rotating leader¬ 
ship, even if they do not always practise it. 
“People view [Mr Morales’s campaign] sus¬ 
piciously,” says Mr Chambi. 

El Alto has nonetheless supported him, 
except on two occasions. In 2010, when he 
tried to cut subsidies for petrol, altenos 
blocked roads again. He backed down. Five 
years later they rejected his party’s mayoral 
candidate in favour of Soledad Chapeton, 
an Aymara woman of the centre-left. Those 
are sharp reminders to Mr Morales: don’t 
take El Alto for granted.

On the more powerful 
position: govt or corporate 

I often hear this analogy that big global 
companies, in this case Facebook, have 
more power over people’s lives than gov¬ 
ernments do. I think that’s nonsense. If I 
think about decisions, often agonising de¬ 
cisions with lives involved within half-a- 
decade that David Cameron and I ran that 
government together—whether you go to 
war or not, whether you provide more 
money or not to hospitals or schools — 
these are things that touch people and their 
everyday lives in a much more material 
way than whether they use WhatsApp, 
Instagram or watch YouTube. I don’t want 
to belittle and certainly it is difficult to be¬ 
little the sheer scale of a company like 
Facebook, which has users across the globe, 
but they are using them according to their 
choice. None of that is as granular as the 
way in which governments really affect the 
everyday circumstances of people’s lives. 

On social media’s influence 
on elections and Brexit 

I have seen it asserted, I don’t know how 
many times that Brexit was influenced by 
the Russians or Facebook or by Cambridge 
Analytica for instance. All of these asser¬ 
tions are made completely blissfully igno¬ 
rant of the facts. The first fact is that we 
know from the British regulator, the infor¬ 
mation commissioner’s office has the data 
from Cambridge, we don’t have it. You keep 
asking us to analyse it, we can’t analyse it 
because the watchdog has the data, we 
don’t. They have said publicly that 
there was no data from the British 
voters involved. 


On Facebook being in a 
controversial place 

Of course, it’s controversial and it’s con¬ 
troversial for good reason and Facebook has 
had to learn from its mistakes. Generally, 
there is a great deal of antipathy and suspi¬ 
cion about big corporate companies... 
There are, quite understandably, great con¬ 
cerns about privacy. And we are going 
through a tech clash. The pendulum is 
swinging, as it often does when you dis¬ 
rupt technologies. At the beginning, peo¬ 
ple think that the new technology — in our 
case, the social media — is going to be a so¬ 
lution to all problems. People like Mark 
Zuckerberg walk on water and can do no 
ill... Now all our problems, apparently, are 
the fault of social media... It is naive to over¬ 
praise technology but it is also foolish to be 
over-cynical about technology. 

On WhatsApp and elections 
in India 

India is by a long way the world’s largest 
WhatsApp nation. WhatsApp, like lots of 
messaging services, is an end-to-end en¬ 
crypted service so we don’t have access, so 
we cannot share with law enforcement au¬ 
thorities the content of messages, unless 
the user sends them to us. That presents 
new challenges. How do we cooperate in a 
responsible and mature fashion under the 
law in response to legally sound requests 
for cooperation from law enforcement 
agencies... That was the subject of a lot of 
discussions (with the government). And I 
found it incredibly productive because I 
spent five years in Britain working with in¬ 
telligent services, both in Britain and else¬ 
where, on common terrorist threats, 
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and data is a really powerful weapon to 
defeat terrorism. 

On the challenges facing 
global economy 

Brexit is another form of erecting bar¬ 
riers to trade which previously didn’t ex¬ 
ist. My personal view is that the laws of 
economics have not changed. In the end, 
if you make it harder for people to ex¬ 
change goods and services with each 
other, it leaves everybody worse ofL.This 
is one of the greatest dilemmas in mod¬ 
ern politics, which is that good politics 
and good economics are increasingly 
pulling apart. I come from a generation 
of politicians where we assumed that if 
we do good economics, the politics will 
flow. And one of the big changes you can 
see in Britain now is that there is a whole 
class of politicians who are absolutely 
adamant that Britain should do some¬ 
thing, which every single economist will 
tell you is going to make people worse 
off, and they believe it is a patriotic act. 
So doing something which is economi¬ 
cally self-harming is now considered to 
be the acid test of patriotism. That is 
very new. 

On the rise of autocratic 
leaders, economic 
insecurity and Brexit 

A desire for control is very strong at 
the moment for a whole bunch of com¬ 
plex reasons. Maybe technology has 
played a role in this. I think insecurity in 
the labour market, just the sheer pace of 
change... demographics, mass migration, 
all of these things have fostered quite an 
acute sense of insecurity amongst many 
people around the world. Where I come 
from, Europe and the UK, it is impossible 
to exaggerate the significance of the 2008 
financial crisis. Because what happened 
in the UK after the 2008 crisis was that 
the link between how hard you worked 
and how your pay increased just col¬ 
lapsed... And that means the central 
promise of capitalism collapses. So if you 
ask me what is the single biggest reason 
why Britain voted for Brexit amongst all 
the other ones, it’s 2008. If the 2008 
banking crisis had not happened, I am 
pretty confident that Britain would not 
have voted for Brexit. 

On whether data is the 
new oil 

This very used, or perhaps very over¬ 
used analogy about data being oil justi¬ 
fies an approach to segmenting, frag¬ 
menting and hoarding data in different 
jurisdictions, which doesn’t make sense 
for India, for the openness and fluidity of 
the internet. The whole point of the in¬ 
ternet is precisely that it is a global phe¬ 
nomenon, it’s borderless, and if you start 
over allying on analogies like oil, you are 
going to extract it from the earth, you ei¬ 
ther burn it in an engine or store it in a 
barrel, and you make it your own. It is a 
false description of what data does in the 
modern economy and it would lead to a 
sort of protectionist approach to data, 


which for instance the Chinese have 
upped from their terms successfully. 
Globally if we were to follow that model, 
China today, India tomorrow, then 
Vietnam, then Brazil, then the United 
States, everybody will start erecting data 
barriers and before you know it, the ex¬ 
traordinary ingenuity innovation of a 
borderless internet would have given 
way to a highly fragmented internet. So 
that’s why I shall challenge the analogy 
because I think it's an analogy which jus¬ 
tifies a Balkanised approach to the 
data economy. 

On data localisation 

Where the data is stored is not rele¬ 
vant... in Denmark or Texas. If the Indian 
authorities want to get more rapid ac¬ 
cess to data, particularly when it comes 
to pursuing data that extends beyond 
Indian jurisdiction, especially when 
dealing with anti-terrorism operations, 
the best way to do that is not to build a 
warehouse outside Delhi where you 
physically keep data. It is having a new 
agreement between the Indian and the 
US governments, particularly under the 
new Cloud Act, which facilitates such an 
agreement... I think most people in the 
technology world don’t think it makes 
sense to apply an old world analogy to 
the new world of fluid data. And that is 
why I deliberately chose to try and chal¬ 
lenge the analogy because these are 
analogies of a sort of linguistic petri dish, 
in which these ideas take root, and it just 
represents a fundamental misunder¬ 
standing of how data flows across board, 
and how the internet works, and cru¬ 
cially there are much more effective 
mechanisms which are more effective 
at addressing the public policy objec¬ 
tives that the Indian government com¬ 
pletely legitimately seeks. 

On data nationalism 

I think we are now living through the 
years where the new rules of the inter¬ 
net will be written and we will look back 
in 20-30 years of time and sort of either 
regret or praise the efforts that we have 
made. We are all collectively the archi¬ 
tects of rules for this data-driven tech¬ 
nological revolution and there are three 
basic planets which will decide this fight 
for the open and closed internet: 
America, Europe and India. China made 
that call, that decision. As I keep saying, 
we don’t have one internet — we have 
two internets. We have the Chinese in¬ 
ternet and the non-Chinese internet. 
And I think all of the three, you can 
roughly guess where they are going to 
go, you can guess where America is go¬ 
ing to go, where Europe is going to go. 
But I think there is a real battle of the soul 
of where India is going to go. Is it going to 
go in a more data nationalistic direction, 
which at least borrows elements of the 
Chinese model or is India going to do, 
which I very much hope it does — as an 
open democracy, as an entrepreneurial 
generation, as a country which 
produces legions of IT geniuses — is to 
actually embrace and sustain the open¬ 
ness of the internet.

1 wanted to ask about the 
Fixed-Term Parliaments Act, 
which you introduced as Deputy 
PM in 2012. Do you now think 
that the form in which the Act 
came in was a mistake? 

No. The bill is doing exactly what it was 
designed to do, which was to stop the 
executive of the day from playing cat and mouse with 
the British people for her/his own political ends and to stop elections being 
inflicted on the British people from one moment to the next. It is quite right 
that the Parliament says, ‘We’re in the middle of the biggest constitutional 
crisis in the post-war period, so we’re going to withhold the consent of the 
executive to hold an election for their own political purposes’. People who 
don’t like it are usually Conservative supporting constitutionalists, or people 
who hanker for time when Prime Ministers could mess about the election 
timetable to suit their own ends. 


SURENDRA KUMAR, 

FORMER INDIAN DIPLOMAT 

For the last two years, the UK has 
been struggling to get an 
honourable divorce from the EU. 
Is it fair to say that the UK’s 
international stature is 
diminishing? Also, do you think 
in 10 years we are going to see a 
person of Indian origin living in 10 
Downing Street? 

We had the first woman PM and I hope that we will 
have the first PM from the diverse communities of the UK. Coming to the 
other question, I don’t know what is going to happen in the future. But I do 
know that there is an umbilical link between Britain’s place or exit from the 
family of nations that makes up the EU and the family of nations that makes 
up the UK because it is important to remember that majority of voters in 
Northern Ireland and Scotland voted to stay, so there will be an increasing 
sense of grievance, particularly, if we exit in economically-damaging terms. 
There is just now an open goal for Scottish nationalism to remake its case to 
the Scottish people and an increased chance that it will lead to Scotland 
leaving the UK. If you want to exercise power in the real world, you’ve to 
share power. We’re not in a position anymore to dictate the political 
weather around us. Britain has had its great history, we’re at a different place 
now; the most patriotic thing to do is to recognise that and not hanker for 
the past, which does not exist anymore. Nostalgia is not a great guide 
for the future. 




As a liberal, how would you 
reconcile individual rights over 
their own data with co-created 
data in the context of data 
portability? Secondly, if an 
Indian court demands it, would 
WhatsApp reconfigure its 
platform to bring in traceability? 

There are a lot of signals like meta data, 
which we can share with law enforcement. What we 
can’t do is sort of un-invent end-to-end encryption. There are certain 
technological barriers. As a liberal, it should be our right as a consumer to 
move our data from one service to another, but here is the complication... 
Do you give every single person you have interacted with on Facebook 
the right to consent or withhold consent for you to move data? We need 
regulators to tell us where the boundary lies.

Today, you have millions of 
data points about a person and 
with artificial intelligence you 
can draw inferences that you 
weren’t able to draw 20 years 
earlier. So in that case unless the 
data is made accessible to everyone, 
unequal data access should be banned or 
regulated. Would Facebook be willing to make data open to 
anyone who wants it? 


Some of our services have very little data. WhatsApp, for example, is a 
data light service. Facebook and Instagram are more data intensive. It’s 
not as if we are not preventing people from sharing the data they share 
with us with others. Where you do have a point, and this is a profound 
issue with the whole industry, is that as we all rely more and more on 
machine-learning and algorithms, the more data you have, the easier it 
is to train your systems to recognise those patterns and I do think there 
is a profound question about the ethical, social and cultural 
assumptions that you build in to those machine-learning tools as they 
process that data.

Big Bash ditches 
boundary countback 
rule for tie-breaker 

Melbourne: The contentious boundary 
countback tie-breaker that gave 
England victory over New Zealand in 
the Cricket World Cup final won't be 
used in the Big Bash Twenty20 tourna¬ 
ments in Australia this season. Cricket 
Australia on Tuesday said that under 
the new mles, if two teams are tied at 
the end of a final and then again after a 
Super Over, subsequent Super Overs 
will be played until there is a clear win¬ 
ner in both the men's and women's T20 
leagues. The new rule applies to all 
matches in the finals series, while a tied 
Super Over in a regular season game 
will see the points divided. At Lord's in 
July, New Zealand scored 241-8 and 
bowled out England for 241. Under 
World Cup final mles, the tied match 
went to a Super Over in which the best 
batsmen of one team try to score the 
most mns against a nominated bowler 
from the other. Both teams scored 15 
mns in Super Over but England won on 
a countback of boundaries scored dur¬ 
ing the match. AP

THE OWNER of a Karnataka Premier League 
cricket team was arrested by the Central 
Crime Branch (CCB) unit of Bengaluru Police 
on Tuesday following a probe into an alleged 
cricket betting racket during the KPL season 
that concluded last month. 

Ali Asfak Thara, a travel and tours business¬ 
man who bought the Belagavi Panthers fran¬ 
chise in 2017, was arrested by the CCB after 
several days of interrogation. Along with Ali, 
several others involved with KPL—including 
players and coaching staff of more than one 
team — were also questioned. 

“The CCB has unearthed a betting scan¬ 
dal in the KPL. Belagavi Panthers team owner 
Ali was placing bets on matches. He placed 
bets with a bookie who is allegedly in Dubai. 
He is arrested for betting,” joint commis¬ 
sioner of police (crime) Sandeep Patil said. 

The investigation into the KPL betting 
racket is yet to unearth evidence of results of 
matches being fixed but there are indications 
of fixing of the toss, batting order, no balls 
and wide balls and other events during 
games, police said. 

“Match-fixing is still under inquiry. Ali 
was in touch with players of other teams dur¬ 
ing the KPL. The players are being investi¬ 
gated,” Patil said. 

As many as 12 players in KPL are sus¬ 
pected to have been in touch with Ali for bet¬ 
ting as per the investigation, police sources 
said. The probe into betting and match-fixing 
in KPL was opened up by the CCB on the ba- 
sis of inputs provided by the BCCI Anti- 
Corruption Unit (ACU) soon after allegations 
of betting and match-fixing in the Tamil 
Nadu Premier League (TNPL), they indicated. 

Police claimed that they were on the 
lookout for a Dubai-based bookie with 
whom the Belagavi Panthers owner collab¬ 
orated to fix passages of play during KPL 
matches. Ali, who has business interests in 
Dubai, had revived the fortunes of the 
Belagavi Panthers after buying the team. The 
franchise, which now has India international 
Manish Pandey as its most high-profile 
player, won the league in 2017. 

Ali has also been involved in promoting 
T20 cricket in Sri Lanka where he organised 
an inter-academy tournament a few years 
ago. During KPL, there was allegations of 
matches being fixed with bookies operating 
online offering full details of‘fixed’ events in 
a match and the final result at the start of 
games to people signing up on Whatsapp. 

The BCCI’s ACU had taken over the charge 
of monitoring state-unit run T20 leagues or¬ 
ganised by various state associations for this 
season. Many cases have emerged for inves¬ 
tigation while a few have led to BCCI regis¬ 
tering complaints against individuals. 

“ Players from Indian women, TNPL, KPL, 
Mumbai informed us about someone ap¬ 
proaching them. These unwanted elements 
want a platform and they keep on approach¬ 
ing. The Indian woman player who was ap¬ 
proached was not even playing, she was do¬ 
ing rehab, these people make random 
approach,” BCCI ACU chief Ajit Singh had told 
The Indian Express last week. 

“This year the cases of approaches have 
come more to us because of the additional 
responsibility we have taken of looking af¬ 
ter these T20 leagues organised by the state 
associations”.

ALI ASFAK Thara, the owner of a Karnataka 
Premier League (KPL) team Belagavi Panthers, 
who was arrested by the police in connection 
with betting, had his finger in many pies. 

KPL isn’t the only league in which Thara 
owned a team. He is also a co-owner of Kerala 
Kings, a team in a T10 tournament held in Abu 
Dhabi. Established cricketers like Chris Gayle, 
Eoin Morgan, Kieron Pollard played in his 
team. His profile on that team’s site says that 
he “manages 6 leading teams playing league 
matches” in different leagues, “he is a founder 
of Ali Travel & Tours” a travel company based 
in Bangalore. “After proving his mettle in his 
family’s export and import business of poppy 
seeds in India, he ventured into cricket”, the 
profile reads. 

Thara also was the main organiser of the 
International Cricket Premier League (ICPL) that 
was held in Sri Lanka, a tournament launched 
in 2016 and organised by his travel company. 
Former Sri Lanka captain Sanathjayasuriya was 
the brand ambassador of the tournament. 

A former India player was supposed to 
have taken part as a committee member of 
ICPL but later pulled out. “At that time, it was 
because of presence ofPakistan players in that

tournament and I wasn’t sure how the Indian 
cricket board would see it.” 

Another former India player was offered 
ajob in Ali’s team in KPL but refused. “Nothing 
concrete, but the talk about him (Thara) 
among players I knew put me off. I thought 
it’s better if I stayed away.” 

The overwhelming feeling among a few 
players in the T20 league was one of relief 
when news broke that Thara was picked up 
by the police. The episode also raises ques¬ 
tions about the various T20 leagues operating 
in the country and beyond. Such was the sus¬ 
picious activity around KPL that one player 
said his captain would announce the team 
only in the final huddle on the field as there 
were “suspicions about couple of players in 
the team”. This wasn’t Thara’s team Belagavi 
Panthers but another. 

Another player’s suspicion arose when he 
found “fans” from Haryana visit Hubli to 
watch KPL games. “I was thinking we aren’t 
that big; why would they come from 
Haryana? Definitely fishy; illegal betting and 
what not, we players have our doubts and 
would chat about it.” 

It was the similar case with TNPL, where 
the sources involved in the probe told The 
Indian Express that, bookies and match fixers 
take control of a franchise through an illegal 
deal with the team owner and are running 


“the team in such a way that they make wind¬ 
fall gain in betting". 

The Anti Corruption Unit sources say that 
one of the bookies confided to them that the 
coach was seen giving instructions to players 
on how many runs to score. It was also re¬ 
ported that “important persons in touch with 
bookies are spreading in different teams” in 
the TNPL league. 

A similar allegation has surfaced in KPL as 
well, especially regarding Thara, who is al¬ 
leged to have kept in contact with players 
across different teams. A member of the 
Belagavi Panthers told this newspaper about 
how Thara used to mn a cricket academy in 
Bangalore and also reported to have owned a 
few cricket clubs. “He would organise tourna¬ 
ments before and made a few contacts 
through that.” 

A player said that Thara would send play¬ 
ers to Dubai in the past for cricket tourna¬ 
ments. “When he came on to KPL, rumours 
started to spread among players and I would 
pray that I was never picked up by his team in 
the auction.” 

The joint commissioner of Bengaluru po¬ 
lice Sandeep Patil said on Tuesday after arrest- 
ing the owner: “Thara was in touch with a 
Dubai-based bookie.” The police have sum¬ 
moned 34 players from various teams for 
questioning. 


Those over 70 cannot attend BCCI 
AGM: CoA reiterates in advisory

THE COMMITTEE of Administrators (CoA) on 
Tuesday barred the BCCI/state association 
members above 70 years of age from attend¬ 
ing the AGMs as representatives of their re¬ 
spective affiliated units. The ‘disqualified’ 
members, as per the BCCI/state association 
constitution, cannot be part of any commit- 
tee/council as well. The majority of the state 
associations, though, remain defiant, decid¬ 
ing to go by the apex court’s September 20 
order until a fresh court directive is issued. 

The CoA, in its advisory on Tuesday, di¬ 
rected the state associations and their re¬ 
spective electoral officers not to “re-amend” 
their constitutions other than incorporating 
the relaxation granted by the Supreme Court 
in their election procedure. The apex court 
in its September 20 order directed that dis¬ 
qualification in state associations’ elections 
would be restricted only to those who had 
held the position of office-bearers. 

Simply put, in light of the Supreme Court 
order, if a member has served nine or more 
years as a working/managing/executive 
committee member, without holding any of¬ 
fice, in a state association, he/she is eligible to 
contest for an office-bearer post. But, as ac¬ 
cording to the CoA advisory, other restric¬ 
tions stand, if a member is disqualified as per 
the BCCI/state association constitution, 
he/she cannot be part of any committee or 
attend meetings. 

On Monday, the CoA had filed an appli¬ 
cation before the court, seeking certain clar-

ifications on the September 20 order. Today, 
the court heard the matter again and accord¬ 
ingly the CoA issued the advisory. 

“A state association cannot nominate as 
its representative anybody who is disquali¬ 
fied as per the BCCI constitution. I waited for 
it (today’s Supreme Court hearing) and only 
after the discussion took place, we issued the 
advisory,” CoA chairman Vinod Rai told The 
Indian Express. 

“The State Associations who have not 


brought their constitutions in line with the 
BCCI Constitution run the risk of their elec¬ 
tion results not being recognised,” stated the 
CoA advisory. 

The BCCI constitution says a person “shall 
be disqualified” from being an office¬ 
bearer/councilor/committee member if, 
among others, he/she has “attained the age 
of 70 years” or “holds a public office”... Also, 
if someone has hold office for six years on 
the spin, he/she needs to go for a mandatory 
three-year cooling-off period. 

According to a former state association 
president, going by the spirit of the Lodha 
Committee recommendations, approved by 
the Supreme Court, members above 70 years 
of age shouldn’t represent any affiliated unit 
at the AGMs. 

State associations defiant 

Some state associations, however, remain 
defiant. “Unless and until it’s a Supreme 
Court order, we won’t accept it. We don’t 
know whether it’s heard or not. Until we get 
an official order from the court, we can’t do 
anything. The past (September 20) Supreme 
Court order is very clear. The CoA has issued 
many directives that have been turned down 
by the court,” a state association office¬ 
bearer told this paper. 

It would be interesting to see how the 
electoral officers interpret the latest CoA ad¬ 
visory. The Cricket Association of Bengal’s 
(CAB) electoral officer Sushanta Ranjan 
Upadhaya, for example, had barred mem¬ 
bers above 70 years of age from represent¬ 
ing their respective affiliated units at the state 
association’s September 28 AGM. “Affiliated 


Members shall ensure that their represen¬ 
tative so nominated on their behalf should 
not be disqualified to become an Office 
Bearer or a Councilor of CAB in terms of the 
CAB Constitution,” the election procedure 
had said. 

The electoral officer relaxed it and al¬ 
lowed members above 70 years of age to at¬ 
tend the AGM as representatives after the 
September 20 court order. Following the CoA 
advisory today, Upadhaya told this paper that 
he would take “legal opinion tomorrow” be¬ 
fore putting out the list of representation. 

BCCI elections on Oct 23 

Meanwhile, in view of the Assembly polls 
in Maharashtra and Haryana, the CoA has de- 
ferred the BCCI elections by a day and it 
would now be held on October 23. Deadline 
for state associations to complete their elec¬ 
tion process has been extended to October 
4. “... in order to facilitate and secure compli¬ 
ance by various State Associations and for 
conduct of elections in the member State 
Associations in accordance with the judg¬ 
ment dated 18th July 2016 and 9th August, 
2018 and any further order and judgement 
that the Hon’ble Supreme Court may be 
pleased to pass, the COA hereby extends the 
date for completion of election by member 
State Associations to 4th October, 2019. 
Further, the date of BCCI election is extended 
by one day in view of the voting in the 
Legislative Assembly elections in the states of 
Maharashtra and Haryana on 21st October, 
2019. Accordingly, the election date for BCCI 
stands postponed to 23 rd October, 2019,” the 
CoA advisory stated. 


SL touch down in Pak 
for limited overs series

SRI LANKA'S CRICKET team arrived in 
Pakistan on Tuesday for a series of limited- 
overs matches, with the Pakistani govern¬ 
ment promising to give the players the same 
level of security as a head of state. 

It is the first time since Sri Lanka's team 
bus was attacked by terrorists in Lahore in 
2009 that a foreign team will conduct a two- 
week tour of Pakistan. Major teams have 
avoided Pakistan since that ambush, which 
killed eight people and injured several play¬ 
ers. Ten of Sri Lanka's top cricketers opted out 
of this tour because of security concerns, but 
the makeshift team arrived in the southern 
port city of Karachi, which will host three 
one-day internationals on Sept. 27,29 and 
Oct. 2. Those will be followed by three 
Twenty20s in Lahore. 

“We can't forget, 10 years ago it was a ter¬ 
rible attack on the Sri Lanka team and they 
are the same country which has come back 
to play here,” Pakistan Cricket Board chair¬ 
man Ehsan Mani said in Lahore. “We are 
thankful to the players and their board for 
standing strong with Pakistan.” 

The current tour also looked in doubt af¬ 
ter the Sri Lankan cricket board said it had 
been warned by its government about a pos¬ 
sible terrorist threat. But the tour finally got 
the go-ahead from the SLC after Pakistan's 
government promised that the army would 
coordinate the security over the two-week 
long visit. Over the past four years, Pakistan 
has successfully hosted Zimbabwe, the West 
Indies, Sri Lanka, and a World XI for limited- 
overs matches amid intense security as it

tries to win back the confidence of foreign 
teams to restart fully fledged international 
cricket at home. For the last 10 years Pakistan 
has been playing most of its “home” matches 
in the United Arab Emirates. 

But Mani said he expects both the 
National Stadium in Karachi and the Gaddafi 
Stadium in Lahore to be full for the ODI and 
Twenty20 series against Sri Lanka. 

“We have been playing in front of virtu¬ 
ally empty stadiums (in UAE) which wasn't 
a cause of motivation,” Mani said. “In 
Pakistan we will have people coming in sta¬ 
diums not only to support their own team 
but also applauding Sri Lanka for taking a big 
step to help us as a country.” 

The PCB also used its own domestic 
Twenty20 league as a brand to attract for¬ 
eign players to play in Pakistan over the last 
three years. Sri Lanka's team bus will be 
flanked by a fleet of vans carrying armed se¬ 
curity personnel when moving from the ho¬ 
tel to the stadium, but Mani is hoping things 
will normalize eventually.

CLAIMING THAT they are no longer relevant, 
Indian Olympic Association (IOA) president 
Narinder Batra has called for the country to 
withdraw altogether from the Commonwealth 
Games rather than boycotting a one-off edi¬ 
tion. Batra added that India should instead fo¬ 
cus on taking part in international events 
where the level of competition is high to im¬ 
prove its standing at the Olympics. 

Batra said he will put up this proposal at 
the IOA executive board meeting, which is 
likely to be held next month. If the members 
approve, the Olympic body will take it up with 
the government and subsequently the 
Commonwealth Games Federation (CGF) 
president, when she visits the country in 
November. 

“These Games have no standard. For me, 
these are a waste of time and money. We win 


70 medals, 100 medals at the Commonwealth 
Games while at the Olympics, we get stuck at 
two (medals),” Batra told The Indian Express, 
referring to India's tally in Rio. “That means the 
level of competition isn't high at CWG. It's not 
a ranking tournament either. So why waste 
time? We should rather go to better competi¬ 
tions and prepare for the Olympics.” 

Injuly, the IOA took an unprecedented step 
and proposed a complete boycott of the 2022 
CWG in Birmingham after the organisers 
dropped shooting from the programme de¬ 
spite months of lobbying by the International 
Shooting Sport Federation (ISSF), the National 
Rifle Association of India (NRAI) as well as for¬ 
mer sports minister Rajyavardhan Singh 
Rathore. CGF president Louise Martin is likely 
to visit New Delhi on November 14 to meet IOA 
officials as well as sports minister Kiren Rijiju. 

Batra said he wasn't in favour of boycotting 
a standalone edition of the Games. “I'm not in 
favour of the boycott. In sports, you never use 
the word boycott. My fundamental principle 


is either we withdraw permanently or go and 
compete,” Batra said. “We will have an internal 
discussion in IOA before the meeting (with 
CGF) on November 14. I'll put up this sugges¬ 
tion in the IOA meeting and see if there is a con¬ 
sensus. We'll have political decisions as well.” 

The government has so far resisted the calls 
from the IOA and NRAI to boycott the 
Birmingham Games, saying such decisions 
cannot be taken unilaterally. But Batra insisted 
participating in the CWG does not benefit 
Indian athletes given the competition level is¬ 
n't 'high enough'. “The entire Middle East does 
not compete in CWG. The USA doesn't either. 
Ultimately, IOA will vote for it. As a sports ad¬ 
ministrator, it is my duty to make sure India 
has a strong team for the 2024,2028,2032 
Olympics. We won't achieve that by compet¬ 
ing at the CWG,” he said. 

India have won 101,64 and 66 medals in 
the 2010,2014 and 2018 editions of the CWG 
respectively. Athletes winning medals at these 
Games receive hefty prize money, with centre 


earmarking T30 lakh for gold medalists, ?20 
lakh for silver winners and HO lakh for bronze 
medalists. The state governments offer sepa¬ 
rate prize money while employers like 
Railways, oil companies and state police de¬ 
partment offer cash incentives and/or promo¬ 
tions to the medal winners. 

Batra acknowledged his suggestions may 
not go down with the athletes. “Athletes may 
hate me for it because they get prize money 
for these Games. I will request the government 
to divide this prize money in different tourna¬ 
ments of better level,,” Batra said. “If it is not a 
good competition then why should we go?” 

The IOA chief added the Commonwealth 
body has been 'undermining' India and the 
country is not adequately represented in its 
bodies 'despite being their largest partners, 
population wise.' “Yet, they don't consider us 
seriously. There are 13 committees and there 
isn't one Indian in them. There is no Indian in 
the executive board. Why are we in the sys¬ 
tem? It's a colonial thing.”

THE WRESTLING Federation of India (WH) de- 
manded explanation from Rio Olympics 
bronze medallist Sakshi Malik for their early 
exit at the recently-concluded World 
Championships in Nur Sultan. The federation 
also pulled up Divya Kakran, who competes in 
the 68kg category, for losing in the first round 
while questioned bronze medal winner 
Bajrang Punia's coach Shako Bentinidis for 
challenging referee's decisions which, they be¬ 
lieve, cost him the semifinal bout. 

Upset with the performances, WH presi¬ 
dent Brijbhushan Saran Singh had personal 
discussions with the wrestlers and coaches 
soon after the bouts at the World 
Championships. The federation, an official said, 
was worried in particular over Sakshi's form. 
Sakshi, who competes in the 62 kg category, 
lost in the first round to Nigeria's Aminat 
Adeniyi. It was in the continuance of her re¬ 
cent stmggles — at the 2018 Worlds, she had 
lost in the quarterfinals while the year before 
that, she had made another first-round exit. At 
the Gold Coast Commonwealth Games, where 
most Indian wrestlers won a gold, Sakshi could 
manage only a bronze while another third- 
place finish at the Asian Championship later 
that year added to her frustrations. 

The form of Greco-Roman wrestlers, as 
well as a few freestylers like Divya, has also 
bothered the WFI. “She has been underper¬ 
forming consistently. The government is 
spending a lot of money on the athletes and 
giving them all the facilities they need. It is im¬ 
portant to know why the desired results are 
not being achieved,” a federation official said. 
“The federation's president spoke to her and 
other wrestlers immediately after their bout. 
We will continue to monitor their progress.” 

Bajrang, meanwhile, lost his semifinal 
bout against Kazakhstan's Daulet 
Niyazbekov under controversial circum¬ 
stances last Thursday. After conceding a mas- 
sive lead, Bajrang fought back in the 65kg 
semifinal to level the scores 9-9. The bout 
ended at that score but since Niyazbekov was 
given a bigger throw of four points in the 
bout, he was declared the winner. 

The four-point decision, in fact, was at the 
heart of a major controversy, with the Indian 
side claiming they were denied points due to 
a refereeing error. Bentinidis had challenged 
the decision but was unsuccessful, resulting in 
a point deduction for Bajrang. 

Brijbhushan, according to the WH official, 
questioned Bentinidis's decision to challenge 
the call. “He acted impulsively and showed im¬ 
maturity. The failed challenge ultimately 
proved to be the difference,” the official said. 
“Bentinidis has assured he will be careful in 
such scenarios going forward and promised to 
help Bajrang win gold in Tokyo.”

INDIA’S PROSPECTS in the inaugural ICC 
World Test Championship are intrinsically 
linked with the form and fitness of Jasprit 
Bumrah, but with the team’s campaign in the 
two-year competition just two matches old, 
the loss of their most potent weapon has put 
a spanner in plans of Virat Kohli & Co. 

The 25-year-old slingshot has been laid 
low by a “minor stress fracture in his lower 
back,” according to a BCCI press release, but 
even though he will miss the three-Test se¬ 
ries against South Africa beginning on 
October 2 in Visakhapatnam, there is no clar¬ 
ity on whether these will be the only 
matches Bumrah will miss, as stress fractures 
take time to heal. 

“The injury was detected during a routine 
radiological screening. He will now undergo 
rehabilitation at NCA and will be monitored 
by the BCCI Medical Team,” the release said. 

Bumrah was rested for the T20 leg of the 
Proteas series, to keep him fit and fresh for 
the Tests, but things have not panned out as 
the think tank had envisaged. 

India’s next assignment after the series 
against South Africa is a home series against 
Bangladesh - which includes two Tests - as 
well. If Bumrah is unable to play against 
Bangladesh, his next opportunity to appear 
in Test whites will only be in February-March 
next year, when India visit New Zealand. 

Bumrah has taken to Test cricket like a 
duck to water, despite being typecast as a 
white-ball specialist earlier in his career. His 
tally of 62 wickets in 12 Tests at an average 
of 19.24 is testament to his prowess, and the 
way he operates and sets up batsmen has 
even impressed legends such as Andy 
Roberts and Curtly Ambrose. 

Bumrah has played in South Africa, 
England, Australia and West Indies, and taken 
five-wicket hauls in every series. But he is yet 
to feature in a Test in India, and the wait is set 
to continue for a few months longer. 

Umesh gets a lifeline 

Umesh Yadav, who played the last of his 41 
Tests in Perth last year, gets another chance to 
showcase his credentials. Though he made the 
squad for the Test series in the West Indies, the 
team management may have lost some trust 
in the Vidarbha speedster after his erratic per¬ 
formance on his last outing on a pitch tailor- 
made for fast bowling. 

A haul of 119 wickets at 33.47 is not eye¬ 
catching but, at his best Umesh could be a force 
to reckon with on sub-continental pitches gen¬ 
erally amenable to spinners. In his last Test on 
Indian soil, he grabbed a 10-wicket haul against 
the Windies in Hyderabad. But that was be¬ 
fore Bumrah came into the Test reckoning and 
Umesh himself lost form and rhythm in the 
subsequent 12 months. With the likes of 


Bhuvneshwar Kumar currently out of the Test 
squad and the likes of Navdeep Saini showing 
promise, the soon-to-tum-32 Umesh needs to 
make use of every opportunity before the team 
management and national selectors look past 
him. 

Pitch, team combinations 

But whether Umesh gets a chance to 
show his wares may depend on factors be¬ 
yond his control. Ishant Sharma and 
Mohammed Shami are almost certainties in 
the starting XI due to their splendid recent 
performances. Whether the think tank goes 
with a third seamer or a spin-heavy bowling 
attack remains to be seen. 

With arguably the best Test bowler in the 
world out of the series, India may opt to play 
all three of Ravichandran Ashwin, Ravindra 
Jadeja and Kuldeep Yadav, if the pitches are 
helpful to spinners. This was the formula ap¬ 
plied when the Proteas last came to India, 
with a much stronger side on paper, and 
were beaten 3-0 with one Test rained out. 
Some of the surfaces provided for that series 
— especially in Mohali and Nagpur - could 
be termed dustbowls. 


After South Africa, India face 
Bangladesh in a home series— 
which includes two Tests—as 
well. If Bumrah is unable to play 
against Bangladesh, his next 
opportunity to appear in whites 
will only be in February-March, 
when India visit New Zealand. 


With the current South African touring 
party boasting the likes of Kagiso Rabada, 
Vernon Philander, Lungi Ngidi and Anrich 
Nortje, the scales on the pace bowling front 
would be more or less balanced in the ab¬ 
sence of India’s x-factor. 

But as the No.l Test side, India would be 
confident of putting it across the South 
Africans at home, even without Bumrah, on 
decent Test pitches. 

Boost for SA batsmen 

Apart from skipper Faf du Plessis, Quinton 
de Kock and, to some extent, Dean Elgar, the 


Proteas batting resources betray a largely 
untested look. Temba Bavuma has played 36 
Tests for a single hundred, Theunis de Bruyn 
has one, while Zubair Hamza’s Test career is 
just once Test old. Aiden Markram is un¬ 
doubtedly talented and marked for great 
things - as four centuries in 17 Tests and an 
average of43.80 would testify. But the open¬ 
ing batsman, who will turn 25 during the first 
Test - plays with hard hands and looks far 
from assured against quality spin. 

But with Bumrah out of the scene, a big 
headache will be off the shoulders of the 
Proteas think tank. As impressive as the other 
Indian seamers are, they can be termed ‘con¬ 
ventional’ and the batsmen largely know 
what to expect. It is safe to say that there is 
nobody quite like Bumrah in contemporary 
cricket. 

The South African batsmen can now put 
most of their energies into devising plans to 
counter the Indian spinners. Even among 
them, Ashwin didn’t feature in the West 
Indies while Kuldeep has been recently omit¬ 
ted from the T20 side as the selectors look at 
other options. These two will have their own 
pressures to counter.

Australia's Ash Barty kept alive her chances of 
preserving her world number one status at the 
end of the week after she beat France's Caroline 
Garcia 4-6 6-4 6-1 in the second round of the 
Wuhan Open on Tuesday. Barty and Pliskova 
are in a race to end the week on top of the WTA 
rankings. Czech Pliskova, who beat American 
Amanda Anisimova 6-3 6-3, needs to reach the 
semi-finals and advance one round further 
than the Australian if she is to return to the top 
of the rankings for the first time since 2017. 
Barty will face last week's Guangzhou Open 
winner Sofia Kenin, who beat Elise Mertens 4- 
6 6-4 7-6(5). Third seed Elina Svitolina and 
fourth seed Simona Halep too advanced. 

Top Russian athlete hits 
out at Moscow officials 

Russian high jump champion Mariya 
Lasitskene on Tuesday hit out at Moscow's 
sports officials ahead of this month's world 
championships in Doha, saying she will not let 
them stop her from going to another Olympics. 
The World Anti-Doping Agency (WADA) on 
Monday gave Russia three weeks to explain 
"inconsistencies" in a cache of laboratory data 
handed over to investigators. "I do not intend 
to miss a second Olympics in a row because of 
some strange people that cannot do their job 
honestly," the 26-year-old, a two-time world 
champion who missed the 2016 Games, said.

Coach Kim resigns due to personal reasons 

South Korean Kim Ji Hyun, who played a pivotal role in PV Sindhu's march to the world ti¬ 
tle recently, has resigned as India's women's singles coach citing personal reasons but the 
national federation said it hasn't received any official communication from her. The 45-year- 
old from Busan has rushed to New Zealand to care for her husband Ritchie Marr, who suf¬ 
fered a stroke a few days ago. Kim, who was roped in by the Badminton Association of 
India (BAI) early this year, was with Sindhu during her World Championship gold-winning 
campaign last month at Basel, Switzerland. "It is true, Kim has resigned as her husband is 
pretty unwell. He suffered a kind of neuro stroke sometime during the World 
Championship. So she rushed back. She needs to take care of him as it will take around 4 
to 6 months for him to recover," India's chief national coach Pullela Gopichand told PTI. 
However, the Badminton Association of India (BAI) General Secretary Ajay K Singhania 
said that neither the governing body nor the Sports Authority of India (SAI) have received 
any resignation from Kim. 
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US PGA Tour cancels 
Hong Kong event 

The US PGA Tour on Tuesday cancelled next 
month's season-ending event on its Chinese 
feeder golf circuit in Hong Kong citing "contin¬ 
ued demonstrations, civil unrest and safety 
concerns". The Clearwater Bay Open, from 
October 17-20, would have been the climax of 
the third-tier, 14-event, PGATour Series-China. 
Instead it became the latest sporting casualty 
of sometimes violent mass anti-govemment 
protests. Next month's WTA Hong Kong Open 
featuring many of the world's top women ten¬ 
nis players has already been postponed and 
last weeka horse racing meeting was cancelled 
for the first time. 

Abhinav takes first 
round lead in Jaipur 

Abhinav Lohan went on a birdie-spree in the 
opening round of the TATA Steel PGTI's Jaipur 
Open, firing nine-under-61 to take the lead 
here Tuesday. Lohan finished his round with 
seven consecutive birdies at the Rambagh 
Golf Club. Gurugram-based Shivendra Singh 
Sisodia and Bengaluru's M Dharma scored 
eight-under-62 for tied second place. 
Abhinav, who won the team silver medal at 
the 2010 Asian Games, capitalised on the 
momentum from his last outing at the Asian 
Tour event played at the Classic Golf & 
Country Club where he had finished tied 21 st 
with a total of 10-under. 



Zidane fed up as Real 
injury list grows 

Coach Zinedine Zidane expressed frustration 
about Real Madrid's growing injury list this sea¬ 
son, after it emerged that defender Ferland 
Mendy will miss Wednesday's visit of Osasuna 
for a La Liga match. Real have had a bumpy start 
to the season, with other members of the first 
team squad picking up more than 10 separate 
problems between them so far. "It annoys me 
a lot because I don't want my players to get in¬ 
jured, but it's a part of football," Zidane said.

Better than the best

LIONEL MESSI won his sixth FIFA player of the 
year award, while Megan Rapinoe won her 
first at a lavish ceremony at Milan's iconic 
Teatro all Scala on Monday. 

Rapinoe was rewarded at the FIFA Best 
awards for leading the United States to the 
women's World Cup title in July, as was Jill 
Ellis who won the women's coach award. 

Rapinoe scored six goals in the tourna¬ 
ment, earning her the Golden Boot for the 
tournament's top scorer and the Golden Ball 
as the top player. 

The outspoken star often uses her success 
as a platform to speak out about issues and 
the 34-year-old did so again in Milan, plead¬ 
ing for her male and female colleagues to join 
the likes of Manchester City winger Raheem 
Sterling in speaking out on racism and other 
inequalities. “If we really want to have mean- 
ingftil change what I think is most inspiring 
would be if everybody other than Raheem 
Sterling and (Kalidou) Koulibaly, if they were 
as outraged about racism as they were, if 
everybody was as outraged about homopho¬ 
bia as the LGBTQ.players, if everybody was as 
outraged about the lack of equal pay and in¬ 
vestment in the women's game other than 
just women, that would be the most inspiring 
thing to me,” Rapinoe said. 

“That's my ask of everybody. As profes¬ 
sional footballers... we have so much success, 
we have incredible platforms, I ask everybody 
here to lend your platform, to lift people up, 
to use this beautiful game to change the world 
for better.” Rapinoe finished with 46 ranking 
points to 42 for teammate Alex Morgan and 
29 for England's Lucy Bronze. 

After the ceremony, Rapinoe said being 
able to speak out about issues is more impor¬ 
tant to her than the actual award. 

“I've been very lucky to have this incredi¬ 
bly platform that seems to be growing by the 
day and I plan to use it to the best of my abil¬ 
ity,” she told reporters. “The award's amaz¬ 
ing of course but I don't do this for individual 
awards, certainly not. 

“Even the team awards, the World Cup's 
obviously incredible to win but when we sort 
of all look back on it, it will be the way we've 
changed the game and moved the game for¬ 
ward and really been a part of changing the 
world, this incredible movement that's hap¬ 
pening right now, that we'll all be most proud 


of.” Messi's award moved the Barcelona and 
Argentina forward one ahead of Cristiano 
Ronaldo. The Juventus forward did not at¬ 
tend the ceremony despite being among the 
three finalists. 

Old order returns 

The duo has dominated the award since 
2008, with their string of victories only in¬ 


terrupted by Luka Modric last year. 

Liverpool defender Virgil van Dijk was the 
other finalist. Messi finished with 46 rank¬ 
ing points to 38 for van Dijk and 36 for 
Ronaldo. 

Aaron Long, given the U.S. captain's vote 
because he was among two players who 
wore the armband twice this year, voted for 
van Dijk, as did American coach Gregg 


Berhalter. Van Dijk's club manager Jurgen 
Klopp was voted coach of the year after steer¬ 
ing Liverpool to the Champions League title 
in June, while teammate Alisson won the 
best men's goalkeeper award. 

“I have to thank my team because as 
coach you can only be as good as your team 
is,” Klopp said. Ellis also thanked her players. 

“I owe so much to them,” she said. 

Ellis resigned in July, shortly after the U.S. 
beat the Netherlands 2-0 to win its second 
successive World Cup. 

The 53-year-old Ellis was hired as coach 
of the U.S. team in 2014 and led it to eight 
overall tournament titles, including back-to- 
back World Cup successes. Over the course of 
her tenure, the United States lost just seven 
matches. Her players made up nearly half of 
the women's team of the year, with Kelley 
O'Hara, Julie Ertz, Rose Lavelle and Morgan 
included in the 11 as well as Rapinoe. 

“I think I walked out with Messi and no 
one noticed me,” Ellis said jokingly to re¬ 
porters, before adding: “It was such an honor, 
it really was. Fantastic night... happy for my 
players to do so well as well on that stage so 
it was great.” 

The award for the best women's goal¬ 
keeper went to van Veenendaal of Atletico 
Madrid and the Netherlands. 

The 29-year-old Van Veenendaal cap¬ 
tained the Netherlands to the final of the 
women's World Cup. 

FIFA boss Infantino chides 
Italian football 

HFA president Gianni Infantino has made 
a plea to "kick racism out" of Italian football, 
during the FIFA Best Football Awards cere¬ 
mony in Milan. "Tonight is a night to cele¬ 
brate, but we should reflect a little bit," the 
Swiss-Italian football chief told a star-stud¬ 
ded gathering at Milan's iconic La Scala Opera 
House on Monday night. 

"I would like to say that here in Italy in 
my country, yesterday (Sunday) we wit¬ 
nessed again in the Italian championship an 
episode of racism. 'This is not acceptable any 
more, we have to say no to racism in society. 
We have to kick racism out of football and 
society once and for all." 

Sunday's Italian league match between 
Atalanta and Fiorentina was halted for sev¬ 
eral minutes after racist abuse was aimed at 
the Tuscan side's Brazilian player Dalbert in 
a game played in Parma.

Klopp inspired to make charity pledge 


MILAN: LIVERPOOL MANAGER Jurgen Klopp 
has revealed that the emotional high of his 
side's Champions League triumph inspired 
him to join the Common Goal charity. 

Klopp will join a host of star names from 
the world of football, including Manchester 
United'sjuan Mata and HFA women's player of 
the year Megan Rapinoe, by donating one per¬ 
cent of his salary to aid the work of charities 
across the world. The 52-year-old, who was 
crowned FIFA men's coach of the year on 
Monday, told the Players Tribune of difficult 
times he suffered early in his career as an am¬ 
ateur footballer, working in a warehouse while 
trying to support his young 
family. And while he now faces the pressure 
of trying to deliver Liverpool's first Premier 
League title in 30 years, Klopp insisted he and 
his players have the luxury of no longer living 
in the 'real world'. 'We should not forget what 
it was like when we had real problems," said 
Klopp. "This bubble we live in is not the real 
world. I am sorry, but anything that happens on 
a football pitch is not a real problem. There 


should be a bigger purpose to this game than 
revenue and trophies, no? "Just think what we 
could accomplish if we all came together and 
gave one percent of what we earn to make a 
positive difference in the world. Maybe I am 
naive. Maybe I am a crazy old dreamer. 

"But who is this game for? We all know 
damn well that this game is for dreamers." 
After a stunning comeback from losing the first 
leg of their Champions League semi-final 3-0 
to Barcelona to beat the Spanish champions 4- 
0 at Anfield in May, Liverpool lifted their sixth 
European Cup by beating Tottenham 2-0. 

On their return to Liverpool, an open-top 
bus parade took the team passed hundreds of 
thousands of celebrating fans on the city's 
streets. "If you could've put all the emotions, 
all the excitement, all the love in the air that 
day and bottled it up, the world would be a bet¬ 
ter place," added Klopp. "I have not been able 
to get the emotion of that day out of my head. 
Football has given me everything in my life. 
But I really want to do more to give back to the 
world." AFP
